This practice, it is shown, 
works to the advantage of the man who 
secures this concession, through Aldermanic 
or other argument. ; 


..* Yes, we do allow saloons to open on the 


payment of a part of the license fee for the 
current period,”’ said Mr. McCarthy. ‘ The 
lowest deposit accepted is $50. Of course, no 
license issués until the full tax is paid, but 
the place-is opened under-a permit, as it were.

The following fifty-four saloons, in addi- 
tion to those listed above, enjoy the priy- 
ileges granted by the federal government 
and are not entered, so far as observation 
goes, on the City Collector's books as hav- 
ing paid a municipal license. 

Tue Trisvne in its investigations found 
their names on federal and not on city lists, 
but in order to get more certainly at the 
truth, the City Collector’s stub books being 
somewhat uncertain as to names, reporters 
were sent to all of the places. In all of them 
some form of city license had been posted 
up, but was either wholly or party con- 
cealed, or was mutilated, or was of an ex-

Liquor Sold at Many Places Without 
License—** Joe’s Bumboat ” and 
Chicago Beach Hotel. 


Close inspection of the liquor licenses 
sued from the office of the Collector o n- 
ternal Revenue show that the “ blind pig “” 
and the “ bumboat” are actively at work 
in Chicago and successfully avoiding the 
payment of a $500 saloon tax to the city 
annually. Two cases in point show the ex- 
tremes as to conditions under which they 
operate and the class of people who figure 
as patrons. The “ bumboat ’’—an old barge 
pattern vessel known as “‘ Transfer No. 2""— 
Hes in the Illinois Central slip at the foot 
of Randolph street, and has enabled its 
‘Captain, J. F. Fink, to carry large rolls 
of bills as the result of sales of beer, whisky, 
and all sorts of liquors. The “ blind pig *’ 
in question is in the Chicago Beach Hotel, 
Fifty-first street and the lake—called by 
policemen of the Hyde Park Police Sta- 
tion “* the biggest ‘ blind pig’ im Hyde Park ” 
—where drinks are served on request in 
room 24. | 

The “bum boat” is the resort of work- 
men on the pier, members of the various 
yacht clubs having their quarters in that 
locality, and it also attracts many who are 
engaged in work west of Michigan avenue. 
The Captain of “ Transfer No. 2” is famil- 
iarly called “‘ Joe.” His government license 
is credited in the books of the internal reve- 
nue office to “ Frank Fink, Vessel Three 
Bells, Illinois Central slip."’. But the “ Three 
Bells,” forerunner of the present “ vessel,” 
went down on Sept. 8, not through any tax 
collecting efforts of the city authorities, 

but simply because its length of service- 
able life had been reached. Then “ Trans- 
fer No. 2”’ took up the post. 

Two reporters for THe TRIRUNE were 
greeted last Tuesday by Captain “ Joe” 
and a sturdy waiter who has charge of the 


room, which is plentifully dupplied with 
tables, and who superintends the tours of 
the black bottles stowed away in convenient 
cupboards. Canvas signs without stated 
that the place was a restaurant, and out- 
lined a mienu running from fried fish to 
sandwiches. Captain ‘‘ Joe’’ has three veg- 
sels on the lakes. 

“No, we don’t pay any city license,” said 
he waiter, who acts as a sort of first mate. 
We get a government license and that’s 
all we need. O, the city people come down 


*Joe” has good people behind him and they 
all have to get away with nothing up to 
them.”’ 

“We lay off the yacht clubhouses during 
the season,” put'in Captain Joe, “and I 
always manage to keep a good stock: of 
liquors aboard so as to fit up any yacht 
in a hurry. They come to me and say, 
* Well, Joe, we want to get out in a hurry. 
Can you fix us up?’ I usually can give them 
everything they want.’’ 

“Why, we even give them creme de 
menthe,” added the first mate. “ That 
shows how well supplied we are.”’ 

There were many other visitors on the 
boat, and the black bottle passed as often 
as it was called for, while many ran ih to 
carry away as many bottles of beer as they 
asked for at five cents the bottle. At many 


bottles under their arms and making no 
effort to hide their burdens. , 

** Business is fine,” said the first mate. 
** All the people about here know just where 
we are, and we catch a heavy trade. The 
‘Three Bells’ had the same trade, too. 
When it went to the bottom on Sept. 8 I 
was aboard. I woke up as it was sink- 
ing, afd maybe I didn’t hustle to get out 
the thirty-two cases of beer we had aboard. 
I had to wade about with the water nearly 
to my waist, but I got the cases out all right, 
you can bet.” 

“Come again,” was Captain Joe's fare- 
well. “‘O, we'll be right here. If you want 
to spend a jolly evening come down.and I'll 
give youra fish fry. All the boys—the real 
sports, you know—knew me. I have good 
people behind me.”’ Captain Joe, so he 
stated, formerly owned several fishing ves- 
sels in New York harbor. . 

A reporter for Tue Trispune visited the 
Chicago Beach Hotel at 7 o’clock last Mon- 
day evening. He went to room 2 at the 
end of the west corridor and gave his order 
to a waiter. The waiter went to a closet in 
the northwest corner of this room, closed 
the door, and called his order downa “ dumb 
waiter” shaft. The visitor was promptly 
served. While he remained in this room, 
which is furnished with smal! bar tables and 
a sideboard, two bottles of wine and several 
glasses of whisky came up the dumb Walter 
on call to fill orders from other quarters. 
The police authorities at Hyde Park Station 
assert they have tried frequently to secure 
evidence against this place, but, so they 
state, without success. 


Federal Government Collects a Tax— 
Demand for Test of City’s Right — 
to Do Likewise.. 


Why should not the clubs of Chicago— 
social and political organizations where 
liquors are sold—be liable to the same tax 
spread on public bars where liquors are sold? 
This question was asked by Chicago's City 
Council almost seventeen years ago. when 
an order was passed requiring that all clubs 
must be formally licensed. The question 
never has been sent to the Supreme Court 
of Illinois for settlement. After the Coun- 
cil’s action on Oct. 22, 1888, the matter was 
‘allowed to drop on an opinion from the Cor- 
poration Counsel's office. Recently de- 
mands for the final test of the matter have 
been aroused. Officials of the municipal 
government dealing, with license affairs are 
heartily in favor of this step. 

Here, too, the federal government recog- 
hizes no distinction between the club bar 
and the public bar. Each must pay the same 
tax to Uncle Sam—$25 annually. Along with 
the more prominent social! organizations of 
the city the Collector of Internal Revenue 
gathers in the quasi-clubs which have be- 
come known as excuses for poker playing 
and other games of chance. The Unity club 
(Jewish), 3140 Indiana avenue, pays a regi 
lar saloon tax to the city. A visit at this 
place by a reporter for Tue TRIBUNE showed 
that the second period license—the term 
which ended on Dec. 30—was still held. 
Julius Carl, manager of the club, said: ' 
“O, I am in no hurry about taking out 
the license for the present period. They 
know us down here and know that we are all 
right. There is no hurry.”’ ote 


F. 8. Winston’s Opinion. : 
The opinion on the Council's action 1888 
was prepared by Frederick 8. Winston, then 
Assistant Corporation Counsel of the city:

Dealers in wholesale liquors are required 


to pay a federal tax of $100, unless they deal 


in malt liquors alone, when the fee fs $50 a 
year. Rectifiers pay a government tax rang- 
ing from $100 to $200, according to whether 
their output is less or more than 500 bar- 
rels. The list of business houses of this 
nature, together with dealers in chemicals, 
bottlers of malt liquors, confectioners, cater- 
ers, and concerns using spirits. in laboratories 
is appended. All hold federal! licenses, and 
under present conditions are not required to 
pay the municipal retail liquor tax of $500 
annually, though many pay the smal! special 
taxes levied against them by city ordinnace.

FEE PAID FOR CARS AND BOATS. 


Railway and Steamship Lines Buy Hun- 
dreds of Government Stamps 
Every Year. 


The railway and steamboat lines afford an- 
other source of revenue to the government, 
each dining car and sleeping car and steamer 
on which liquor is served being required to 
have a license, for which thé tax of $25 is 
charged in each case. The heaviest payment 
is made by the Pullman Palace Car company, 
one entry in the books of the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue showing the licensing of 486 
ears. “ Altogether 455 cars are licensed in this 
district by thiseompany. Railroads and pri- 
vate companies bring the grand total of cars 
licensed to 570, the entries being bunched so 
that but twenty-one issuances are recorded 
in the Collector's books. 

The license stamp may be transferred from 
one car to another, provided the unstamped 
car is put out of service for the time. A 
catch was recently made where one car be- 
longing to a railroad company had been

MYSTERY IN ANNA BECK CASE. 


Police Investigating the Circumstances 
of the Widow’s Disappearance— 
She Had at Least $2,000. 


Captain Schuettler of the Sheffield Avenue 
Station is trying to solve the mystery of 
the disappearance of Mrs. Anna Beck, who 
has been missing from her residence, 182 
East Fullerton avenue, since last October. 
— investigation thus far has been profit- 
ess. 

The police are informed,that Mrs. Beck 
had at least $2,000 shortly before.she dis- 
appeared, and are confronted with the theory 
that she was murdered by persons ac- 
quainted with this fact.

Mr. Bow- 
man, who declined, was told that Mrs. Beck 
had gone to Beloit, Kas., to visit hér sister, 
Mrs. Kate Eresch. Later an attorney was 
asked by Perlberg to take charge. of the 
matter, but refused. The attorney informed

The main 
Boer force is as near to any point on the 
railway as is General Warren's wing of 
Buller’s army, and the Boers have the ad- 
Vantage of speed. 

“For this reason, as well as because of 
the importance of his purpose to relieve 
General White, we may expect Genera! Bul- 
ler to do his utmost before giving up the 
attempt, and in this necessity lies the best 
hope of success. 


Lesson from American War. 

“The American civil war showed how 
tified firearms, by rendering assault diffi- 
cult, produced battles lasting several days, 
and as since then the range and rate of fire 
have been greatly increased, the prolonga- 
tion of the duratfon of battles was to be ex- 
pected.

Of course, there are 
other definitions of socialism. But the gen- 
eral understanding of it is as I have ex- 
pressed it. Whether it is a correct under- 
standing or not it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss here. 

“Therefore, I say that those who declare 
that municipal ownership of street railways 
is ‘socialism’ are dishonest in their state- 
ment. They consciously and purposely ap- 
peal to prejudice rather than to truth and 
reason. 

False Cry of Corruption. 


Governor Pingree said the objection to 
municipal ownership most frequently urged 
was that it would tend to greater corrup- 
tion in city government.: The argument 
always originated, he said, with those whose 
interests lie in the perpetuation of private 
control, and wag advanced to frighten peo- 
ple. On this subject he said there was in- 
finitely more corruption in the management 
of private corporations than of public, 
speaking as follows: 

“The granting of franchises to private 
corporations is the direct cause in nearly 
every city of the most dangerous form of 
corruption—namely: bribery. The disgrace- 
ful and discouraging feature of it is that 
those citizens who rarely attend primaries 
and who are loudest itn their denunciation 
of municipal ownership are many of them 
parties (indirectly, perhaps) to the corrup- 
tion surrounding the granting of franchises. 

“Intelligent people are coming to under- 
stand this phase of the question as they 
never did before. I have said that I speak 
from actual knowledge of these things. I 
dislike to refer to cases in which I have been 
personally concerned, But I have always 
felt that a statement, backed by personal 
experience, has greater strength and ef- 
fectiveress. 

“While Mayor of Detroit I was offered 
$75,000 if I would sign » gas 
I would be out of town and let it become 
a law without my signature. At another 
time I was reliably informed that a fund 
of the same amount was subscribed to in- 
duce me to sign a street railway franchise 
for high rates of fare.”’ 

Governor Pingree expressed the belief that 
public ownership would purify instead of 
corrupt municipal government, by bringing 
a larger proportion of citizens to a better 
realization of obligations of citizenship. He 
contended, too, that the objection to mu- 
nicipal ownership on the ground that street 
railways could not be managed as econom- 
ically as under private ownership was with- 
out foundation, and quoted figures to sup- 
port his contention. In conclusion, he gave 
a history of the recent movgment in Detroit 
to accomplish municipal ownership of the 
street railways in that city. 


Reply of Charles T. Yerkes. 


Mr. Yerkes then rose to reply to his prede- 
cessors. He began as follows: 

“I will not claim that my opposition to 
municipal ownership is because of my great 
love for the people, nor that my life is en- 
tirely devoted-to their benefit. At the same 
time, I will claim that I have as kindly a 
feeling for my fellow-man, and that I de- 
sire his advancement and improvement, as 
‘much as any living person. It will be my 
claim da endeavor to prove to you that 
municipal ownership is opposed to such ad- 
vancement and improvement, and that it is 
also opposed to the fundamental principles 
of our government. If, after studying this 
subject—and I have studied it well—it had 
been shown to me that municipal owner- 
ship was proper, it would have been my 
pleasure to have closed all my interests in 
corporations opposed to that theory, and 
for the reason that my belief is, that what- 
ever is right will ultimately prevail. Oppo- 
sition may postpone the final ending, but it 
will come, in spite of all efforts to prevent it. 
My feelings also are that the world is too 
large, and there are too many places where 
our time-and energies can be devoted, to 
waste them on a doomed cause. 

“The remark has been mae by one of our 
speakers, which points directly to me—to 
the effect that statements emanating from 
authorities under my contro) should not be 
accepted without the closest scrutiny. This 
scrutiny I invite, and if those who scruti- 
nize will only look fully into the subject, hon- 
estly and fairly, and without prejudice, I 
am sure they will, with one accord, say that 
municipal, ownership is improper, particu- 

ly for this country. 
mar There can be no doubt in the unbiased 
mind that if the great corporations of any 
large community were run by the govern- 
ment, whether it be municipal! or otherwise, 
a great political machine would be formed, 
and that it would be almost an impossibility 
to disrupt that machine. The merit system, 
if fairly established, would give to some 
extent an intelligence in the operating de- 
partments, but we all know, particularly in 
Chicago. that civil service is practically a 
myth. It is simply impossible for any indus- 
try to be carried on successfully without its 
head being an intelligent and experienced 
person, free from any political affiliations 
in selecting or nominating the employés and 
those especially interested in the success of 
Said industry. 

“As you have been cautioned to be care- 
ful how to place confidence in my opinion, 
owing to the fact that I am intimately con- 
nected with one branch of industry of 
which it is sought to have municipal con- 
trol, I will quote from other sources opinions 
which should surely have weight with you.

$100,000 a year. I have before me a little 
book written by Samuel Insull, in which he 
shows the cost a year for an arc lamp, as 
reported by the municipal authorities of De- 
troit, and also the cost as would be reported 
by a private corporation. He takes their 
own figures for expenses, not questioning 
whether economied are practiced in the 
operation or not; but he shows that the re- 
ported cost for 1896 was $84.70 a lamp and 
that the true cost was $140.86 a lamp. 
‘Tt appears that there was a private com- 
which offered a ten year contract at 
the rate of $102.20 a lamp. The apparent 
saving, according to the municipal state- 
ment, was $17.50 a lamp. As there were 
about 1,500 lamps in operation the saving 
would be $26,250, but as the actual cost was 
$140.86, the loss was $38.66 a lamp, 
$57,990 the loas sustained by the city. 
“Tt may be claimed that the omission 
of the charge for taxes is proper under a 
municipal ownership, but that cannot be—it 
is not proper. If there were no taxes from 
corporations the city would be the loser and 
if the cost of operation is to be compared 
with private corporations, all the charges 
must be given that would go into the private 
corporation, otherwise the city, while it 
might be a gainer in the electric lighting 
plant, would be the loser in that much taxes. 


Takes Up Street Railways. 

“In the matter of street railways munici- 
pal ownership has never been tried in this 
country,. and for practical. tests we are 
obliged to look to Europe, more particularly 
to England and Scotland. We find there 
six towns operating under municipdl con- 
trol—namely:

showed a profit of $43,793 to the city, with 
an investment of $4,046, 195 and a horse car 
equipment. Huddersfield has spent $306,613 
in deficit, and has $700,000 invested in twen- 
ty-two miles of track. Leeds has done fairly 
well, because it has not run behind. 

Sheffield has made about $30,000 in excess 
of expenditures for the last year, but it is 
no indication of what it will do when it 
has installed a system of thirty-five miles. 
The company fell heir to the old company’s 
plant for a song, and, naturally, shows a 
good profit. Plymouth is a small affair, 
and is behind about $25,000. Blackpool 
yielded a profit to that city of $936. 

“ Here is the footing up of the great street 
railroad systems of England and Scotland. 
You will notice that Glasgow, with its popu- 
lation of 700,000, has seventy-seven miles 
of track, while Chicago, with a population 
of less than three times that, has a street 
car trackage of over eight times the amount. 
As to the rate of fare, we see that it is from 
one to two cents a mile, while that is more 
than is charged in any large city in this 
country.

CLERKS UNDER ARREST. 


Trains of O11 Laid Through Bustmess 
Block, Connected with Petroleum 
Barrels, Sticks of Dynamite, and 
Aleohol Caske—Fire Extinguished 
Before It Reaches Fuse—Thirty-two 


Lives Endangered — Violence Is 
Threatened by People. 


Ind., Jan. 27.—{ Special. ]—Dr. 
four of his clerks were ar- 
rested today for @ conspiracy to burn and 
blow up his drug store this morning. The 
fire was discovered, and 
tinguished dynamite and powder were found 
to have been placed where they would do 
the most-destruction. Thirty-two lives were 
endangered. ‘Fuses were attached to bar- 
reis of oll. The paints and oils in a stair- 
way had been connected with the fire. Holes 
had been cut through the floor to make 
drafts. | 

The report of the attempt to blow up the 
buildings spread over the east end of town 
and for a time there were threats of vio- 
lence. At noon, however, Casto was re- 
leased an $6.000 bonds. , 

This afternoon the bond was accidentally 
torn. A new one was made out, but when 
it was presented to Casto for his signature 
he refused to sign it. He persisted in his 
refusal and tonight was placed in jail. 

At 4:10 a. m. Policeman Thompson saw a 
blaze tn Dr. Casto’s office, in the rear of his 
drug store. A chemical engine was in a 
fire house across the street, and it was quick- 
ly brought into use and the fire put out. 
Then the firemen discovered a system of 
fuses and gutters of oil and alcohol which 
ramified the three storerooms, -the drug 
store, grocery, and general merchandise, all 
owned by Casto. Thirty pounds of dyna- 
mite in one-pound sticks had been arranged 
to explode from the concussion that would 
be caused when the burning oil in the gut- 
ters reached the barrels of whisky and oll 
and tanks of gasoline. The dynamite would 
veya destroyed all the buildings on the

Chief Daugherty of the Fire department 
Says: ‘' We had no idea what we were run- 
ning into. A chance directed the nozzle of 

he chemical towards the spot where the fire 
was running along the fuse out of the office 
into the drug store. Had the blaze got out 
-into the store everything would have been 
all up with us. It was not till the fire was 
out that we could investigate what caused 
it, and then we found the fuse and oil pans 
and excelsior inside; The stuff had been 


out of the office to each of the cellars: there 
was a cellar under each storeroom, the gro- 
cery, dry goods, and drug store; the cellars 
were filled with inflammable material. We 
saw dynamite spread ubout; several dozen 
sticks. There was a box of cartridges there 
also. In the front part of the dry goods de- 
partment a hole had been cut in the floor 
and a bolt of toweling had been placed on a 
shelf so that the end would run down through 
the hole into the cellar. The godds had been 
soaked in oil. Alcohol had been used to 
saturate the bolts of goods, and these had 
been laid about to make trains for the fire.”’ 

The police went to Dr. Casto’s house and 
notified him, but he did not leave his bed- 
room. A second trip by the police resulted 
in his arrest. Mrs. Casto says she does not 
know what time in the night he came in. 
Several of his clerks also were arrested and 
two, Thomas Jones and Frank Blair, were 
held in jail.

Other resolutions were adopted condemn- 
ing war in general as barbarous and unchris- 
tian. 

Men and women had equal representation 
on the program of addresses and music. 
After an invocation by the Rev. H. W.

duced. 

The nineteenth century, said Dr. Hirsch, 
was born while cannon were roaring and 
was now going to its grave amid the same 
thunders. The beginning had some excuse 
while France was struggling for freedoin, 
but the war now was the outgrowth of greed.

The exirting 
difficulty, he said, was due to a band of 
speculators backed by Joseph Chamberlain.

He 
referred to the “ sunset of a century which 
was now being painted a painful crimson 
by Victoria and McKinley.”" This sentiment 
brought forth mingled cheers and hisses.

Opens Tank of Liquid Aiv. 

The guests had drawn up in a semicircle 
ground a table on which Prefessor Tripler 
had spread his apparatus. Back of him 
stood a tank, carefully covered to exclude 
the surrounding air, containing fifteen gal- 
Ions of the liquid air. As he raised the 
cover a heavy mist rose from the surface 
and hung there so long as the cover was 
off. Taking an ordinary tin dipper Professor 
Tripler dipped out a measure of the liquid 
like water. 

“This liquid is a paradox, for it is dry,’ 
he said, throwing the contents of the dipper 
into the air. 

It had boiled immediately upon being put 
into the dipper, and as the spray flew into 
the air it broke out into a cloud of white 
vapor. Half of the dipperful fell to the floor, 
but it evaporated without leaving any 
dampness on the carpet. Some liquid air 
poured into a tumbler boiled flercely until 
the tumbler became cold and then the action 
stopped. 
The nitrogen boils away first,’’ said the 
professor, “‘and the rest is rich with oxy- 
gen."" As a proof a lighted match, held in 
the tumbler, burned fiercely, and a lighted 
cigaret thrust into it a moment later went 
up with a puff like a calcium light. 

Liquid air was then put through a filter 
paper, and it came out cleawas crystal. The 
color in the first state was bluish, attributed 
to the carbonic acid gas and water in the 
air when condensed. 


"A rubber ball then was put into the basin 


of liquid air and frozen. It was bounced on 
the table and broke into many pieces. Pota- 
toes were frozen solid as rocks by being im- 
mersed,.in it, and when a beefsteak was put 
into the basin it became as hard as a bone. 
The temperature was given as 312 degrees 
below zero. 

Explaining the low temperature at which 
mercury freezes, Professor Tripler poured 
some into a mold in which a stick had been 
inserted: Liquid air was poured in and ina 
few minutes a hammer of mercury was pro- 
duced. It was thrust into @ basin of liquid 
air, which boiled furiously, showing a lower 
degree of cold for the liquid air than for the 
frozen mercury. This resulted in tempering 
the mercury, and it became like cast iron. 
Nails were driven into boards with it, and 
the hammer was passed around for inspec- 
tion. It began to melt in twenty minutes 
and was set aside ina basin. 


Alcohol Frozen Into Crystals. 


Alcohol was subjected to the same process 
end-:froze in crystals. Whisky was turned 
nto brittle ice. Then to show the great 
“combustion possible, a glass of liquid air 
was allowed to stand until the nitrogen had 
partly evaporated and a match was thrown 
‘into the oxygen. The points of two steel 
pens held together in the fame were fused 
together. 

A long tin cup finally was filled with 
liquid air and immersed in a jar of water. 
Ice immediately formed on the outside of 
the tin, and in a short time a mold of it 
had been made. The tin was taken out and 
the ice cup poured full of liquid air, which 
‘Was allowed to stand. By the use of an 
oxygen blower, the end of a piece of stee! 
was heated to a burning point and this 
was thrust into the liquid air in the ice cup. 
The steel immediately burned fiercely. The 
same test was made for a piece of carbon. 

An an illustration of the expansive force, 
@ piece of iron piping with a cork in thé end 
Was partly filled with the liquid air. The 
opening was closed and the heat of the room 
expanded the confined liquid in a moment 
so the cork was blown nearly to the ceiling. 
A closed cylinder with a small pipe in the 
top was partly filled and the liquid air 
spurted through the opening like a geyser. 

Another pipe with a steam whistle at- 
tached was then filled with air. This was 
immersed in a jar of water and the boiling 
instantly generated enough pressure to blow 
the whistle for five minutes. At the same 
the covered with ice. 

“In my laboratory I have a boiler 
I can lock this air up until I geta eiceeee 
of 500 pounds,” said Professor Tripler. « In 
thirty minutes*I can get enough power to 
run @ ten-horse power engine ten minutes. 
Pressure might be obtained up.to 10,000 
pounds to the square inch, for there is prac- 
tically no lIimit-to it.’’ 


Used in Medical Treatment. 


Concerning the medical uses of 
he said:. liquid air, 


“It is not so good for cauterizing as it is 


curing diseased™flesh where no medicine 


can touch. Three applications cured an old 
gunshot wound in New York, and it is prov- 
ing invaluable for treating cancers when 
taken in time. When it is applied to the 
flesh that part is instantly frozen. Later it 
comes back to its normal color, but in a few 
‘days a piece falis out, and the place beneath 
is all healed. Liquid air is taken twice a 
‘week to a New York hospital, and the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons offers lec- 
tures on this subject to the graduating 
class. Cases of sciatica have been.cured ab- 
solutely by, it.” 

Water poured into a teakettle half ful! 
of liquid air made it boil better than an of! 
stove. This was explained by the fact that 
the water came in immediate contact with 
the liquid air, while the cold prevented the 


effect of the fire from touching the bot- : 
tom of the kettle. While the kettle was on 


the stove ice formed on its bottom over the 
fire. 
“In this experiment there is greater 


promise than when men found out how to 


make a magnet of iron by winding a bar 
with wire and sending an electric current 
through it. That magnet is the.basis of al! 
electric , but the results of this 
gre even greater.

RS. MAUD BALLINGTON BOOTH, 
frail in health, speaking before an 
assemblage in the parlors of Mrs, L. 
A. Coonley Ward, 620 Division 
street, last Monday night, received 

from those present pledges for more 
than $900 for the cause of released 
convicts from Joliet prison. She made 
a simple plea for ‘“‘the man who never 
had a chance,” for the wrong-doer 
who had no hope of escape from the story 
of his wrong-doing, and she told the story 
of how Hope Hall in Chicago within fifteen 
months had turned 161 ex-convicts back into 
the world, where they are proving them- 
selves worthy of another chance at life. 

“And O,” she said, “I dg not want to die. 
and leave my boys in prison until the work 
for their salvation is on a more solid foun- 
dation.”’ 

Echoing the sentiment, Mrs. Coonley 
Ward said afterward: 

‘I am only hoping that some time those to 
whom God has given great business ability 
and capacity for gathering together this 
world’s goods will use these great gifts for 
the raising of money for such workers, so 
that those who are inspired, as is Mrs. 
Booth, will find their coffers replenished 
with gold as was the widow’s.cruse with oil.”’ 

Hope Hall needs $3,000 a year to run it to 
its present limited capacity. The question 
of Mrs. Booth’s friends is: 

** Shall this woman, with a serious heart 


malady, be left to waste her strength and 


shorten her life in getting the means twith 
which to prosecute her work, or will the pub- 
lic come forward and help her?”’ 

Added- weight is given to these eppeals 
when it is known that in Joliet prison today 
are many convicts, Warden E. J. Murpliy 
says, who would be paroled if only some 
reliable person would stand up and say for 
each individual: ‘‘ I will be responsible for 
his well-doing.”” There are these anxious 
eligibles in Joliet, while Hope Hall in Chi- 
cago will accommodate only thirty! 

Ten prisons in the United States are with- 
in the influence of Mrs. Booth’s Volunteer 
Prisoners’ league. Out of the 84,000 con- 
victed criminals in the country, only 8,000 
have had the benefits of the league’s mem- 
bership, and ini the four years of the league’s 
life only 3,000 released convicts have had the 
shelter and the stroaghold of Hope Halls 
behind them in their efforts for a better life. 
But out of these 3,000 once hopeless men 
2,300 have proved themselves beyond any 
reproach from their past Jives; of the other 
700 some have gone astray again, but most

Mrs. Booth’s Statement. 


Mrs. Booth was asked to make for THE 
TRIBUNE a statement of her Hope Hall work, 
and complied with the request as follows: 

“Mont Clair, N. J., Jan. 27.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—When undertaking practical 
work for men discharged from State’s 
prison I realized the need of a home that 
would be a home indeed, not an institution. 
To those who had never had a home influ- 
ence the experience would be an elevating 
revelation. To those who had it would 
bring back the sacred memories of the past. 
The homes. were to_be simply but prettily 
and cozily furnished, to show the touch of 

loving interest to those used to heart-chill- 
ing barrenness, that they might exclaim as 
one man did on crossing the threshold, ‘I 

ught to be good after this.’ The'family 
vere to be kept busy at household duties, 
but with time to seek for work, as the idea 
éver before them must be of a future in the 
busy working world, with this home merely 
as a stepping stone to the new life. 

*“‘It is natural that many business-men 
would refuse to take these straight from 
prison into their employ. They realize the 
risk of trying the untried, of whom they 
have had no previous knowledge. Our hope 
shall be to meet this difficulty, and as a 
testing place, where we can learn to know 
better those for whom we have worked in 
State’s prison, who can upon leaving the 
home go to employers with our recommenda- 
tion, we still keep in touch with them, and 
they make the home a center to which they 
can turn on Sundays and holidays when 
within reach, instead of seeking pleasyre 
and companionship in doubtful paths. 


Cease to Be Convicts. 


“The rules are such aS would govern any 
well ordered family. To us the men on 
leaving State’s prison have ceased to be 
convicts and are treated as any other men 
would wish to be. -We allow no visitors or 
sight-seers at the home, giving the men 
absolute privacy, so that the most self- 
respecting can come to us. The men know

We have never had an arrest at our home, 
or a crime'traced to aninmate. It requires 
about $3,000 a year to successfully maintain 
such a home. 

“Where the parole system is in force 


Hope Hall is not*merely a great need, but ~ 


an absolute necessity to the successful work- 
ing of the law. Nearly 700 men have passed 
New York home, of whom 
ever 75 per. cent are doing splendidly to 
our cértain knowledge. The Chicago per- 
centage for the year is even better, but 
we are crippled for‘funds and hence have 
been unable to take as many men as we 
could otherwise easily accommodate in our 
MAuD 'B. Boorsu.”’ 


Warden McClaughry’s Reply. 

Mrs. Booth’s work finds indorsement at the 
hands of prison officials. The two wardens 
most interested are R. W. McClaughry; 
formerly of Joliet, and now in charge of the 
United States prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., and E. J. Murphy,ahe present warden 
at Jolict. 

THE TRIBUNE asked each of these prison 
experts for a statement of the work of Mrs. 
Booth from his point of view. Warden Mc-

As soon as steady employment 
can be secured «each inmate must go to give 
place to some one needing shelter and aid, 
but each one who goes out to support him- 
self is encouraged to look on the place as his 
home and its officers as his friends so long 
as he keeps fn the path of duty. Excellent 
judgment is exercised to prevent imposi- 
tion on the one hand and to administer the 
most .judicious help on the other. 

“Mrs. Booth and her husband are the 
leaders in the work, but their efforts are 
seconded by a most carefully selected corps 
of trained helpers. The work is carried on

Personality of Mre. Booth. 

Mrs. -Booth is the daughter of a London 
élergyman of the Episcopal faith. Since her 
marriage to Ballington Booth, second son of 
the Salvation Army commander, she has 
been one of the great forces behind the work 
of the Volunteers of America. 

A worldling might say that it was chance 
which led Mrs. Booth into prison work. Five 
years ago, in California, the Warden of San 
Quentin Prison invited her to speak before 
the prisoners in chapel. Mrs. Booth went, 
with an evangelistic address. She 
had never visited a State's prison before, 
and the vivid, lasting impression she re- 
ceived was that of a hopelessness beyond 
Dante’s ‘‘Inferno.’’ Filled with this, she 
‘spoke so feelingly that when she called on 
-those who desired to lead a better life, even 
in prigon, more than 200 men rose, many 
of them’ blinded with tears. 

_ Going back to New York, Mrs. Booth went 
to Sing Sing prison, having no plans laid 
out and no théories in reserve. With only 
@ tender sympathy and love she began to

Story of Hope Halis. 

The first Hope Hall was established in a 
large dwelling house in Harlem, N. Y. It 
had wide, pleasant grounds and a five years’ 
lease was taken. Funds especially solicited 
furnished it as a simple, cheerful home. 
Then when the news of the establishment 
got abroad Harlem arose in its wrath. 
Firmly and kindly Mrs. Booth stood for her 


work. Next door to her was a well known 


sculptor, who was especially distressed. A 


‘few weeks ago when Hope Hall was moved 


into a new $12,000 home-at Flushing, L. L., 
this sculptor went to Mrs. Booth, express- 
ing’ regret at her going and fear that he 
‘‘ might not get-such good neighbors again.” 

But Long Island is stirred to its depths, 
notwithstanding that the home is a great, 
wide country’ house. with ten acres of 
grounds around it. However, every friend 
and acquaintance of Mrs. Booth is certain 
that her winning personality and the sin- 
cerity of her followers will allay this preju- 
dice. 

As to Hope Hall in Chicago, some of its 
near neighbors do not know its mission, 
though the other day when Mrs. Booth per- 
formed the marriage service uniting Ad- 
jutant Frank A. McCormick and Adjutant

place, the half way house in which he may

The lights were turned out 
and the whole room was brightly illumt- 
nated with the white glare which came from 
the burning felt and liquid air.

“This force is stronger than dynamite, 
said Professor Tripler, ‘‘ and when put into 
practical use will result ina cheap power, 
for it will utilize the heat of the air, and, 
compared with water.in’a boiler, it is 100 
times as powerful. All degrees of heat, even 
to zero, will be serviceable, and where water 
must be brovght to a high temperature. 
Wedcan get a pressure of 2,000 pounds ina 
boiler with liquid air when the temperature 
is 200 degrees below zero. 

“ The next use is for refrigeration. It will 
cool the air as electricity heats it, and must 
be used in somewhat the same manner, 
through a machine. It will displace ammo- 
nia in ice machines, and in addition save 
the cost of coal for the operation of the 
plant. For reducing ore we hardly can esti- 
mate its value. By putting into the furnace 
liquid air rich in oxygen steel can be made 
in short order without the great expense 
now necessary formachinery. In chemistry 
millions of dollars can be saved in the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid alone. I hope to see

SHOCKED BY THE NEwWs. 


the Son and Not the Father Who 
Has Passed Away—Messages of Sor-

Philip Danforth Armour Jr. was born in

LONDON, Jan. 27.—There has been no re- 
newal of the negotiations respecting the re- 
vision of the Clayton-Bulwer convention 
through the American Embasey, but it is not 
improbable that the question will be taken 
up at an early day, when instructions are re- 
ceived from the State department. Both 
the United States Ambassador and the seé- 
retary of the embassy are properly reticent, 
‘econtenting themselves with the statement 
that the subject has not been brought to 
the attention of the Foreign office through 
their instrumentality. 
. The truth about the matter was tolé a 
year ago in these dispatches. Informal 
overtures were made to Lord Salisbury for. 
a revision of the treaty in accordance with 
the altered conditions of the question of 
inter-oceanic transit, and were met in a 
just and conciliatory spirit. The results of 
these conferences were communicated to the 
State department, and a new draft of the 
Clayton-Bulwer convention was prepared at 
Washington after consultations between 
Ambassadors Hay*and Pauncefote. This 
draft was not signed, but was probably sent 
to the Foreign office, and is now pigeonholed 
there. As G. W. Smalley has telegraphed to 
the Times this week, the principles agreed 
upon last year, as cabled in these dispatches, 
were for the single control of the canal by 
the United States, and the adoption of the 
Buez regulations for keeping the waterway 
open in peace and war under a guaranty of 
neutrality. The signatures alone are re- 
quired for the settlement of the question. 

There is no reason to doubt that Lord Salis- 
bury’s opinion respecting the advisibility of 
substituting single for dual control of a 
canal, either at Panama or Nicaragua, re- 
maine unchanged, if free to act upon the 
question on imperial or commercial grounds, 
‘the revision of the ol¢ treaty om American 
lines with a guaranty that the waterwey 
would be regulated on the Suez principtes. 


) Camada Blocks the Way. 

It was Canada that blocked the agreement 
a year ago, and it is Canada that now stands 
in the way with even greater power of resist- 
ance. Canada is displaying splendid loyalty 
te the mother country in the grave imperial 
crisis by sending troops to south Africa. No 
British Prime Minister in these circum- 
stances can agree to settle the canal question 
if Canada insists upon connecting it arti- 
ficially with the Alaska boundary and other 
simultaneously. the 

It is Canadian t keeps the 
Hay-Pauncefote draft of the revised treaty 
in the pigeonhole of the Foreign office. A 
Canadian veto served to block negotiations a 
year ago. Canadian volunteers for service 
in south Africa now impart additional power 
to that veto. 

Obligation to America. 


American diplomacy, meanwhile, has fn- 
creased its resources. It has placed the For- 
eign office under heavy obligations for the 
gubstantial service. It has taken up the 
open-door question in China and worked out 
a settlement on paper with the collective 

‘guaranty of the European powers and Japan 
of the English principle. This great service 
to British commercial interests has been ren- 
dered in the American way, and while the 
English press has been slow in acknowledg- 
ing the purpose of it or to show proper sense 
of appreciation, Lord Salisbury knows what 
has been done and without doubt values 
aright the practical return which the State 
department has made for his own good offices 

in preventing the interference of the Euro- 
pean powers in the Cuban affair. 


Much Depends on Laurier. 

The State department has, therefore, a 

vantage ground upon which to press for a 
revision of the canal treaty on the practical 
principle that one good turn deserves an- 
other. Canada can block the way, how- 
ever, if her Ministers persist in enforcing 
their veto-_power. Premier Laurier is today 
the leading colonial imperialist, Cecil Rhodes 
being in enforced retirement at Kimberley. 
If he is capable of rising above the level of 
local interests he will take the invperialist 
view of the canal question and perceive that 
it will be to the advantage of the empire 
as a whole to have the treaty of 1850 revised 
and adjusted to altered conditions. If he be 
merely a local and provincial Premier he will 
raise objections, talk about give and take 
principles, demand a harbor in Alaska, and 
remain the dog in the manger. 
‘ae settlement of the canal question in 
réality depends upon Premier Laurier’s ca- 
pacity for demonstrating that he is a true 
imperialist and not a local statesman, who 
sees only Canada when he talks about the 
interests of a world wide empire. 


Views of the Spectator. 

The Spectator today has an admirable ar-

Ready for Parliament. 

The British Cabinet has made final prep- 
arations for the meeting of Parliament at 
one of the gloomiest government councils 
held since the Crimean war and the Indian 
mutiny.

Swedish-Norwegian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Attacks Proposal for a Sep- 
aration of Diplomatic Functions.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—‘As the fleets and 
armies of England went forth to consolidate 
here 
else on earth died away. Kings stood still 
in awe and nations turned to watch the 
issue."’ 

With these words your historian, Bancroft, 
closes the second epoch of his history of the 
United States of America. The words ex- 
actly describe the world’s attitude today 
toward this appalling .conflict in south 
Africa. Strife is hushed among nations, and 
throughout the earlier part of this week, 
while we waited for news from Buller’s 
army, our enemies on the continent almost 
ceased to abuse us. When at the end of the 


‘week the bricf moment of exultant hope 


was converted again into gloom and doubt 


‘there was less disposition shown abroad to 


jeer us than has hitherto been customary. 
They all hate us doubtless, but all begin 
to recognize that wiping out England as a 
great power could not take place without 
shaking thrones and ‘dominions the world 
over. 


No Menace in Russia. 


For some weeks past we have been hear 
ing much about Russia's designs upon Af- 
ghanistan, and busy newspaper correspond- 
ents gather up for our consumption rumors 
of excessive movements of Russian troops 
towards Herat, accompanied by siege trains 
and extraordinary amounts of ammunition. 
These may ail be true, butI doubt. Russian 
soldiers and bureaucrats would unquestion- 
ably be delighted to do something towards 
checkmating us in Persia and on the frontier 
of India, but I am more arid more satisfied 
that the Czar means peace, because Ire Is so 
intent upon developing his immense empire 
by railways and by industrial undertakings 
of all kinds, And neither Russia nor her 
ally, France, would care to see England re- 
placed by Germany as the dominant moral 
and military force of Europe. ' 


All Byes on Ladysmith. 

We have our uses. They recognize, al 
though they love us not. To tell the truth, 
however, little attention is being paid by us 
at present to anything happening in the 
world except on the battle grounds around 
Ladysmith. We have almost forgotten Lord 
Methuen and his curious inactivity north of 
Modder River in our anxiety to see General 
White’s beleaguered army released and the 
burgher forces driven back over the frontier.

Hints of Great Disaster. :

Passing of John Ruskin. : 
Much has been made in fhe newspapers this 
week of the passing away of John Ruskin. 
Reading what they say might give you the 
idea that widespread popular sorrow has 
‘been felt over his death. This is not so. 
Ruskin was a man all his life a prophet of 
the select, not of the multitude. His curious 
periodical, Fors Claviegra, was professedly 
issued for the benefit of the workingmen, but | 
comparatively few of that class read It, or 
subscribed for it, or knew even of its exist- 
ence. In the world of art Ruskin had a 
supreme influence on certain lines, but art 
is not a subject that fascinates common peo- 
ple, and his excursions into the domain of 
politics and political economy struck one 
too much as if a knight of ancient chivairy 
had come back to tilt against a battery of 
modern artillery, to bring round to him the 
general sympathy of the multitude. eo 


Ruskin Himself to Blame. 
‘Partly, however, he had himself to blame 
for the circumscribed range of his influence. 


to a comparatively recent period, he was 
able to indulge in all. kinds of fancies, and 
one of those fancies took the shape of dis- 
content with the ordinary methods of book 
publishing. That a book should be ad- 
Vertised and sent round to the press for 
notices became abhorrent to Ruskin’s 
eclectic spirit, so he took his works out of 
the bands of his publishers and for some 
time refused to allow his “ Modern Paint- 
ers,” bis ‘‘ Stones of Venice,” and others 
of his ter works to be reprinted at all.

Ordinary booksellers had difficulty 
often in obtaining copies of his books and 
pamphlets, and for some years his volumes 
Were only issued in elaborate and expensive 
bindings, gratifying to the eye and hand 
of people of taste, but at prices by no means 
Reprints Now Allowed. 
_“rowagrds the close of his life this rigor was 
velaxed.: Reprints were allowed, still at high 
prices, however, and Allen developed into a 
ndon publisher of dainty and tastefully 
up books of Ruskin and others. 
Naturally, however, the system that pre- 
vented Ruskin’s works from being brought 
under the public eye helped to limit public

Probably the only recent book which is 
having a large and profitable sale is Fitz- 
patrick’s book on “ The Interior History of 
the Transvaal,’’ which has run above 20,000 
copies. Publishers are holding back every-

The most promising field of enterprise for 
publishers in times of war seems to be ii- 

Two new six-penny 
weeklies have been started this week, the 
Spear and the Sphere, the latter conducted 
by Clement Shorter, who is a reéognized 
master of that order of journalism: There 
is now a baker's dozen of these fllustrated 
weeklies in London.

‘| JAPAN NAVY IS GROWING. 


Promise to Make Fleet Rival of Best 
Afloat—Experts Believe if Present 
Plans Are Carried Out Japanese Will 
Be Ahle to Destroy the British 
Fleet in short Order — Attitude of 
Russia, 


Jan. 27.-The departure today 
the new Japanese battleship Shikishima 
ds associated by some with possible compli- 
Cations in regard to the situation in China, 
as it is announced that the 
Phikishima will endeavor to traverse the 
Suez Canal after being divested of arma- 
ment. Up to the present no ship of such 
size has passed through the canal. 

It is asserted, however, by other authori- 
ties that the date set for the sailing was 
decided on many weeks ago, and a farewell 
party was held on board of the ship previous 
to the deposition of the Emperor of China. 
Though this incident was given exaggerated 
importance, those in England cognizant of 
the secret aims of Japan, especially those 
who are fulfilling her naval contracts, have 
for some time thoroughly believed she medi- 
tated striking a blow at Russia. 


Other Vessels Being Ruilt. | 

Two powerful war vessels, bullt for Japan 
on the Clyde, will soon be ready to saiil, while 
others are under course of rapid construc. 
tion, Their strength has not attracted much 
attention, but their importance ag interna- 
tional factors can be judged from a state- 
mem made by a well posted shipbuilder, who 
declared the vessels building for Japan 
were the most powerful In the world, and 
‘could destroy the best British ships in fit- 
teen minutes. Several of Japan’s vessels in 
course of construction would have been com- 
pleted before now had nct Japan encountered 
financial difficulties. The British builders 
would not let the vessels sail until every- 
thing was pald for in cash. To accomplish 
this Japan induced a syndicate of English 
bankers to advance the money, 

A well known naval expert asserts that if 
Japan puts in commission the ships sched- 
uled for service in the near future she will be 
ready for war within six months and can 
then defy Russia, and, as the Japanese and 
Russian ships at present in the far East com- 
pare, Japan's fleet would have an excellent 
chance of controlling the situation. 


Defends Experimental Move. |

GERMAN PEOPLE CELEBRATE WHILE 
COURT IS IN MOURNING, _ 


Serlin Papers Praise Ruler — Center 
Organs Ask Jesuits’ Recall—Tues- 
day’s Reception Brilliant — Ola 
Courtiers Complain Against Rigid 
Ceremonials—Elevated Railways in 
Capital Will Model System After 
Chicago’s—Passion Play. Roles. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—[Copyright, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.J]—Excepting that it 
was lacking in court fétes, the Emperor's 
birthday today was kept in the usual way. 
Flags were displayed everywhere, and the 


‘papers published congratulatory articles, in 


which his Majesty is praised as the cham- 
pion of peace, the promoter of. civilization, 
and the vigorous helmsman of Germany’s 
destinies. The Kreuz Zeitung’s house poet 
published his usual congratulatory ode. The 
Center organs reminded the Emperor that 


- the Jesuits are not yet recalled, and says 


he would earn the gratitude of the Catholics 
by signing the Jesuit recall. 

At the banquet of members of the Reich- 
stag this evening in celebration of the anni- 
versary of the Emperor's birth Count von 
Ballestrem, the President, in proposing the 
health of the Emperor, described his Majesty 
and the Reichstag as the two representa- 
tives of German unity. The Reichstag, he 
gaid, constituted the support of the empire 
through the love and confidence of the peo- 
ple. In order that the two national forces 


‘might understand each other, the Emperor 


took his position on all questions, raising his 
banner aloft, visible to all men, where it 
might be observed and discussed with re- 
flection. | | 

The court mourning also stops all pro- 
jected festivities among the higher classes, 
The Austrian Ambassador’s big ball, ar- 
ranged for Jan. 29, is off, and the same is 
the case with Count Schaffgotsch, Count 
Slerstorps, Count Beroldingen, Count Ler- 
chenfeld, and Admirals Tirpitz and Senden- 
bibran. All of these balls were to be hon- 
ored by the Emperor’s presence. 


Court Reception Brilliant. 


Tuesday's court reception, which was the 


. only one this winter, was more brilliant than 


ever. The costumes displayed unusual ele- 
gance, many of them being of peculiar de- 
sign. Dark, glowing velvet, with costly fur 
trimmings and elaborate silk embroideries, 
weré especially noticeable. Among the dé- 
butantes Baroness Wiede-Bachnostiz at- 
tracted special attention by personal charms, 
beautiful costumes, and remarkable dia- 
monds.

yon Goetsen, the latter an American, were 


also specially remarked. In the small Amer- 
ican delegation Mrs. Wurts made a gorgeous 
display of diamonds and pearls, even out- 
shining Mrs. White’s famous necklace.

MINISTRY NUT IN DANGER 


‘ENGLISH PARLIAMENT WILL ABUSE 
UPHOLD THE CABINET. 


Usual Motions of Censure Likely to Be 
Passed, but Lord Salisbury’s Ma- 
jority in fhe Heuse of Commons 

- Will Not Be Appreciably Weakened 
—Liberal Party Hopelessly Divided 
~Morley’s Slur at Rosebery—British 
Blunders Summed by an Expert. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—{Copyright, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]—Though criticism of 
the government and its method of handling 
the war is unabated, it is safe to say that 
when Parliament meets on Tuesday next 
nothing serious will result. 

There will be the usual motions of censure, 
with, perhaps, more than usually impas- 
sioned denunciations of the various depart- 
ments of the administration, especially the 
War and Colonial offices. 

But such ts.the patriotism of the average 
Englishman, and such is the strength of the 
Conservative organization, that it will be 
surprising if Lord Salisbury’s majority is 
even appreciably weakened. 

This mere tally of votes, however, must not 
be construed as a real index of national feel- 
ing, for many a man wil? go to the govern- 
ment lobby who outside has privately de- 
-clared some one ought to be hanged for mal- 
administration, and that if Lord Salisbury 
> did not disassociate himself from the system 
or culprits responsible for the national hu- 
miliation he must eventually take the con- 
sequences. 

The inner circles of the government are 
perfectly well aware of such an eventuality, 
but they have no fears for the immediate 
future, implicitly believing in a successful 
climax of the war,.and trusting it will off- 
set the initial blunders. 


Opposition Hopelessly Divided. 

Another cogent reason for prophesying 
that the séssion will be barren of changes 
affecting the balance of power is that the 
opposition, apparently, is hopelessly divided. 
Nothing showed this.better than Mr. John 
Morley’s speech at Forfar, Jan. 24, when, for 
the first time, he publicly sneered at Lord 
Rosebery, who numbers among his devoted 
adherents such brilliant Liberals as Mr. H. 
H. Asquith and Sir Edward Grey. 
- Lord Rosebery’s magnificent speech this 
week and the speeches which he has recently 
delivered have been convincing men of all 
parties of his exceptional breadth of mind, 
patriotism, and ability to face a national 
crisis sanely, and, perhaps, it is not stretch- 
ing the bow to say he, today, commands Brit- 
ish confidence to a greater extent than Lord 
Salisbury. Yet, it is impossible for the’ Lib- 
erals to unite on him, and, as the Saturday 
Review says, “‘ he is so admirable out of of- 
fice that no one would risk putting him in.” 


Liberals Cannot Unite. 

With Mr. Morley so bitterly opposed to the 
Rosebery section of the Liberals and Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman such a non- 
committal nonentity that his own party 
press scarcely ever refers to him, the Lib- 
erals have no leader upon whom to unite. 


Sum of British Blunders. 

An eminent British General, reviewing 
the situation, thus sums it up: 

“ First of all, we underestimated the ene- 
my. Secondly, we knew nothing of the pow- 
er of modern weapons when opposed to 
each other in the hands of tolerably equal 
forces. Thirdly, we deserted strategy to sat- 
isfy sentiment. By that I mean Ladysmith 
and Kimberley appealed to us, and we an- 
swered as quickly and as unthinkingly as 
does an electric receiver to a transmitter. 

** We have learned many things; but chief- 


and rifles minimize tremendously the ad- 
vantage which formerly accured to the 
aggressor. Yet I thoroughly believe, and 
I am not speaking without experience, that 
had any continental nation undertaken the 
same task with the same force it would by 
this time have been wiped out. 


Lesson of Santiago. 

“There are a lot of things which might 
have been learned had we watched the 
land fighting at Santiago. But we did not. 
As a result, we did not have nippers to cut 
wire, and we knew nothing about Mausers. 
But the appreciation of our shortcomings 
only makes us the more determined. It may 
be six months, and it may be a year, but we 
shall achieve our object.” |

The dues are now $1.90 a cord, which must be 
paid on all] pulpwood cut on public lands, 
mo matter whether for consumption in 
Canada or abroad, but on all pulpwood man- 
ufactured im the province of Quebec a draw- 
back of $1.50 a cord is allowed.

Terminal Transfer—Annual Rent-._ 


al Over $100,000. 


A railroad lease running for ninety-nine 
years from Jan. 1, 1900, carrying a rental 
of over $100,000 a year, has been filed with 
Recorder Simon. By its terms the St. Louis, 
Peoria and Northern leases to the Chicago 
Terminal Transfer company for the common 
use the tracks on its main line. The lease 
recites that the former company has a line 
from 8t. Louis to Peoria and is about to 
construct a line to Chicago, with a termi- 
nal in Cicero, and then by the main tracks 
run into the Grand Centra! Depot. 

' The terminal company agrees to maintain 
the single and double tracks now construct- 
ed and the docks and wharves in good 
shape. The St. Louis company is to pay a 
portion of the cost of maintenance and op- ' 
eration, including the salaries of the offi- 
cers. The share of expense is to be rated 
according to the wheel mileage of each com- 
pany. The Terminal company will use the 
freight tracks and the St. Louls company 
the passenger tracks. The Terminal com- 
pany is to guarantee all outstanding indebt- 
edness of the St. Louis, Peoria and North- 
ern. 

For the first ten years the Terminal com- 
pany is to pay $105,600 a year in gold coin, 
in monthly installments. For the remain- 
ing eighty-nine years the rental is to be 
$150,000 a year in gold. 


President Felton’s New Car.

CUT OFF GAS STREET LAMPS. 


Twenty Per Cent of These Lights Dis- 
continued—City Officials Planning 
Possible Use of Gasoline. 


Twenty per cent of the gas street lamps 
in the city have been discontinued and 
caps placed over the ends of the pipes. City 
Electrician Ellicott stated that this was 
done to reduce the lighting bills, pending thé 
action of the Council in making up the an- 
nual appropriation. , 

“It is better to cut down the Hghting 
20 per cent now than to be forced to make the 
cut 50 per cent at the end of the year, when 
our funds run out,”’ he said. ‘ If the Coun- 
cil gives us enough money we will continue 
the lamps again.”’ 

The Robert- Waller municipal lighting 
plant probably will be started up next week 
and 300 lights jill be operated at once. 
This will be increased to 1,200 in the coming 
year. 

The city officials a-e planning to use gaso- 
line jamps in place of all gas lights in case 
they cannot come to any satisfactory ar- 
rangement with the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company. In the bids submitted for 
street lighting and opened yesterday there 
was no communication from the gas trust. 
The Ogden Gas company bid on 2,000 lights. 
Some time ago the People’s company sub- 
mitted a proposition to furnish light at the 
rate of $10 a lamp if the city would cease 
to collect the 344 per cent of the company’s 
gross receipts allowed by agreement, but 
the proposition was laid away without ac- 
tion. 
‘We can put in gasoline lamps for about 
the same figure as gas costs us now.”’ said 
Mr. Ellicott. ‘‘ We intend in time to light 
all the streets with arc lights supplied from 
the city stations, and it would be unwise to 
accept the proposition offered us by the gas 
company.”

WAR ON PARIS CLERICALg 


CONVICTION OF 
FATHER RAISES A STORM, 


French Ministry Determined to Stamp 
Out the Campaign Against the Re. 
public—Cardinal Richards Forcea 
to Deny Political Significance of His 
Visit of Sympathy—Action of the 
Archbishop of Paris Amnoys the 
Pope, Who Was Not Consulted, 


PARIS, Jan. 27.—[Copyright, 1900, by the 
Associated Press.]—The trial of the As- 
sumptionist Fathers has injected some life 
into an otherwise prosaic political week. 
The prosecution of the fathers is believed 
to be the beginning of a government cam- 
paign against reactionary clericalism, which 
recently has too openly entered the political 
arena. 

The Assumptionists have not accepted de- 
feat, and have decided to appeal against 
their conviction. 
An outburst of protests in the radical press 
has been caused by what looks like the ap- 
parent lack of tact on the part of Cardinal 
Richard, the Archbishop of P. , in visit- 
ing the fathers, and expressing his sorrow 
at their conviction, and thus openly encour- 
aging them. The Radicals demand that the 
government take some action against Car- 
dinal Richard. 

The first fruit of this agitation has al- 
ready been bornain the shape of an official 
demand upon the Cardinal for an explana- 
tion of his conduct. | : 

To this the private secretary of the Cardi- 
nal has replied that the Cardinal had no 
thought that his action had political signifi- 
cance; he simply wished to sympathize with 
the fathers on passing through a painful 
event, and he did not wish to protest against 


Cardinal, the secretary added, were a gar- 
bled summany without official character, 


_A special dispatch to the Temps from 
Rome says: 
“* According to information from the best 
sources, the Vatican, though regretting the 
conviction of the Assumptionists, would 
have preferred that Cardinal Richard had 
not made the visit by which the enemies 
of religion might profit. Had Pope Leo been 
consulted, Cardinal Richard would not have 
made the visit, which was kind, but not 
politic.’ 
| The Nationalist organs denounce the gov- 
ernment for its prosecution of political op- 
ponents, which they declare was the Sole 
motive for the trial. 


Exciting Scene in Parliament. 
The result of the trial furnished the most 
exciting session of the Chamber of Deputies 
since its reopening. aA string of Deputies 
rose for the purpose of repudiating the state- 
ments of the Public Prosecutor at the trial 
that they were aided at their elections by 
the Assumptionists. Scurrilous anathemas 
were launched at the head of the Public 
Prosecutor and the Minister of Public Wor- 
ship, M. Monis, which resulted in the spec- 
tacular expulsion of M. Bernard. 

Though there have been many exciting 
scenes in the Chamber, this was the first time 
since the Dreyfus agitation that the military 
has been summoned to expel a Deputy. 

If this succession of indignant disclaimers 
was intended to create a wave of feeling 
against the government in the Chamber it 
failed utterly, and only elicited a vote which 
gave fresh proof of the strength of the gov- 
ernment.

Cultivated Under Government Sua. 
pervision—Horses Inoculated with 
Specially Prepared Cultures Pro.- 
ducing Good Results — Quantities 
‘Shipped to Islands — Opinions of

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—[{Special.}— 
Under the supervision of Dr. Walter Wyman 
the Marine Hospital laboratory has begun 
the manufacture of a serum to be used as an 
antitoxin for bubonic plague, to be used 
if the plague should reach this country 
“The work was begun two months ago, and it 
will be four months before it is completed. 
Dr. Wyman said tonight that he thought it 
better to be on the safe side. ‘The serum 
being manufactured is what is known as the 
Yersin serum, and is at present the only 
remedy known. It differs-from the preven- 
‘tive serum, the latter having no effect tha 
curative way. In the preparation of the 
Yersin serum horses are treated with in- 
‘creasing doses of the. toxins of plague, pre- 

red by subjecting virulent cultures of 
the bacilli to a degree of heat which insures 
their destruction, In time a certain im- 
munity is conferred and the blood serum {is 
found to have a decided effect in preventing 
infection. 


How Curative Serum Is Made. 


Usually the process does not stop here but 
is carried on to the production of true anti- 
septic serum, preventive and curative, the 
further preparation of which its as follows: 

When reaction to the increasing doses of 
toxin has practically ceased, toxins of the 
same nature are administered intraperi- 
toneally and intravenously, and these are 
supplemented by the intravenous injection of 
toxins prepared with a special view to ren- 

. Gering soluble the toxin which is enveloped 
in the dead bacterial body. ‘ 
' Jf necessary, this is supplemented by the 
intravenous injection of live bouillon cult- 


ures, and bleedings are practiced and experi-_ 


ments made with the serum both against 
living, virulent cultures and against the pre- 
cipitated toxins of the organism. 

When the serum has reached a point of 
‘gtrength when a dose of 1-10 cubic centi- 
meter will protect a mouse of twenty-five 
grams weight against living cultures and 
a three times mortal dose of toxin the serum 
is considered to have acquired full and toxic 
power and is not only protective, or prophy- 
lactic, but also anti-toxic, or curative. 


Shipments to Islands. 


Dr. Wyman shipped today 1,900 doses of 
what is known as Haffkine prophylactic se- 
rum to Honolulu. This is the second ship- 

' ment of this serum to the Hawaiian Islands, 
the first lot of 1,500 doses being sent a week 
ago. This serum is a preventive against the 
plague, and is procured from Paris. As soon 
as another supply can be obtained it will be 

shipped to the Philippines and to Hawaii. 
Dr. Wyman said he was getting all he could 
from Paris and sending it out as fast as it 
arrives. He expects another lot in about ten 
days. 


Arthur Sewall in Quarantine. 

Augusta, Me., Jan. 27.—Private advices 
received in this city state Arthur Sewall of 
Bath, who is visiting his son, Harold M. 
Sewall, in Honolulu, is in quarantine on ac- 
count of the discovery of bubonic plague at 
that point. The correspondent wrote that 
it was uncertain how long the quarantine 
would continue. 


Chicago physicians are divided as to the 
advisibility of government action in pre- 
paring for the bubonic plague. The sugges- 
tion by Dr. Edwin Klebs that stations should 
be established at different points for making 
serum was considered a wise one by those 
doctors who fear an invasion, but criticised 
as an unnecessary expense by those who say 
the plague will not reach this country. It 
is largely a matter of speculation, for use 
of the serum could not be made for some 
time. 

Opinion of Dr. Lyman. 

“1 believe Dr. Kiebs’ plan is a good one,” 
said Dr. H. M. Lyman. 
spreading steadily and may come at any 
time to our seaport towns. It is the worst 
@isease to fight that is known. It would 
seem only wise to be prepared for it. The 
serum would be necessary, upon the plague’s 
first appearance, for the doctors and nurses 
who are required to deal with it, and so far 
as possible as a preventive for all persons 
who might be in danger of infection. It is 
almost imperative that if the serum is to be 
produced it must be under government su- 
pervision. 

“There is not so much danger as is imag- 
ined to people who are supplied with the 
proper water and food. There would be 
more danger in the fright than in anything 
else. But to get the plague in a city would 
mean a serious interference with business.”’ 


(hinks It Unnecessary Expense. 


“tT do not believe the plan suggested is 
necessary,” said Dr. Ira D. Isham. “ It 
would mean a great expense, and I see no 
danger warranting the expenditure. The 
plague does not take hold where there are 


. good sanitary conditions, and I think the 


work should be done in that direction, if 
anywhere. It is ascare that has come often, 


and I do not fear it this time.’’ 


Ideas Suggested by Others. 

“ Tt is important that steps should be taken 
to guard against the plague,”’ said Dr. D. 
R. Brower. “I do not believe there is a

WOULD CUT THE GERMAN. 


DR. ANDREWS SUGGESTS RETRENCH- 
MENT IN THAT DEPARTMENT. — 


Superintendent Says It Would Be as 
Advisable to Drop It as to Cripple It 
Beyond Usefulness—Some Members 
of the Board Favor the Action— 
Teachers’ Federation Adopts Reso- 
lutions on the Possibility of Short~ 
ening the School Year. 


Superintendent Andrews, who has been au- 
thorized to confer with the chairmen of the 
Finance and Department committees of the 
board and to recommend special studies for 
curtailment, stated yesterday that if it were 
found’ possible to retrench in any study he 
should recommend that it be German. 

A proposition to drop ‘the study or to re- 
strict it to the high schools would be met 
with two opinions among the Germans. It 
is said the German churches would favor ity 
while the German societies, notably the 
turners, would oppose it. The German 
churches are said to favor the dropping of 
the study for the reason that the instruc- 
tion in the public schools is to the injury 
of their church schools. 

“Any of the special studies can be cur- 
tailed or dropped entirely,”’ Superintendent 
Andrews said, “ but I do not Rnow that it 
will be found wise to doso, If any depart- 
ment should be cut I should recommend the 
study of German. It might be dropped alto- 
gether. Some of the other departments are 
so undeveloped that to curtail them in any 
way would be to destroy them. Child study 
is important and should not be touched, nor 
can music or drawing.”’ 


Trustee Meier’s Statement. 


Trustee Christian Meier, chairman of the 
German committee and the representative 
of the turner societies on the Board of Edu- 
cation, said the department would be ren- 
dered useless if the decrease scheduled in the 
bill of appropriations now before the board 
should be adopted even without further 
ycutting. 

“ At the present reckoning,” he said, “ fifty 
or sixty—that is one-fifth of the German 
teachers—will have to be discharged and the 
usefulness of the department destroyed.”’ 

** The teaching of German is probably more 
a matter of sentiment than of education, 
but when so large a proportion of the city’s 
Population is composed of Germans the 
sentiment probably will have to be ob- 
served,”’ said Dr. W. 8S. Christopher.

The stock market has failed to respond 
to souht African war news, and the pet 


-theories of Wall street operators have been 


overturned. When the news came of War- 
ren’s» successful advance the stock market 
ghowed only a fractional advance and when 
the favorable news gave place to a report 
of British disaster the market responded 
Janguidly with a decline which was prac- 
tically the same as the previous advance.

Except for the effect of the trading 

ge arbitrage houses, it is not believed the 

stock market would have shown any re- 
nse to the war news of the week. 

There is one question about the south 
African war which is causing some concern 
in financial circles. If the war should be 
jong drawn out, as now seems probable, it 
is likely to result in Great Britain being 
forced to make further war loans. The 
effect of this would probably be shown ina 
more stringent money market abroad, in an 
advance in discount rates, d the possi- 
bility of a drain upon the United States for 
gold in considerable quantities. 


Banks in Good Shape. 


e position of the banks and the United 
States Treasury in the matter of gold hold- 
ings is now so secure that withdrawals of 
$25,000,000 or $50,000,000 should not materti- 
ally, affect the financial situation. So 


far as the money mf&rket is concerned at the . 


present time, the position of the banks is of 
the best. 

The increase in surplus reserves shown in 
today’s bank statement leaves the banks at 
the present time with nearly $30,000,000 in 
etcess of legal requirements. Had it not 
been for the unexplained increase in loans 
the banks would now hold nearly or quite 
$35.000,000 in excess of required reserves, 
With a constant growth in cash holdings 
growing out of Subtreasury operations. the 
deposit of internal revenues, and the receipt 
of currency from interior points, bankers do 


- not look for any special increase in interest 


rates.. 

At present money is being loaned freely 
at low rates of interest, and there Is a plenti- 
ful volume of money for all legitimate busi- 
ness needs, as well as for speculative pur- 
poses. During the week money has not been 
above 3% per cent on call. with funds offered 
on two days as low as 2 per cent. The aver- 
age rate on call loans during the week has 
been at 8 and 3% per cent, with time loans 
1 per cent in excess of these figures.

BIND MEN’ AND RUB 


THREE MASKED BURGLARS RAID 


Awakened for 
flee Wrecked and $800 in Currency 
Taken — Four Employes Surprised 
at Their Work, Tied with Telegraph 
Wire, and Guarded for an Hour 
While Thieves Use High Explosive. 


Three masked robbers entered the medi- 
cine factory of Dr. Peter Fahrney & Sons 
company at 112 South Hoyne avenue on 
Friday night, bound four employés, blew 
open the safe, and made away with $800 in 
currency. The burglars used a high ex- 
plosive in such quantity as to shatter the 
safe and “wreck the office. Neighbors for a 
block om either side were aroused. The 
burglars escaped, leaving few clews. 
Shortly before midnight Frank Murphy 
chief engineer for the company, was repair- 
ing the machinery, assisted by Low- 
ery, the electrician, and John Franz and 
Louis Rheling, laborers. The three robbers 
entered unhoticed, and, pointing revolvers 
at the heads of the workingmen, marched 
them to a distant part of the basement, com- 
pelled them to kneel down ina muddy cor- 
ner, and bound them hand and foot with 
telegraph wire. The robbers seemed familiar 
with the premises. 

The burglars then left one of their num- | 
ber, whom they called “‘ Shorty,” on guard, 
and the two others went to the office on the 
second floor. 

Work on the Safe an Hour. 
In the office are two large vaults and s a 
small safe. The burglars had been gone over 
an hour while the prisoners were vainly 
trying to open a conversation with their 
guard. He refused to say a word, and this 
leads the police to believe he was a former 
employé. 
Suddenly there was a tremendous crash. 
»Half an hour later the two burglars came 
down-stairs. 
“ What luck?’ asked “ Shorty,” breaking 
silence for the first time. 
“ We couldn’t make the vaults,” was the 
respohse, “ but we got the safe and over a 
thousand dollars.”’ 
“I guess we'll go back now and try the 
vaults again,” said the leader. “ Don’t you 
fellows look around or well blow your, 
heads off.”’ 
Free Themselves from Wire Bonds. 
Ten minutes later the men discovered that 
their guard had left and they began loosen- 
ing the wire bonds. Finally freeing them- 
selyes, they went to the office. Murphy 
called by telephone to Dr. Fahrney at his 
residence and Dr. Fahrney summoned the 
police. The: police believe the men are the 
same who have been robbing safes in vari- 
ous parts of the city.

-|Referee Siler Discusses the 


‘Participants in Next 
Thursday’s Contest. 


AGAINST THE EAST 


{First Round in the Fight Against 


» the Horton Law Has 


{ORBETT-JEFFRIES GOSSIP. 


pa. [BY GEORGE SILER. ] 


' Whe pugilistic feature this week will be . 
‘fhe meeting between Terry McGovern of 


rooklyn, N. Y., and Eddy Santry of Chi- 


‘cago, and will take place at Tattersall’s next 


Thursday night. This contest, aithough for 
only six rounds, has caused more interest 
here and within 200 miles of Chicago than 
has any bout in years. It’s a case of the 
best little man in the West against the best 
little mat in the East, and the outcome of it 
will probably show us the best little man in 
the world. The word world may appea> 
broad, but when dt is taken into considera- 
tion that McGovern beat Pedlar Palmer and 
‘Santry beat Ben Jordan, the acknowledged 


-best men in England at their respective 


weights, it will be readily seen the word 
world fits toa nicety. McGovern has forged 
to the front within the last year, and the 
short space of time it took him to dispose 
of George Dixon, the greatest little fighter 
ever produced in this or any other country, 
shows what the little Brooklyn “ terror ’’ is. 
His easy victory over Pedlar Palmer last 
September was considered a “ fluke” by 
fome and a put up job by others, principally 
by those who were jealous of McGovern’s 
“Buccess. Since then the latter has scored 
any number of clean knockouts, besides his 
defeat of Dixon, which in itself placed him 
on the topmost rung of the pugilistic ledder. 
McGovern is a “terror” pure and simple. 
He never stands on ceremony, but cuts loose, 
at the tap of the bell, to pulverize his oppo- 
nent as quickly as possible... His long suit 
ils infighting, and when he gets within hit- 
ting distance, which he loses no time in 
doing, he pegs away with both hands, forcing 
his opponent to take to the floor or to clinch 
to save himself from further punishment. 
He hits quickly and straight as a die, driv- 
ing his fists into his opponent's body and 
face like piston-rods, and is always willing— 
I might add, more than willing—to exchange 
blow for blow. I have yet, however, to see 
the boxer that can exchange blow for blow 
with him, as his delivery is on the straight, 
phort-arm order, and by this mode of fight- 
ing he invariably lands two blows to his 
opponent’s one. 

Santry’s style is vastly different,. He is 
cleverer at blocking and long gange work, 
and to my way of thinking ts a pastmaster 
of the art of self-defense. I do not wish it 
understood that he is simply a defensive 
fighter. Far from it. He is aggressive enough, 
but is so thoroughly posted on the game that 


. he can fight, as the saying goes, “ any old 


way.” He is shifty; quick-on his feet, and 
ean hit hard enough to suit the most fas- 
tidious follower of the sport. At infighting he 
does not class with McGovern, or at least” 
he did not the last time I saw him perform. 
I've been informed, though, that while train- 
ing for this contest he devoted a great part 


' of his time to close work, and those who 


have seen him under cover, so to speak, sav 

he'll be with “ Terry”’ when-itthe mixing 

takes place. 

wants to hold his own at infighting. 


The first round for and against.the repeal 
@f the Horton law was called at Albany, 
N. Y¥., last Wednesday, and, as expected, re- 
sulted in a draw. The second round will 
be called on Feb. 7 next, and, as I under- 
stand it, there will then be a general mix- 
up. Assemblymen Swift, Stevens, Griffith, 
and Lewis, and the Rev. Dr. Hill of Albany 
donned the gloves for the repealers, while 
Assemblymen “ Paddy” Roche, * Youn 
Tim ”’ Sullivan, and Sanders toed the scratc 
for the good of the game. The arguments 
for and against the sport were spirited and 
as the contest was postponed until next 
month I take it for granted the contest was 
m pretty even affair, even though the re- 
pealers Outnumbered their opponents. 

There will, I,think, be a different story 
to tell when they clash again, as the New 
York City boys will bring a crowd of full- 
fledged pugilists with them to explain and, if 
necessary, illustrate the harmlessness of the 
sport. Assemblyman Lewis, in his argu- 
ment, said in substance that if the Horton 
law really tended to honestly encourage the 
sport of boxing he would not in any sense 
oppose it, but as.it now stood it was only a 
license for a clique of men who had prac- 
tically the monopoly of boxing exhibitions 


. in the State to fleece the public regularly by 


fake and brutal exhibitions and tended to 
hurt the real sport. He said the professional ° 

ugilists, their trainers, and their political 

ackers were the only beneficiaries of the 
law. He called attention to the fact that 
Mr. Horton, who introduced the bill which 
permitted legitimate boxing, had recently 
urged its repeal because of the unwarranted 
abuse of the privileges granted. 

Assemblyman Sanders presented a petition 
from the Amateur Athletic union of the 
United States not to consider the Lewis bill 
favorably, and stated the A. A. U. grounds 
therefore. And that is how the case stands 
at present. 

Mr. Lewis, I’m. thinking, is up against a 
hard game, as he cannot afford to spend as 
much money as can the other side. A repeal 
of the bill means a loss of thousands of dol- 
lars to club managers, fight managers, and 
fighters, and they will spend thousands to 
kill Mr. Lewis’ bill.

mittee, the Maroons being entitled to the 
chairmanship, according to the sentiment 


_ of the committee. There has been a sort 


of a precedent to the effect that the chair. 
man of the committee should be the repre- 
sentative of the school winning the Western 


. intercollegiate championship, although there 


is no such rule or specification’in the con- 
stitution or bylaws of the athletic associa- 
tion. 

The report that the action of the commit- 
tee in declaring Burroughs ineligible was a 
slap at Chicago is entirely erroneous and 
contrary to any sentiment on the part of 


the committee. The specifications in the 


‘ constitution as to the qualifications for eligi- 


bility to the committee are clear and con- 
cisely stated. Mr. Burroughs was pointed 
out the clause and frankly declared himself 


student of the University of Chicago. 


though not affirming he would be a com- 
petitor in the intercollegiate meet next June, 
yet reports from the Midway school say he 
will be. It is clearly against both the letter 
and spirit of the rule for a student, either 
graduate or undergraduate, to serve on the 
committee, and the idea of a possible com- 
petitor in the big meet serving on the com- 
mittee was a contingent entirely unexpected.

It has been said Mich- 
igan favored hiring a resident manager in 
Chicago to book after it, but this idea has 
never been advocated by any Michigan offi- 
cials, so far as known.

But there are more ways than one of con- 
veying information and advice to the team 
out on the field, and the wily King was not 
to be caught napping. He, of course, was 
on the side lines, and a set of signals had 
been arranged for the conveyance of intel- 
Ngence between the coach and players, and 
one of these was that when Phil was seen 
to kick the turf vigorously the Badgers were 
to kick the ball. 

Ne one ever questioned that Pat O’Dea was 
the greatest kicker on the gridiron, but it 
had been frequently said, and with no in- 
‘justice to the player, that at other branches 
of the game he was not of great. value. 

O’Dea resented these criticisms, and as 
that was his last game decided to electrify 
the populace by demonstrating that he was 
a great line bucker. He informed a few of 
the players of his ambition and had it all 
figured out how he was going down the field 
through the maroon line at five-yard jumps. 

He did manage to get through for pretty 
fair gains two or three times, but it became 
apparent a kick ought to be the play, and 
King was kicking a furrow of sod the length 
of the gridiron. He kicked up a square of 
turf and awaited the result. O’Dea went 
at the line with no gain. King kicked out 
another chunk Of turf and O"Dea bucked the 
line again. King gave another particularly 
‘vicious kick and lifted out a chunk of turf 
with a spirit that indicated he wouldn't 
mind if that chunk of turf was O’Dea for the 
time being, and O’ Dea bucked the line again,

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Now that Oxford and Cambridge 
have notified Yale and Harvard that there seems 
to be nothing to prevent the Englishmen from 
crossing the water this spring for a track meet in

Captain Bascom Johnson hus issued his call for 
the old and new members of the Yale team to re- 
port for practice next Wedresday, Jan. 31, when 
regular training will wegin. Jin Robinson, the 
track trainer, will arrive before the close of the 
week, and will take charge of the Yale candi- 
dates throughout their spring work. 

Judged from a Yale standpoint practically noth- 
ing stands in the way of the games except a de- 
cision on the place for.holding them. The Yale 
management will insist on their taking place on 
neutral grounds—that is, not at either Harvard or 
Yale. From a Yale standpoint the piace for the 
games is Manhattan Field. The fact this is now 
leased by Columbia and has thereby been made 
a college ground, removes any pvussible objection 
of that nature. The Yale management feel the 
Englishmen are entitled to have the games held 
on Manhattan Field because the English colleges 
gracefully conceded to the visiting Americans last 
summer the privilege of having the contests on 
neutral ground in London. The formal challenge 
to the English universities has not yet been sen 
by Yale and Harvard. It will be framed an

NEW DESIGNS IN YACHTS. 


CHICAGOANS ARE TRYING TO IM- 
PROVE ON EASTERN MODELS. 


Inventing Metheds of Perfecting 
Small Boats So as to Make Them 

., Serviceable in Strong Winds on 
Small Lakes—M. L. Bromberg and H. 
S. Clark at Work om One of the 
“Swallow” Type—J. W. Gibb Has 
What He Considers a Novel Idea. 


There is promise of novel features and un- 


expected experiments among the new yachts 
Which are to be launched in Chi- 
cago waters before summer, especial- 
among the smaller craft. Dur- 
‘ng the last week the plans and diagrams 
have been drawn for a small yacht of what 
ig called the “ swallow’’’ type—a brand new 

tern creation—with a few Chicago 
amendments and innovations thrown in ‘by 
Max L. Bromberg and Horace S. Clark, two 


members of the Columbia Yacht club, for 


whom it is to be built. 

This new type of yacht, which has been 
thristened “‘ swallow’ by its New York 
lesigner, C. D. Mower, is a size or two larger 
than the type known as “ larks,” which 
proved such a success and attained such pop- 
ularity in Eastern waters, and the plans for 
which were evolved by the same ‘designer. 
Most of the small boat racing being done in 
comparatively smooth water, the swallow 


type is planned to be at its best in hard winds | 


on smooth water. Yachts of the lark type 
are small, ‘cat-rigged, no overhang, and a 
shovel nose. The swallow type is larger, is 
rigged with jib and mainsail, has lots of 
overhang fore and aft, has a square bow, and 
a dagger centerboard which can be shifted 
forward and aft. The new design came out 
in November, and only one “* swallow ” type 


yacht has as yet been launched. It was 


turned out in the yards of L. D. Huntington 
Jr. at New Rochelle, N. Y., and was launched 
and tried recently, when it was thoroughly 
tested under canvas and proved fast and 
weatherly and quick in stays. 


Features of the New Boat. 


The idea of the Chicagoans who seek to > 


improve upon the designs of the skilled 
Eastern draftsman is to build a racing craft 


capable of accomplishing a double purpose..: 


They believe they can construct a boat which 
will be able to hold its own in the twenty- 
foot class races over the short outside course 
here, which is from the breakwater gap to 
and around the four-mile .and Chicago 
avenue cribs and return, in any kind of 
racing weather and sea, and yet go to the 
regattas of the small inland lakes and com- 
pete successfully with the fast frail craft 
built to fly over their small waters and 
little seas. Messrs, Bromberg and Clark 
have visions of beating the inland lake 
yachitsmen on their own waters witha Lake 
Michigan yacht, something which never be- 
fore has been attempted. Keeping this idea 
in mind they will depart from the new 
Mower creation in some important details.

of former years, it is fairly phenomenal. I 
have some doubt about the financial benefit 
of this proposed arrangement. The charges 
for admission on the other side are much 
smaller than in this country, and it is quese!

VERY year Chicago contributes to the 
ranks of professional’’ men 500 
“real tonsorial artists.’ the product 
of tonsorial colleges.”’ Farmer boys, 

stevedores, street 

r conductors, and bartenders are 
matriculated, after the manner, of other 
colleges. Then they are honed into fresh- 
men, lather-stoned into sophomores, swatty- 
stoned into juniors, and stropped into 


seniors, and finally finished off on the leather 


side of the strop as the * real thing ”’ in the 
way of tonsorial art—all in the period of 
eight weeks. 

The men who have served long terms of ap- 
prenticeship and later have gone at the labor 


of shaving other men, eutting their hair, 


trimming their beards, shampooing their 
scalps, and slapping on a little bayrum at 
the finish, for the greater part regard their 
vocation as @ trade. They are looking with 
unfriendly eye at the “ colleges that are 
flooding the ‘earth with men to whom a 
smooth-shaved jaw or @ cropped whisker is 
a work of “ art.” 
OPPOSED BY THE CRAFT. : 
It is difficult to find a barber in Chicago 
who is not an alumnus of a barber’s “ col- 
lege" and who yet will say many friendly 
words about the educa ional institutions 


that are rapidly converting heavy-handed 


griculturists and thick-fingered teamsters 
into “ tonsorial artists.*’ The man who be- 
gan by serving as a porter in a barber-shop 
and gradually rose by dint of long and pa- 
tient service until he was working at a 
chair” regards the college-made barber as 
little else than a pretender. This is what 
he says, at least, and sometimes he admits 
that he doesn’t like to see the collegians 
swarming over the earth with their brand 
new barber’s kits, because they are crowd- 
ing him in the competition for business. 
Another objection to the self-made barber 
lodges against the finished output of the 
barhers’ “‘ college "’ is that while the latter 
was learning he was shaving men for noth- 
ing. This is an item of some an aah in 
Chicago. More than 2,000 men ar shaved 
every day in the week except Sunday by 
the students of the barbers’ **colleges.”’ 
In one “college” for making and putting 
the finishing touches on barbers, down in 


‘Wabash avenue, 1,800 men are shaved every 


school day. Not all of these would go to 
barber shops and pay regular prices for 
the work, but many of them would if there 
were no students willing to practice on 
them for nothing, and that is taking money 
out of the cash drawers of the barber shops. 


THE COURSE IS SHORT. 
Notwithstanding the sneers and flings at 
the barbers’ “colleges ’” from the old-line 
barbers, they continue to make barbers 
more plentiful in the land. Only a period of 
eight weeks is required to convert a dusty 
coalheaver into an “ artist.’”” Under the old 
system it is calculated that two years are 
needed to transform an apprentice into 
nothing more than a common barber. Not 
only does the barbers’ “‘ college ” reduce the 
time from two years to two months, but, 
as the prospectuses say, the graduate is then 
** 2 real tonsorial artist.” 
The “ professors ”’ in these “ colleges ” say 
that the length of the course is long enough, 
because so much more practice is afforded; 


that a student in a college’ will shave as 


many men in two months as he would in 
two years as an apprentice in a barber shop. 
In the eight weeks’ course a student will 
shave, it is estimated, about 1,000 men. Not 
so many, it is calculated, would trust them- 
selves in the hands of an apprentice in a 
shop where they were paying for good 
shaves. 

The student of the barbers’ “‘ college” is 
nearly always put through a self-taught 
preparatory course, it is further explained, 
and that gives him increased facility in his 
studies, or rather practice. He usually 
corresponds with the faculty of a “ college ”’ 
before entering, and is induced to buy a book 
of instruction and to study it before matric- 
ulating. This book explains many things 
that may have been mysteries fo him. It 
tells him how to tell a good razor from a 
simple meat ax. It also informs him on 
the subject of shears, and hones, and strops, 
and clippers, and combs, and even gives him 
points in the matter of dress. 

**No barber should work at a chair,” one 
passage runs, “‘ without a jacket, as it looks 
unprofessional and untidy to see a barber 
at a chair in his shirt sleeves or wearing 
an old-style apron.” 

Other instruction in the manual guides 
the prospective student in the intricacies 
of “ breaking in a strop "nd how to hore 
a razor, to strop it, and to take care of it. 


SHAVING AS AN “ART.” 

As shaving is the most important of the 
things to be learned, the chapter devoted to 
that is amplified. It is introduced with the 
reminder that “shaving is an art.’”’ The 
subject of lathering is dealt with in detail. 
This part of the work, “ while offering no op- 


portunity to display skill,” is an essential, 
nevertheless, and the lather should not be 
permitted ‘‘to run down the meck or under 
the collar.” The lather brush should never 
be used as a painter does a paint brush ’’; 
it should be worked in a circular motion and 
the lather should not ‘“ be worked into the 
mouth of the customer.”’ od 

In shaving the razor should “ be handled 
in such a manner that it saws across the 


beard instead of pulling straight. This mo- , 


tion is What makes shaving an art.’’ It is 
further advised that the customer should be 
asked if ‘‘ the razor hurts the face.”” After 
he is shaved the customer should be given, 
his choice of cosmetics, and bear grease 
should never be used without request. 
Haircutting is treated extensively also. 
Speaking of that the manual says: ‘‘ There 
can be as much genius displayed in this work 


~asin the work of the sculptor or the painter.” 


The highest form of “ art’’ obtained in this 
branch of the work is in the execution. of 
“the college cut,”’ commonly called “ foot- 
ball hair.”’ 

A discourse on beard trimming is also 
given. The way to trima “ Vandyke ” beard 
is told, and it is added: ‘“ You should be 
cautious in adopting it for the minister or 
the elderly gentleman.’’ The parted beard 
is déscribed as the hardest to get just right, 
and a chapter is also devoted to ‘‘ mutton 
chops.”” ‘ No skill is required in these,”’ 
says the manual; “ just follow the directions 
of the customer.”’ 

Shampooing, singeing, dyeing, and bleach- 
ing the hair are treated in the book, anda 
list of formule for hair restorersis given. — 

After reading the “ barber’s manual ”’ the 


young man pays a tuition fee of $30, gets an | 


outfit, and begins. For this fee he is given 
two razors, a pair of clippers, a pair of 
shears, a white coat, a hone, a strop, anda 
comb. By paying from $5 to $10 extra he is 
given a better outfit. The “college” is 
fitted up like a big barber shop, with seventy- 
five chairs and as many students working at 
them.

KEEPS “ HOBOS’ CLEAN. : 

It is the existence of this “ college ” that 
has operated to make the professional beg- 
gar of Chicago look more presentable of 
late than in former years. The general 
manager of the “‘ college said: 

“The people of Chicago owe a debt of 
gratitude to this institution. We have done 
more to clean up the hobos than all of the 
reform movements combined. The hobocan 
come here and get a shave, if he has washed 
himself beforehand. We not only trim his 
hair and shave him and make him look 
better, but we force him to patronize the 
public baths when he needs to, because we 
will not let him in till he does.” 

Going to the barber’s college to get a shave 
and an occasional hair cut has become a 
habit with many of the denizens of Clark 
street. Some of them have their “ regular 
barber "” among the students. 

‘Dis shop suits me ‘bout right,” said one 
of the subjects while he waited his turn with 
224 men ahead of him.

told to go slow and cautiously, and he dees. 

“It is rarely that a man is cut by a be- 
ginner,”’ said one of the professors. “ They 
are instructed to work slowly, and in that 
way they cannot easily cut a man. Itis not 
till after they have nearly finished the course 
that they are apt tocutaman. Itis because 
they think they know it ali then and get 
careless. But we watch them closely at 
that stage, and we manage to keep them 
from doing any harm. And let me give 
you a pointer. Never patronize a barber 
that has the swelled head if you can help it. 
He is sure to be rough in shaving you. A 
barber that is too much in love with himself 
will have littlé affection to waste on his 
customers, and they will be treated like 
stepchildren.” 

When the beginner has progressed so far 
that he can “saw his razor across the 
beard,” as the mafual says, he is. still 
troubled with a serious diffiéulty, and that 
s nothing more than nervousness, When 
he overcomes this the “ professor ”’ will 
tell him he has learned half of the trade, 
The percentage of students who fail to 
overcome their nervousness is not recorded. 

The “ profession ” of a barber, the “ pro- 
fessor.”’ says, does not require any special 
adaptation. Anybody can become a barber, 
he adds, if he will practice it. 


THE STUDENTS. 

Mast of the students come from the coun- 
try. They are farmer boys who have got 
tired of the hard work on the farm. They 
‘have been to towns, and among the things 
that caught their fancy was the town bar- 
ber with his white jacket and his apparent 
ease. The farmer boy gets hold of an ad- 
1 vertisement of a barbers’ college. The tui- 
tion is not much, and the advertisement 
informs him that he can get board and room 
for eight weeks for $20. : 

** It is the only profession,” said the “ pro- 
fessor,”’ “that can be acquired at so little 
expense of time and money. Just: think of 

ving a man a profession in eight weeks 
and at a cost of $50, board, tuition, and all. 
It takes more time and money than that 
to become a lawyer, doesn’t it? Well, there 
are lots of barbers who mre making more 
money than lots of lawyers. Some people 
say, it is a better profession than that of 
a lawyer. For my part I prefer to bea 
barber. 

‘“‘There’s another advantage in being a 
barber that one does not get if he is a law- 
yernor a doctor. Thatiis the opportunity for 
travel. A barber can go anywhere and get 
a job. He doesn’t have to speak the lan- 
guage of the country even; all he has to 
know is beards and faces and how to handle 
his tools.”’

which is near Geneseo, Ill., and came te 
Chicago to acquire a “ profession.” was fin- 
ishing his first week at the barbers cuits. 
He had mastered the intricacies of breaking 
in a strop and honing a razor and had shaved 
forty-two men and cut the hair of eleven 
of them; but he had not mastered the “ back- 
handed stroke "’ and he was unhappy. 

“To do that you have to turn your hand 
around and shave away from you,” he said. 
“It’s all easy but that. Say, if I could just 
do that back-handed stroke I'd think I had 
learned the profession.’’ 

He was shaving a hollow-cheeked old man 
whose gray, stubble beard was so hard that 
it made the razor rattle like a sickle in a 
Wheat field. To make his task more diffi- 
cult, the old man was toothless, and that 
added wrinkles to his weather-worn face 
which made the new student almost despair. 
The “ professor”’’ went to his aid, taking 
the razor and performing the difficult back- 
hand movement. The young man perse- 
vered painfully, but patiently. He was de- 
termined to have a “ profession.”’

of instruction he is sent down stairs to what 
is called the “ finishing-room.” ‘That is a 
regular barber shop, where men pay for 
what service they are given. There is a 
charge of five cents to each customer. For 
that he can have a shave, hair cut. shampoo, 
and have his hair singed and dyed. It is a 
sort of post-graduate course, requiring a 
week. . | 

In the meantime, however, the student, 
after a few weeks in college, goes out of 
Saturday evenings to work in regular bar- 
ber shops as a journeyman. He is paid then 
the same as any other journeyman barber. 
Saturday night is a “‘ rush night ” in almost 
every barber shop. It is then that the 
swain gets a shave preliminary to a call on 
his “best girl’’ on Sunday; and for this 
reason almost every barber shop proprietor 
hires one or more extra men for that night, 
Many of them hire the students who are well 
advanced in the college. 


The college faculty includes a lecturer on 
skin diseases, dermatology, and sanitation. 
In addition to that the student also may 
take a course in dressing women's hair and a 
course in manicuring. For these two latter 
courses he must pay extra, however. 


in the “ finishing-room ”’ the student ts ex- 
amined as to his fitness for graduation. 
This examination consists of performing 
feats of “artistic’’ skill in his newly ac- 
quired * profession " in the presence of the 
examiners. For the purpose of the candi- 
date for graduation, m subject is selected 
from the crowd in the dingy waiting-room. . 


FINAL EXAMINATION. 
The subject selected for this important 
function is one with a woolly suit of hair 
and a wiry beard. The graduating student 
begins on the hair. He first cuts it in “ foor- 
ball” ‘style, with a bunk” behind, ani 
then he cuts it in“ trim,” then In “ half 
crown,”’ and then in “ full crown.” Then he 
singes it, and concludes the performance 
on.the subject's scalp by manping the 
pers over it. 
| The prospective graduate then goes at the 
beard. He trims it round and full; then he 
cuts it away until he leaves a “ parte: 
trim.” He cuts it away again until it is a 
“Van Dyke,” then he shaves out sections 
of it till the subject has “ mutton chops ” 
and an “ imperial,” and concludes the exhi- 
bition of his skill by leaving the subject with 
a clean shaven face and‘a short stubble on 
his head. 

If,the exhibition is satisfactory the stu- 
dent gets his “ diploma,”” which fs in the 
form of a *‘ recommendation,” and states 
that he is considered fully qualified for the 
work of “‘ barbering."" This is signed by the 
Board of Examiners and by three barbers 
for whom he has worked on Saturdays as an 
extra journeyman.

The $30 capital with which he began busl- 
ness was loaned him by Oliver Goss. The 
harness shop was enlarged to a boot and 
shoe shop, and at the end of a year he paid 
back the $250 which Goss had invested and 
$200 besides. and started in business for him- 
self. The business prospered as fast as the 
Fort Dearborn settlement did, and in 1848 
he sold out at a big profit. Mr. Cobb then 
went in partnership with William Osborne. 
and in 1852 he was independently rich. 

A large part of the early fortune of Mr. 
Cobb was made in real estate. His first 
profits from his harness shop and shoe store 
were invested in open prairie land in the 
neighborhood of Lake street. .The harness 
shop itself was at Canal and Lake streets. 
opposite the old Green Tree Tavern, where 
it was supposed the center of the city would 
be located. When business began to ex- 
tend along Lake and Water streets Mr. Cobb 
bought land there. Some of this ground. 
which was bought as open prairie, still be- 
longs to him. He purehased the land at 
Lake street and Michigan avenue when it 
was an open mud flat, and still holds a 
patent from President Martin Van Buren 
as title to it. 

In twenty years Mr. Cobb became the 
leading capitalist and at the same time one 
of the most public-spirited men of the city. 
His money was invested in every public 
enterprise in which he saw promise of suc- 
cess. Many times he saw profit in advance 
of every one else, and risked his money in 
progressive ventures for which less far-see- 
ing men predicted failure. The cable street |

_ At theiopening of that road Mr. Cobb made 
the only speech of his whole life.

Harrison and a party of citizens, and at the 
jollification meeting held afterwards in the 
power-house he made a speech of about a 
half dozen words. : 

A few years ago, when Chicago was try- 
ing to raise $1,000,000 for buildings for the 
University of, Chicago, Mr. Cobb came for- 
ward before any one had had a chance to 
solicit a gift from him and subscribed the 
$150,000 with which Cobb Hall was built. At 
that time it was the largest gift which any 
Chicagoan had made for educational pur- 
poses.

HE HOLDS A RECORD. 


Chief Medical Inspector Has 
Been Vaccinated Fifty- 
Times. 


FIGHTING THE DISEASE. 


HIGAGO’S Chief Medical Inspector, 
Dr. Heman Spalding, who stands 
personally as a sentinel between the 
city and the scurge of smallpox, has 
been vaccinated fifty-five times with- 
in three years—a record that probably is 
unique in medical annals. 


Dr. Spalding believes that vaccination 
holds him immune from the disease, and he 
keeps up the supply of vaccine virus in his 
system in order that he may go freely. to 
the places from which smallpox is reported. 
At times, these trips are made daily and the 
physician’s confidence in the fortifying in- 
tluence of vaccination never falls. 


Strangely enough not one of the many 
vaccination operations which the Medical 
Inspector has undergone has “ taken.” since 
the one performed when he was a child. The 
resubmitting of his arm to the lancet so fre- 
paren is done aot that the preventive

Chicago people are guarded a 
dread attacks of contagious 
little band of men whose eyes must be as 
keen, whose vigils at times must be as long, 
and whose dangers ever and again must be 
as great as are those of the sentinels who 
stand watch and ward over a beleaguered 
city.

Recently a number of persons 
with smallpox have come into tbe Cie 
Chicago, and, in some instances, have im- 
parted their affliction to residents. To every 
smallpox suspect the steps of the chief med- 
ical inspector are turned. In person he 
cares for every patient until the diagnosis is 
complete, and then under the chief's direc- 
tion the patient is sent to the Isolation Hos- 


pital. 
Hunted Like a Criminal. 


The settling beyond a doubt of the nature 
of the disease and the transfer of the patient 
to the hospital mark but the beginning of 
the wotk. Under the direction of Dr. Spald- 
ing the disease is traced to its origin. It is 
hunted to its-lair lke a criminal}, and much 
more ruthlessly. The man who under- 
takes to stamp out smallpox and to conserve 
the health of the city has work before him 


Almost the first thing that Chicago's 
smallpox antagonist had to learn, and it 
was during the great epidemic of six years 
ago that he learned it, was that people will 
lie. One day, upon infermation that there 
was a case of smallpox in a South Sige 
dwelling, Dr. Spalding went to the place. 
He was met at the door by a woman who 
said that the report was a mistake, and that 
no one had been ill in the house for three 
months. A search disclosed the woman’s 
husband suffering from smallpox in dn ad- 
vanced stage, and lying hidden between two‘ 
feather beds. A further search brought to 


standing upright on a pantry sfielf, in- 
Bide of a paper flour*bag whose top rose 
above his head. ; 

Experiences like this oft repeated make 
Chicago’s smallpox guardian take the state- 
ments of patients’ friends with a good- 
sized lump of salt. It is a lucky thing for 
the people that neighbors are not given, 
like relatives, to hiding the knowledge of 
the ailments of theimacquaintances. If 
they were, this detectivelike work of running 
down smallpox cases, hard as it is, would be 
trebly difficult.

‘When all these have been discov- 
ered the “ running down ”’ of the case.must 
include the vaccination of every person who 
‘may be found to have been exposed and the 
disinfecting of every building or vehicle in 
which the patient may have been. 

There is a mild epidemic of smallpox in 
Chicago today. A few of the cases now in 
the Isolation Hospital and the work that fol- 
lowed the discovery of the nature of their 
ailment will answer tire purpose of fillustrat- 
ing the labor that is attendant on the safe- 
guarding of the people against that disease. 
About two weeks ago a man living in Mil- 
waukee avenue came down with an unmis- 
takable case of smallpox. He was sent at 
once to the hospital, and the medical sleuths 
began the work of finding out where he con- 
tracted the disease. The man himself could 
give no information. He told readily where 
he had been and with whom he had come 
in contact. This information obtained, one 
section of Milwaukee avenue witnessed a 
wholesale vaccination bee. Everybody who 
had come within eyesight of the patient had 
his arm scratched, dnd the disinfecting of 
_— stores, and saloons was the order of the 

ay. 
But even with all this the medical inspector 
was not one-tenth satisfied. The Milwaukee 
avenue man must have contracted the 
disease somewhere. Where was it?» Until 
that question was answered definitely an 
enemy to the people would be still stalking 
abroad. 
How the Disease Spreads. 

One day a case of suspected smallpox was 
reported from Elm street in the North Side. 
The chief medical inspector went post haste 
to the place and found three cases of the dis- 
ease in an advanced stage. One of the pa- 
tients, a workman, had been ill for some 
time. He had the regulation backache, 
headache, and fever, and thtn broke out 
with the smallpox eruption. During all this 
time he did not lose a day’s work, but toiled 
steadily along at his place of employment 


Then there came a series of questions and 
it, was found that the Elm street man and 
the Milwaukee avenue man were of the 
same nationality and had tipped giasses to- 
gether to each other's health. The work of 
the medical force was doubled. Phere were 
more Milwaukee avenue places to be disin- 
fected and more people to be vaccinated.

When a man knows that. he has been ex- 
posed to smallpox he has to feel uncomfort-: 
able for feurteen days, because until that 
time has passed he cannot tell whether the 
disease is fastened on him or not. 

Dr. Spalding declares that the day has 
long passed when there can be any room for 
argument as to the efficacy of vaccination. 
He says that if a man has been exposed and 
will be vaccinated at once the vaccination 
will almost certainly head off the disease. 
If, however, the disease has become fastened 
the vaccination will greatly moderate its 
severity. 

“ Divine Healing ” Cases. 


In the strenuous efforts to keep smal!pox 
down the chief inspector and his staff are 
constantly coming in contact with the fol- 
lowers of those who profess “ divine heal- 
ing" and with the members of a large sect 
who do not admit the existence of disease. 
Thus far nothing but persuasion and the ar- 
gument of duty to others has been necessary 
to secure their consent to vaccination and 
to the disinfecting of their houses. It does 
lie, however, within the province of the 
Health department to issue a compulsory 
vaccination proclamation, after which force 
may be used if necessary to secure the de- 
sired end.

They nursed the sick, 
washed the linen, inhaled the atmosphere 
of the wards, and buried the dead, and yet 
not one of the fifty-five contracted the dis- 
ease. All had been successfully vaccinated. 


Rules That Are Observed. 
There are certain rules observed by the 


' physicians who today may be called from 


the City Hall to go to the room of a small- 
pox patient. Epitomized these rules are: 
Make the patient do as much for himself as 
his strength will allow; do not touch his per-. 
son, his clothing, or his bedding unless 
necessary; keep your hat on your head and 
your hands off the patient. These rules, of 
course, are not observed after the patient 
has been sent to the isolation hospital. The 
precautions are taken on the discovery of a 
smallpox case, more because the inspector 
must again mingle with his fellows than be- 
cause he has any fear for his own safety. 

When it is discovered that a smallpox 
patient has taken a ride on a street car the 
medical inspectors must find out if possible 
what car the trip has been made upon, but 
do not let the conductors, gripmen, and car 
barn employés know that the discovery has 
been made. They simply give it out that a 
smallpox patient has ridden on one of the 
trains, and then the employés flock about 
and ask to be vaccinated. If it were definite- 
ly given out what car had carried the man 
those who had not been exposed might be 
“backward about coming forward” to be 
vaccinated. 

When Dr. Spalding was asked how it was 
possible for every one to escape smallpox he 
said: ‘‘ Put in big letters the one word ‘ Vac- 
cinated.’ ”’

The German Emperor 
Goethe and the Bundesrath 
Sehiller daciously assumed that the 
Knew. last year of the nineteenth 
3 ee century is the first year of 
thetwentieth century. They would not have 
done this had they been more familiar with 
German precedents. They would have re- 
spected the authority of Goethe if they had 
known that he had pronounced himself re- 
garding the end of the century question. It 
appears from Diintzer's life of Goethe that 
that great man gave a party Dec. 31, 1800, in 
honor of the new century which was to begin 
with the following day. At that party Schill- 
er, another eminent German, was present. 
So were several other distinguished men. 
Wot one of them questioned the fact that the 
mineteenth céntury was just about to begin. 
On the ist of January, 1801, the commence- 
ment of the century was publicly celebrated 
by the performance of Goethe's Iphigenie ’’ 
and Haydn's “ Creation.” Thus it appears 
that the German “ literary fellows’ knew 
more ninety-nine years ago about this cen- 
tury question than German statesmen do {o- 
day.

LAXITY AS TO SALOON LICENSES. 
Tue Trisune prints in this issue a de- 
tailed exhibit of the way in which the city 
government is administering the liquor 
license ordinances. The figures and facts 
speak for themselves. They show that 
there are at present over 200 saloons in 
Chicago which are selling alcoholic drinks 
without a city license. Where there are 
8,939 federal licenses issued there are only 
6,431 issued by the city. The difference is 
2,508. Some of these are not-violations of 
the city law, as an examination of the fig- 
ures will show. The rest are saloons, res- 
taurants, bumboats, blind pigs, and the 
like, all of which are violating city ordi- 
nances. 

The néglect of the city government to do 


causing a loss at the rate of $100,000 an- 
nually. This money must yltimately come 
out of the pockets of the taxpayers of Chi- 
cago. It amounts in the end to confiscating 
that sum from honest property-holders and 
putting it into the pockets of dishonest sa- 
loonkeepers. There is no valid excuse for 
this display of tenderness toward the sa- 
loons. They are doing a thriving business 
and are better able to pay the $500 license 
fees premptly that in past years. The State 
‘and municipal laws are both explicit in 
stating that the license must be paid in 
advance. Not only is this requirement 
totally ignored but many saloons are al- 
lowed to run throughout the four months’ 
period and into the next without paying 
their license fees. The law also requires the 
license to be posted in a conspicuous place 
—a provision violated by 200 or more sa- 
loons at the present time. 

This delinquency is well known to the 
police and to the City Collector. If the 
Mayor has not been aware of it he should 
have been. The failure to compel prompt 
payment of the fees or to close the delin- 
quent establishments can be due only to 
inexcusable laxity or to political “ pull.” 

Saloon men are careful not to go without 
a federal license. They know there is no 
political “ pull ” to save them in that quar- 
ter, and they have fio desire to be hauled 
before the United States Commissioner, 
With the city license it is different, though 
there is no sound reason why this should be 
the case. Liquor dealers take their time 
about paying the city license, or evade it 
altogether, believing that they can keep 
open without it withimpunity. They count 
upon the laxity of the Collector with the 
same confidence as they count upon the 
businesslike severity of the federal officers. 
The difference is the exact measure of their 
relative respect: for the two authorities. 
It is also the measure of the city adminis- 
tration’s relative respect for this class of 
taxpayers and for other taxpayers. It 
would seem to indicate that Mayor Har- 
rison sets more store by the saloon influence 
than by that of the other men who must 
be taxed more heavily in order to make 
up the amounts out of which the city is de- 
frauded by the delinquency in saloon li- 
censes. 

Tue TRIBUNE prints the list of saloons 
which have failed thus far to take out their 
city licenses for the period beginning with 
Aug. 31, 1899, or which have failed to post 
them in plain sight as the law requires. 
If the Mayor were to do his duty every one 
of these would be closed at once and for- 
bidden to carry on business for another 
hour without first pdying thé license fees, 
or furnishing proofs that those fees have 


been paid. 


DEFECTIVE HEALTH ADMINISTRATION, 
A week ago the Health department 


Side where two out of the three children in 
the family were ill of scarlet fever, but took 
no note of the fact that the mother was 
stitching a daily quota of three and a half 
dozen of knee pants for a sweater, and that 
apart from the pittance of 28 cents received 
therefor the family was without means of 
subsistence. Some days later a chance 


the woman that she might thereby be send- 
ing the disease to somebody else’s children. 
She replied that the sweater knew and had 
“said to go ahead—he wasn’t afraid.” 
Having talked the matter ‘over, however, 


with her husband—who was out of a job— 


she decided to take out no more work after 
returning the goods finished that day. 

Two days later a teacher called and 
learned that the sewing and its pittance 
had been discontinued, though, in conse- 
quence, the family was practically without 
anything to eat. She delayed long enough 
to send food, and then applied at once to the 
factory inspector with reference to tracing 
and disinfecting the goods which had been 
consigned to the sweater during the ten 
days of the children’s illness. This official, 
however, declined to exercise his powers 
under the factory law, and simply offered to 
pass on the notice to the Health depart- 
ment. Wishing to get from some source a 
promise of immediate action she communi- 
eated directly with that department, and 
was finally assured that an inspector would 
be sent “ to look into the matter.” 

This case is only worthy of notice because 
it is thoroughly typical. It mayvhave a 
moral respecting the factory inspector’s 
office, but we do not propose to discuss that. 
It certainly does have’a moral as to the 
pervasive social effects of unemployment or 
reduced wages on the part of men, and the 
consequent resort of the mother to the ir- 
responsible sweater, but we do not propose 
to discuss that. The one fact for present 
attention is the official laxity of the Health 
department which it illustrates.: 

The placarding was done, but in other 
respects the action of the department was 
defective and essentially incomplete. Three 
and a half dozen of knee pants were being 
dispatched from the household daily, to be 
mixed with other clothing and sent broad- 
cast into society ag a vehicle of infection, 
and the family, in the stress of illness, 
were almost penniless. The Health de- 
partment, however, neither discovered the 
sweat shop work nor the penury, or, if it 
did, it fulfilled neither its legal duty to in-

How many Secretaries of the 
Treasury are to be permitted to use their 
official influence in favor of certain banks, 
or of the banks collectively taken, and 
thereafter accept positions in them as offi- 
cers and directors, or become stockholders 
in them, thereby obtaining a reward for 
the official influence they have exerted in 
behalf of particular banking interests? 


IS CHRISTIANITY DECLINING! 

It is not an exaggeration to say that many 
orthodox Christians look upon Professor 
Briggs, notwithstanding his recent affilia- 
tion with Episcopalianism, as an enemy of 
Christianity engaged in an effort to break 
down the Christian church by his investi- 
gations in the domain of higher criticism. 
It will be of interest to this class, as well 
as to the public in general, that Professor 
Briggs has discussed the question, “ Is the 
Christian Religion Declining?’ in the Feb- 
ruary number of the Popular Science 
Monthly. and answered it in the negative. 
Both Professor Briggs and his critics an- 
swer the question alike, but they formulate 
their replies from different points of view, 
not agreeing upon what is essential to the 
Christian religion. 

In this disagreement it is not for Tu 
TRIBUNE to decide which is right. It may 
be interesting, however, to state to its read- 
ers the grounds of Professor Briggs’ belief 
that there,are evidences of a healthy ad- 
vance of Christianity. He affirms that his- 
torical Christianity has failed to reach the 
ideals presented by Jesus in his teachings, 
and that this failure is made good by the 
ethical enthusiasm of the present time, 
which “is an evidence that Christianity is 
about to enter upon the last and highest 
stage of its development.” He further de- 
clares that dogma has had an exaggerated 


importance in the past and that “ the effort 


to throw off the bondage of the popular and 
the scholastic dogma is an advance and not 
a decline—an advance into the realm of 
freedom ”—in other words, “a determina- 
tion to know the truth and to hold nothing 
but the truth.” 

The. chief factor in the Christian relig- 
ion, according to Professor Briggs, is “ the 
fundamental one of the Christian life and 
the Christian institution,” but there are 
several types of religious life and these vary 
according to temperaments, nations, and 
races. The religion of one great center can- 
not be used as a test of religion in others. 


Professor Briggs dwells upon this point in 


considerable detail by a comparison of re- 
ligion in Great Britain and in the United 
States. He finds that the latter occupies 
an intermediate position attained by the as- 
similation of the British and continental 
types of religion, as is shown by the fact 
that it is no longer a badge of good citizen- 
ship or test of social propriety to attend 
public worship in this country, and that the 
pulpit is no longer “ the chief means of in- 
struction and of intellectual and moral stim- 
ulation for the people.” Even this last does 
not convince him that Christianity is de- 
clining. He says: 

Those who think that the pulpit is everything in 
the public service naturally suppose that with the 
decline of the pulpit Christianity declines, but 
those who think that public worship is the essen- 
tial thing in the church rejoice at the changes that 


are taking place, and hold that Christianity is ad- 
vancing. 


Professor Briggs does not believe there is 
any real evidence for the charge that bib- 
lical criticism has undermined faith in the 
holy scriptures; on the other hand, he be- 
lieves it makes the Bible “ more attractive 
to the people, and its reading and exposition 
more interesting and influential in the 
church.” His conclusion is that Christian- 
ity “is passing through a transition state, 
putting off antiquated dogmas, customs, 
and. methods, and adapting itself to the 
modern world and transferring itself so as 
better to accomplish its work.” His ene- 
mies may not entirely agree with this, but 
they will not dispute his assertion that 
Christianity is not declining, and that “in 
“no age has it made more advance than in 
“the century now drawing to a close.” In 
this at least they are agreed. : 


NEW WAY OF SETTLING DIVORCE CASES. 

Chicago has been moré than sufficiently 
slandered as a center of the great Amer- 
iean divorce industry. What few unwel- 
come laurels it once wore were long ago 
surrendered to the two Dakotas and other

CEMETERY REFORM. 

While every one may not agree with 
the sweeping plan of cemetery reform 
urged by a writer in the Ethieal Record, 
there will be assent to his statement that 
few spots are more depressing than the 
modern graveyard with its monotonous 
rows Of white, ill-assorted headstones, 
“weighting the dead with their bulk of 
ugliness.” If there is any place on earth 
that should suggest dignified peace and 
lasting repose it is a cemetery, but no- 
where are these elements more apt to be 
lacking. 

It must be admitted that the motley mazes 
of monuments and unsightly headstones 
in a cemetery are ugly in their effect as 
well as individually. The tombstone is 
intended ostensibly to mark a burial place 
and perpetuate by a lettered stone the names 
and deeds of those buried. But the stone 
lasts no longer than the memory of the 
deeds and the inscription is dimmed be- 
yond deciphering as a man is forgotten. © 
- The opponent of the present cemetery 
system urges that the burying ground be 
made a place of “ reposeful beauty,” un- 
disturbed by tombstones as now, It is 
necessary to mark graves and he suggests 
that this be done by sinking deeply into 
the ground small shafts of uniform size, 
made of granite or other material, their 
caps being inscribed with the names of 
the dead. Burial plots should be along 
irregular, winding roadways, and “ ¢ould be 
made veritable bowers ” of plants and bril- 
liant flowers. 

This proposed reform in cemeteries is 
not aimed at monuments in general. The 
writer is careful to explain that he be- 
lieves monuments, statues, and memorials, 
erected to the memory of those who have 
lived great lives, are an inspiring incentive 
to the living. But the tributes in stone 
or bronze fail of their purpose if not 
beautiful and worthy of the deeds they 
commemorate. Under any circumstances it 
is insisted that the cemetery is not the 
place for such monuments and when placed 
there they fail to impress the beholder 
because of the commonplace mass of manu- 
factured gravestones surrounding them. 


BROOKLINE’S PUBLIC BATH. 

Merchant princes and many other well- 
to-do people have their residences in Brook- 
line, Mass., and so escape many of the bur- 
dens of the public life of Boston, where 
they have made their fortunes. Seclusion 
has had the advantage in the case of this 
suburb of at least bringing forth the finest 
example thus far in this country of a public 
bath containing not only facilities for 
shower and tub bathing, but also a swim- 
ming pool. 


This institution has now been in opera- 


tion something like two years. The build- 
ing, which eost $40,000, is 86x129 feet in 
size, and is well designed and well set in 
green sward and shrubbery. Besides offi- 
ces, a steam laundry, a hair drying room 
for women, general waiting rooms, special 
rooms for swimming clubs, and a specta- 
tors’ gallery, it has three tubs and six 


showers in a room by themselves, a swim- 
ming school room with tank 10x24 feet, and 


a large tank 26x80 feet insize. This last is 
surrounded by forty-two dressing-rooms, 
interspersed with seven rain baths, where 
all bathers must cleanse before entering the 
tank, and is finished with glazed brick on 
the sides and light mosaic on the bottom. 
The transparent water is thus made invit- 
ing. It averages 414 feet in depth and is 
kept fresh by a constant inflow. Its tem- 
perature is maintained at from 75to 80 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and the maximum time 
one is allowed to remain in the tank is thir- 
ty minutes. The charge, which includes 
suit, soap, and towel, varies from 5 to 25 
cents, being highest at night, and non-resi- 
dents are charged about double rates. On 
two days of the week, however, there is no 
charge, and of the 46,000 baths taken last 
year about 12,000 were free. 

It is particularly worthy of notice that 
this establishment has practically been in- 
corporated into the local public school sys- 
tem, and instruction in swimming is now a 
part of the regular curriculum. An appro- 
priation of $500 is made from the school 
funds for the purpose, three experienced 
teachers are employed to give instruction 
in swimming, the use of the natatorium is 
free most of the time to school children, and 
6,130 swimming baths were taken by them 
last year. 

In his detailed account of this plant in the 
eurrent Journal of Sociology, Mr. J. A. 
Stewart credits it with an important stim- 


ulus already, not only in Brookline but in 


surrounding towns, to “the noble art of 
swimming,” and counts it a worthy ex- 
pression of the sentiment engraved above 
the door: “ The health of the people is the 
beginning of happiness.” 
VACATION SCHOOLS, | 
The last Legislature amended the school 
law by authorizing the Board of Educa- 
tion in cities of 100,000 inhabitants or 
more to “maintain vacation gchools and 
playgrounds.” The Vacation Schools com- 
mittee of women’s clubs hag accordingly 
petitioned the board to appropriate and 
use for this purpose $6,000 the coming 
year. If the action requested be taken 
the vacation school movement in.this city 
will thereby pass from its first stage, that 
of voluntary support, to its second stage, 
that of official support and management. 
This transition took place two years ago 
in New York where the move t bad 
been started by private effort, [y 1998 
ten vacation schools, 999 teachers 
and 4,000 pupils, and twenty playgrounds, 
to which nearly 50,000 children resorted, 
were maintained by the Schoo} board in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
at a cost of $25,000.

Last year the same number of 
playgrounds was continued, but the 
schools were, on account of lack of funds, 
reduced to four. For each of these last two 
years the city appropriated $1,000 toward 
the expenses of the playgrounds. 

Perhaps the chief feature of these schools 
consists in the weekly excursions to places 
of interest—whether farm, Jake shore, or 
museum. Pictures of the places visited 
are taken, made into slides, and later re- 
produced on the screen. The nature study 
which is so prominent in the work done 
largely centers about these weekly events. 
If the Board of Education undertakes this 
new branch of work, as it seems likely 
to do, it should avail itself of the services 
Of those who have heretofore been con- 
nected with these schools and playgrounds, 
and so take advantage of such local ex- 
perience as has been had in connection with 
the subject. The whole idea has a pleas- 
ant sound and represents an effort to sup- 
ply, in the new conditions of urban life 
today, the need of children for educational 
recreation, 


WHAT IF ADAM HAD NOT SINNED! 
The question has been raised by an East- 
ern contemporary: ‘“ What if Adam had 
not sinned?’ It is discussed with as much 
seriousness as if it really involved impor- 
tant consequences and were not merely a 
theological assumption conveyed in the 
silly old rhyme: 
‘In Adam’s fall 
We sinned all. = 
The discussion is mainly along the line 
that if Adam had not sinned none of bis 
successors would have sinned. Conse- 
quently, this world, instead of being the 
wicked place it is now, would have been 
a paradise of monotonous virtue and 
wearisome goodness from that lack of con- 


everything. 
tears it would have been a world forever 
bathed in the sunshine of happiness. 

Assuming there was such an individual 
as Adam, which has not yet been entire- 
ly demonstrated, that there was sucb a 
garden as that of Eden, which is still some- 
what uncertain; that he was the progenitor 
of the race, and that in company with 
Eve he committed the first sin entered 
upon the books by the recording ange!, 
which is still a vexed question, it is not 
certain that no one else would not have 
sinned had Adam been impeccable. On 
the other hand, the probabilities are that 
some one would have sinned and thus ad- 
mitted evil into the world. Man’s capabili- 
ties for sinning are just as strong now 
as they were in Adam’s day and the op- 
portunities are infinitely more numerous. 
The volume of sin and the ingenious meth- 
ods for committing it would have staggered 
Adam could he have known what was 
coming. Adam’s reputation has been 
greatly besmirched in’ this matter and 
without sufficient grounds. He only sinned 
in quest of knowledge and to gratify his 
handsome and tempting consort. There 
is no evidence that he wished to sin or 
that he enjoyed. it. On the other hand, 
when he was banished from the garden 
and had to go to work and earn his liv- 
ing he unquestionably deeply regretted his 
sin and wished he had let fruit alone and 
that Hve had not listened to the serpent. 
His posterity sins because it likes to sin 
and enjoys the consequences as long as 
it does not meet with the penalties, 

It is earrying heredity a long ways back 
to charge the responsibility for sin upon 
Adam. It is a mean way of shirking re- 
sponsibility. It is cowardly to credit sin 
to the old Adam in a man, for the act of 
creation is new with every man and every 
man is a new Adam. He usually walks 
out of the Garden of Eden of his own ac- 
cord and he is so indifferent to it that it 
does not need an angel with a flaming 
sword to keep him from returning. He 
usually enjoys life better as a uitlander than 
he would as a native. President Eliot in 
one of his recent addresses hit the nail.on 
the head when he said there never was a 
time when man was innocent. The ques- 
tion is so speculatively involved that it 
properly belongs to the “ higher criticism ” 
which some day may be relied upon to prove 
not only that we did not all sin because 
Adam fell but that Adam never fell, be- 
cause there was no Adam. But even if 
there were an Adam and he had-not fallen 
the condition of the world would probably 
have been just what it is—no better, no 
worse. 


THE SCIENTIFIC BUBBLES. 
Professor John Trowbridge has observed 
with regret the proneness of mankind to be 
gulled by scientific bubbles, and to invest 
money in schemes based on alleged scientific 


impossible or valueless. The professor re- 
calls, in an article in the current number 
of the Popular Science Monthly, the objects 
of some of the companies promoted during 
the South Sea bubble period, 180 years ago. 
Capitalists were invited to subscribe to 
stock in companies for extracting silver 
from lead, for the transmutation of quick- 
silver into a malleable fine metal, and te 
exploit “a wheel for perpetual motion,” 
He sets over against these the invita- 
tions extended to modern capitalists to in- 
vest in companies for the extraction of 
gold from sea water, for the manufacture 
of diamonds by electricity, and for the 
manufacture of power out of nothing. 
Much money is put into pseudo-scientific 
undertakings of this kind by men and by 
women also. Indeed, according to Pro- 
fessor Trowbridge, “ women are born spec- 
“ulators, and are peculiarly prone to in- 
“vest money and heart in bubbles. Being 
“the power behind the throne, they can 
“carry men into action, and it seems to me 
“that specid) attention should be paid in 
“women’s colleges to the studies that cul- 
“tivate accurate thought, and business 
“methods.” He mentions the explana- 


.tion given by a Cambridge young lady to a 


bank cashier of the painful fact that a 
friend of hers had overdrawn her account 
$300 and left town. “ The trouble with 
Jane is she is too much educated.” She 


‘had studied psychology and biology too 


much and business methods not at all. 

Professor Trowbridge can devise no 
method for protecting the unwary against 
scientific bubbles and those who blow them, 
pending the coming of the time when a 
scientific education will be more general, 
than the establishment of a well managed 
scientific journal whose editors will seek 
for the best information on questions which 
interest the financial world. It is assumed 
that before men or women take stock in a 
company which proposes to convert glucose 
into cane sugar by an electrical process 
they will consult this scientific oracle. Per- 
haps this is true. 

But the number of men duped by scientific 
frauds is not so large as the number of 
those who have been duped by downright 
swindlers, such as the men who promise to 


pay from 50 to 500 per cent on money in- 


trasts which determine the real value of 
Instead of being a vale of 


diseoveries' which a scientist knows to be ® 


trusted tothem. Even larger is the number 
of those who have been taken im by the 
alluring prospectuses of the promoters of 
industrial combines. A thorough know!l- 
edge of what can or cannot be done with 
electricity would not Have protected these 
men. What they needed was plain business 
sense. Scientific knowledge is useful. Hard 
business sense is more useful. 


LITERARY JOURNALISM. 

In a recently published book on ““How 
to Write for the Press,” an English editor 
expresses an opinion that journalism has 
no more connection with literature than 
has a wine merchant’s circular or the 


the bitter taste of this in journalistic mouths 
it is pleasant to turn to Gerald Stanley Lee's 
optimistic article, entitled “ Journalism As 
a Basis for Literature,” in the February 
number of the Atlantic Monthly. 

That no good can come out of the daily 
paper is, says Mr. Lee, one of the settled 
convictions of what might be called the 
gentlemanly literary life. “It is not 2 
necessarily thoughtful conviction. It is 
one of the convictions men have with their 
slippers on, when they are enjoying their 
nicer kinds of things and trying to live 
up to them. People with busts of Dante 
in their houses are almost obliged to look 
down on newspapers. It goes with the 
bust.” But Kipling’s success, writes Mr. 
Lee, is the promise of what other men 
may do—‘‘ men who shall yet be born te 
us; who shall yet unfold, as the years go 
on, the self-respect of the press, who shall 
establish once for all that literature is 
not the denying of the newspaper, but the 
raising of the newspaper to the nth power.” 
If Shakspeare had been put in a reporter's 
place he would have made, declares the 
writer, “ literature out of anything he was 
given to write.” And it is not in spite of 
being a reporter that J. M. Barrie is an 
artist, but it is because he is so much more 
ofa reporter that he can report an out 
of-the-way town like Thrums. “ The worlJ 
“will look through a window anywhere 
“if it belongs to a man who sees things 
“from it.” But Mr. Lee thinks that it is 
only the average reporter who asks: “ What 
do people Want?” The great reporter who 
‘is cultivating ability rather than availabili- 
ty asks: “ What do I want them to want?” 
The journalist of the future will be a 
“transfigured reporter,” one who can do 
the timely thing with the eternal touch. 
Here Mr. Lee seems to have expressed 
the essence of the whole subject. Why is it 
not possible to say the “timely thing” 
in the artistic way? Because, say the 
rhetoricians, who deplore the “ fatal fin- 
ency”” and “ newspaper English” of the 
journalists, who, perhaps, received their 
training at the hands of these stylists, be- 
cause the methods of journalism preclude 
the studied labor that perfection demands, 
and because journalists always write for 
profit. Some of them love the thing in 
itself, feeling in a lesser degree the same 
joy in composition that the artist feels. 
“If a man love the labor of any trade, 
apart from any question of success or fame, 
the gods have called him,” writes Robert 
Louis Stevenson. According to Mr. Lee 
the gods may have a hand in the making 
of newspaper writers, and future lovers 
of literature may have busts of journalists 


authors upon their lips.

FRESH SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 

MERICAN TEXT BOOK OF GEOMETRY.— 
PE ceca Reman & Smith’s new text book of 
plane and solid geometry Nature says American 
mathematical text books are instructive reading, 
because Americans, being an eminently practical 
people, “‘ in seeking for the path of least resistance 
towards any desired end, are happily free 
from the shackles of inherited prejudice and ir- 
rational reverence for established tradition. .. . 
The simplest way of. demonstrating a mathe- 
matical truth is the best one, and energy wasted 
on the rudiments is so much loss of valuable time 
which might have been spent with profit other- 
wise.”’ In the book reviewed the treatment of 
ratio is entirely arithmetical, the purely geometric 
treatment being considered too difficult for the 
beginner. It is, however, properly stated as an 
assumption that a geometric magnitude may be 
represented by & number.

ENGLISH VS. OTHER MINING METHODS.— 
In a recent report on metalliferous mines in 
North Wales Dr. Le Neve Foster laments the 
fact that the Vieille Montagne and other foreign 
companies have lately purchased mines in that 
district in order to rework them. He asks, “‘ Is 
our mining talent so far behind the times that 
foreigners can make a profit out of mines which 
we have abandoned as worthless? If so, the 
technical skill of continental mining engineers is 


and we are not keeping pace with the times. It, 
therefore, behooves us as a nation to get out of the 
groove of the slovenly old-fashioned method of 
working ore mines, which linger so long in this 
country, and to give our mining superintendents 
and mining foremen such technical training as 
will render them at least the equals of their con- 
tinental competitors.”” 

INTERESTING FACT IN ZOO-GEOGRAPHY. 
—The Funafuti boring expedition has recently led 
to the discovery of an interesting fact in the 
geographical distribution of animals. The 
previously undetermined fish known to the 
as *‘ palu” and to traders as ** oil fish * has been 
found by Mr. Waite to be identical with the well- 
known escolar of the north Atlantic, and its re- 
corded range is therefore now enormously in- 
creased. A full-grown specimen weighs 150 
pounds and is six feet long. It ts a deep water 
fish and is usually caught at a depth of from 
120 to 300 fathoms, and the fishing is only dome at 
night. The palu fishing hook has been hitherto 
described in all ethnographical collections er- 
roneously as a “ shark-hook.’’ Every portion of 
the palu is edible, even the head and bones when 
cooked turning into a rich maas of jelly. 

GERMAN LEATHER INDUSTRY.—The Brit- 
ish Consul General, Sir Charles Oppenheimer, re- 
ports that a German leather industry has re- 
cently been established as a result of the study 
of American processes by German experts. The 
firm bought several patents and sent experts to 
America to study the best processes on the spot. 
Their factory now turns out daily 500 dozen goat 
skins. German papers are now advocating the 
study of the technical and commercial methods 
of the Americans in other branches of trade, in 
order to beat the work of the Americans. Among 
those branches of trade which are next to be 
taken in hand, the shoe, bicycle, and iron indus- 
tries are mentioned.

above all ideas—the idea of the liberty of the

I believe the idea of a universal art may be justly claimed by a 
small group of French artists to which I have the honor to have belonged 
in my youth. That group of artists was called “The Impressionists.” 
Twenty years ago, in Paris, the Academy des Beaux Arts was all power- 
ful, just as in London the Royal Academy has been. At that time a

dozen of artists united together. These artists, most of them poor, had 
a mutual admiration for each other, which is rather rare among artists. 
They aimed to be the painters of their time, of their epoch, at a moment 
when Greek or Roman subjects alone were admired and rewarded. 
They grouped themselves, exnibited their works together, and the public, 
who did not understand them at that time, ‘with laughter and mockery 
called them “The Impression ista.”’ 

None of us at first\accepted this name of “ Impressionists” be- 
cause we did not know, any more than we do today, what this expression 
meant. But this name remained attached to us and we had to keep 
it and to drag it along, just as a dog drags a saucepan which has been 
ner HD to its tail. Thus we were what people called “The Impres- 
sionists.” 

Each member of the group was of a temperament totally different from 
that of his neighbor; just as the artists differed who were called the 
artists of the school of 1830: Clorot, Eugene Delacroix, and Millet. This 
later group was made up of Degas, whose mother was an Italian; of 
Claude Monet, a Frenchman; of Mary Cassatt, an American, whose family’s 
cradle was in Pittsburg; of Sissley, whose mother was English; of Pis- 
sarro of Holland; of Benoir, a Frenchman; and of your servant, whose 
grandfather was a Florentine. These were the members of the little group 
that has since agitated the world of arts. We represented, without think- 
ing of it, the art of all people, of all countries—the art of humanity. 

And this idea has triumphed everywhere, for years have followed 


N spite of any surface current which may sweep 80- 
ciety, the deep unde rcurrent of humanity is religion.

-to earn his salary. There may be cases where this is not done, it being difi- 


cult to keep a close, accurate watch on several thousand employés scat- 
tered over 186 square miles of territory. The conditions in the past have 
not always been the best, and it has not been easy to introduce a quick 
and absolute reform. There has, however, been steady improvement for 
the last two years, and I believe I am safe in saying that today the em- 
ployés working for the city are held to as strict and rigid compliance with 
the rules ordinarily in vogue in the management of private business af- 


fairs as are the employés of any large corporation within the city limits. 


The taxpayer hasa right todemand htat this condition shall continue, 
and that when, through the agency of the city government, he hires a man 
to do his work, he shall secure as large results for the money expended as 
if he hired the man himself. 


Our greatest rival has not lost first place in the tables without observ- 
ing and commenting upon the fact. In his excellent monograph on “ Pro- 
fessional Education,” prepared for the Paris exposition, Mr. James Russell 
Parsons Jr., who is director of the departments covering professional edu- 
cation in the University of the State of New York,.says: “ Illinois leads for 
the first time in professional students, a fact due to a lack of proper control of 
the power to grant degrees and licenses.” And it may as well be frankly said 
that Mr. Parsons is such an experienced educational! statistician and such an 
ardent and efficient friend of education that he is altogether above any sus- 
picion that he would pervert a fact to mitigate discomfiture or invent a 
fictitious allegation to cloud an issue. 

However, if we admit that Illinois has not yet gone as far as New York 
in establishing the basis of preliminary preparation for professional study, 
in régulating the character of professional instruction and fixing the dura- 
tion of professional courses, and in guarding admission to the professions 
and to professional titles and degrees, it signifies little beyond the fact that 
the legislation of the State has not yet gone so far, and prof forms 
have not yet assumed the same rigidity here as there. 

We must admit that to some extent this is true, but it can hardly be 
said that the difference is in itself an explanation of the relatively mora

years: and here is what happened meanwhile in the world of art. 


In the first place, and under this influence of the “Impressionists,” a 
society was formed in Paris, nearly ten years ago, called the National 
Society of the Beaux-Arts. Now, this National Society of Beaux-Arts 
is eminently an international society, for the most famous of the artists 
who compose it are foreigners. To begin with the American artists, the 
admirable St. Gaudens, Dannat, Alexander, the excellent artist of Pitts- 
burg; Humphbrey-Jonston, Mac- Monnies, Walter Gay, Melchers, the great 
artist Sergent, and many others. , Our beautiful National Society of 
Beaux-Arts ought to be called by its true name, International Society of 
Fine Arts, for the greatest artists of all countries show their work there. 

Then, again, other societies were formed, always and everywhere 
with this same idea of the internationality of art, pursuing thus what 
the “Impressionists” had begun. These so¢ieties are: The Society of 
Secession in Munich, the Austrian Secession in Vienna, the International 
Society of Fine Arts in Venice, and, finally, the Carnegie Institute at 
Pittsburg, where the international art—where the art of all countries 
—finds a generous refuge. And this international exhibition of Pitts- 
burg is the only international art society existing in. the United States. 
This is the idea which I came to salute in America at Pittsburg—the 
idea of the internationality of art. 

If we look back on the history of the past centuries, we shall see 
that every nation has had, in its turn, a national art. But the nations 
were separated by long distances. I would have laughed much if I 


‘Mr. Gompers admits that there are exceptions among the clergy in their 
attitude as just described. I am confident, however, that he is mistakep 
regarding his opinion of the ministry in general, whatever may be the 
view entertained by those whose spokesman heis. The ministry as a whole 
is with the laboring man. The exceptions are to be found among those 
who are not.

rapid growth of Westerf professional schools, The difference is not great.

growing interest on the part of musicians 

and the public in these artistic performances, 

which constitute a prominent factor in the 
musica! life of this city. 

The string quartet is a vehicle for musical 
expression which has ever claimed the at- 
tention of the world’s greatest and most 
thoughtful composers, and one -which is of 
vitat interest to all serious musicians and 
music students. It fact, it is probably; at 
the present day, the most classic type of 
musical composition extant, and. the one 
which, of all the larger forms, is still the 
least inoculated with the prevailing roman- 
tic or picturesque spirit. The overture, and 
the symphony, also, have become tinctured 
with suggestiveness, and even the solo con- 
certo of the present day ‘has taken on a 
decidedly rhapsodical tinge. To be sure, the 
long estabHshed canons of musical form are 
usually followed with more or less closeness, 
but, nevertheless, the mainspring of latter 
day music is its program, and its success de- 
pends more on the effectiveness with which 
the composer narrates his story than it does 

~ on his adherence to the laws of classic pro- 
portion which governed the writers of 
former times. 

It is not the province of this paragraph to 
discuss the merits of this style of composi- 
tion, nor to draw any comparison between 
the modern and classic schools. It is nat- 
ural that the lines of restriction which gov- 
ern musjcal composition should expand and 
become more and more elastic as time goes 
on. The world moves and art moves with 
it, reflecting the temper and spirit of its 
changing civilizations, and thus it comes to 
pass that the music of our own time is @ 
thing of enormous intricateness and con 
plexity. 

The string quartet, however, while it has 
not by any means escaped the touch of mod- 

n influence, has, nevertheless, been less 
affected by it than have the other large 
forms, and it therefore remains at the pres- 
ent time one of the most perfect examples 
of classic purity. To the educated musician 
‘there is mo delight @o keen as that which 
is excited by the scholarly development 

_of given thematic material into a_ well 
poised and accurately proportioned move- 
ment. Of course this is a distinctively in- 
tellectual pleasure, in which music ceases 
to be, or rather, has not yet become, a spec- 
tacle and remains a matter of pure thought. 
And herein is to be found the reason why 
string quartet music does not greatly in- 
terest the public at large. To one who does 
mot understand the principles of thematic 
evolution this process is naturally tedious 
and uninteresting, no matter how finely it 
may be wrought. Beauties of workmanship 
are of course lost om one who cannot per- 
ceive them. The delicacies of intricate mu- 
sical development, while a source of inex- 
haustible pleasure“to one who can follow 
them, only serve to increase the bewilder- 
ment of another who cannot, and as these 
developments are pushed to greater and 


greater lengths the latter’s confusion in- 


creases in due proportion. 

Another reason why string quartet music 
does not appeal to the masses is found in the 
lack of tone color resulting from this com- 
bination of instruments. In the orchestra 
the beauties of thematic development are 
vastly heightened by the variety of tone 
color which may be derived from the em- 
ployment of instruments of differing qual- 
ities. And it is this tonal contrast, in con- 
nection with such of the thematic material 
as he can grasp, which attracts the layman 
while the real development remains a thing 
unappreciated. The tone colors obtainabl+ 
from the string quartet are comparatively 

few, however, and when this feature is added 
to the difficulties of following the develop- 
ment itself the result is naturally an in- 
tensification of the unskilled lsteners’ 
fatigue. All well-trained musicians, how- 
ever, well know that the literature of ‘the 
string quartet contains some—many, indeed 
“of the profoundest and grandest thoughts 
of the world’s greatest musicians, and that 
here are to be witnessed some of their most 
brilliant achievements in the matter of for- 
mal construction. Thus it is that this form 
of composition, while offering small oppor- 
tunities for picturesque instrumentation, 
endures as the most ideal exemplification 
of « long and carefully evolved means of 
musical expression; one which is regarded 
with the greatest reverence and enthusiasm 
by all seriously interested in this branch of

\... The 
ranged for this week’s concert by the Chi- 


cago Orchestra is one of the finest he has 
yet brought forward. Only five numbers are 
annnounced, but these are of such beauty 
- and importance and blend so satisfactorily 
as to make the program in its entirety one 
of remarkable poise and homogeneity. Two 
’ ef the numbers are novelties—not in the ab- 
stract, but to these programs. These are 
the Symphony in D minor by César Franck 
and the Marcia Funebre by Beethoven, which 
serve as the openings selections of the first 
and second parts of the program respec- 
tively. 
The Symphony in D minor is the single 
work of its kind by the eminent French com- 
poser, whose reputation since his death; on 
Nov. 9, 1890, at the age of 68, has been stead- 
ily increasing. Franck was one of those 
hapless mortals who, in spite of their pos- 
session of unusual gifts, lack the one, all- 
important talent—success, magnetism, or 
what not—which secures quick recognition. 
Nevertheless he was a composer and a 
‘Wusician, generally, of briHiant parts. He 
entered the Paris Conservatoire in 183T~and 
the rapidity of his progress may be inferred 
from the fact that during the following year, 
while he was as yet only 16 years of age, he 
was awarded a first prize for piano playing. 
7Other prizes followed during the three suc- 
ceeding years. 
The prize which he won in 1838 for his 
piano playing was a remarkable triumph, it 
being related that the aspirants were re- 
quired to play the A minor Concerto by 
Hummel, and, afterward, a fugue—at sight. 
It is recorded that not 6nly did Franck play 
the ‘fugue at sight, but that, in addition. 
transposed it a third lower. Cherubini was 
the director of the Conservatoire at the time, 
and his rigid adherence to precedent is a 
thing well known. But it is further said 
that Franck’s perfo nee was of so bril- 
liant @& nature as to excite the spontaneous 
applause of almost all the musicians present 
and—ereatest ofall—to vanquish Cherubini’s 


fre at this profanation of the established . 


custom of the Conservatoire. So great a 
triumph was it, indeed, that the prize was 
designated as the “first prize of honor,’ to 
‘distinguish it from the two other first prizes 
decr at the same time. 
- Guy de Rappartz, a French composer of the 
“younger generation, has said of Franck and 
this symphony: ‘‘One autumn evening in 
1888.I went to pay the master a visit at the 
beginning of vacationtime. ‘ Have you been 
working?’ I inquired. ‘ Yes,’ was Franck’s 
reply, ‘and I think that you will be pleased 
ith the result." He had just completed 
he Symphony in D, and he kindly played it 


, through to me on the piano. I shall never 
“foeeet the impression produced on me by 


thet, first’ hearing. Notwithstanding the 


‘eteat oratorios, the organ pieces, the cham- 


er music, it is the work I prefer of all that 
er composed.”’ 

This work has been considerably played 
in the Bast of late, and its recent perform-.: 
ance in Europe also has been reported, but 
it never has’ been given, in this city as yet. 
It ts in three extended and elaborate move- 
ments. 

The other novelty—the Marcia Funebre—is 
pilano- 
forte sonata in A flat, opus 26, which Mr. 
hemes has recently scored for grand or- 
stra. tis orchestral arrangements of the 
pin Funeral and the A flat polo- 
opus 53, by the same comporcr, are 
well known and are, moreover, in- 
ed with a sumptuousness and gen- 
ivweness which arouse lively anticig 
arding this his laiest addition 


to the literature of that field of art with 
which he has been so long associated. 

The other orchestral number on this inter- 
esting program wili be Dvorak’s Scherzo 
Capriccioso, opus 66, one of the most spon- 
taneous and beautiful of all the works from 
the pen/ of the great Bohemian composer. 
This selection has not been heard at these 
eeneerts since the sixth season, three years 

ack. 

The soloist will be the distinguished Amer- 
ican baritone, David Bispham, who will -be 
heard in two imposing Wagner selections, 
Pogner’s address, from Die Meistersinger,” 
and “ Wotan’s Farewell,”’ from the final 
scene of ‘‘ Die Walkiire,”’ the latter being 
followed by the sumptuous “ Magic Fire 
Scene.” Wotan’s Farewell’ been 
given several times during the history of the 
orchestra, but “ Pogner’s Address only 
once—at the seventeenth concert of the 
third season, 1803-'4, when it was sung by 
the then resident baritone, George Ellsworth 
Holmes, whose premature death some two 
years ago was so great a loss to local mu- 
sical circles.

Mr. Moller was 91 years of age at the time 
of his death, and had held his position at Stora 
Raby Church for a period of seventy-two years, 
during which time he never missed a service nor 
went away for a holiday. Mr. Moller was a 
member of a musical family which, for the last 
200 years, from futher to son, had held the post 
of organist and choirmaster of Stora Raby Church. 


The late Chevalier Antoine de Kontski, whose 
death at the advanced age of 82 years was re- 
cently announced from Cracow, was especially 
famous as the composer of the ‘‘ Réveil du Lion.’’ 
He was a distinguished looking man and a great 
favorite with his pupils. He wrote some 250 or 
more drawing-room pieces and an opera, ‘‘ Les 
Deux Distraits,’’ which was produced in London 
in 1871, but which has been long forgotten, De 
| Kontski for many years was a resident of Lon- 
don. The story is related that he came into a 
drawing-room late one summer afternoon ; 
| being requested to play, seated himself at the 
piano and started off with the ‘‘ Réveil du Lion.”’ 
Whereupon a laugh went round the room, the 
cause of which lay in the fact that he was the 
fifth performer to play that piece during’ the 
afternoon.

Even a begutiful wom- 
an, moreover, needs the help of overpower- 
‘ne gowns when her presence in a succession 
of pictures isthe only convincing element 
they have in common. It may be said that 
Napoleon, by continued appearances, if 
nothing else, should help to convey the il- 
lusion ‘that the prologue leads logically to 
the first act, that act to the one afterwards, 
and so on tothe end. If you see one person 
in six places it would seem natural enough to 
conceive the places were in some. degree 
bound together. You might see th®s partijcu- 
lar Napoleon, however, in fifty places with- 
out linking the’spots in thought. This is not 
so much the fault of Willlam Humphrey in 
the réleasitis hisfate. Heis not an actor of 
the first rank, is lacking in flexibility of voice 
anid body, in force of diction, and, soat least 
he impresses one, in imagination, but if he 
had tén times the ability he possesses he 
would be little better off. 

The part of Napoleon is intended as a foi) 


for that of Josephine. To make her more of

Report on Vacation Schools. 


The report of the Chicago women’s clubs’ 
permanent committee on vacation schools 
and playgrounds has been placed in the 
hands of the clubwomen.. The report states 
it as the task of the clubwomen to interest 
themselves in urging that the vadéation 
schools be made a part of the public school 
system, and adds that the present Board of 
Education favors the work.

FUTURES DO NOT FOLLOW ADVANCES 
IN FOREIGN MARKETS. . 


Lack of Outside Support and Country 
| Buying Are Depressing Influences 


~French Crop Damage Continues a 


Leading Factor—Heavy Selling of 
Oats—Light Trade in Corn and Pro- 
Visions — Produce Lines Continue 
Steady. ‘ 


Lack of outside support kept wheat 


with the advance in Liverpool and Paris, 
although the news from south Africa and 
South America and the weather conditions 
in this country continued bullish.

“Women as Colonist 


{Opportunities that lie im the path of American. 


& & & Illustrated by the successes of woman Colonists of the Old World. 


[BY GRACE CORNEAU, PARIS CORRESPOND- 
ENT OF THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

UCH of what has been accomplished 

in the colonization of the world dur- 

ing the last quarter of a century has 

been the work of wonien. They have 

not hesitated to accompany husbands and 

brothers to new lands. They have labored 

gide by side with men to build up prosperous 

colonies. In many instances women have 

even competed with men in agricultural and 
industrial enterprises. 

Since women have been allowed to par- 
ticipate in the struggle for existence money- 
making has become as great an ambition 
with them as with men, and new countries 
afford opportunities which they have not 
neglected. 

With the exception of the opening up of 
the Western States and Territories, women 
in America have as yet really had no chance 
to colonize. The American woman is in ad- 
vance of her sex in other nations in liberty 
of action and the facility with which she is 
able to earn her daily bread. She is behind 
her foreign sisters as a colonist, never hav- 
ing had an opportunity to colonize in the 
strict sense of the word. Here and there 
one finds an American woman living in what 
may te properly termed a colony, but asa 
rule before the Spanish-American war she 
was only established temporarily, either for 
a visit of pleasure or to study something that 
particularly interested her in the country, 
and not as a permanent colonist. 


AMERICAN WOMAN’S CHANCE. 

It is probable that American women will 
be called upon to fill the réle of colonist, a 
réle already admirably filled by the women 
of the nations of Europe. From a wide ex- 
perience in the colonies of the old world, 
however, I feel I am justified in predicting 
that although the last to enter the ranks 
of tropical colonization, the American wom- 
an will make a better colonist than any of 
her sex who have preceded her. She is bet- 
ter adapted physically; she is used to trav- 
eling and to change of place, and is at home 
in any corner of the globe. She is daunt- 
less and untrammeled by traditions and re- 
stricting conventionalities. She has adapta- 
bility and inventive genius and will bring 
them to bear upon the solution of the diffi- 
cult problem of how to live comfortably in 
the torrid zone. She has a high moral sense 
of the necessity of upright living in order to 


erations, and she will be warmly welcomed 
by her countrymen as the guarantee of the 
pro&perity of the colony. 

I do not believe that American women 
have much to gain by following exactly the 
methods of. colonization adopted by the 
women of other nations, although as the 
last women to colonize they will certainly 
derive immense benefit by studying such 
methods and by drawing from each the good 
points in order to form the bage of a new 


Colonizing in the tropics, in the sense of 


pursuits, has had one great advantage from 
a feminine point of view—an equality for 
women and men. In the heat of the torrid 
zone no white man can labor; the native 
alone is able to toil beneath the scorching 
rays of the tropical sun.. ITo be a successful 
colonist only requires the ability to direct, 
control, and develop native labor. Conse- 
quently man’s mere physical force, always 
superior to that of woman in the competi- 
tive battle of existence, serves him little, 
and women start in the colonial field upon 
equal terms with men. 

An intelligent woman is quite as capable of 
directing native servitors as an intelligent 
man. , She has proved that she can do all 
that and more, for it is she alone who can 
build a home—an important creation in a 
new country, without which there is little 
need to colonize, for there will be no perma- 
nent future where the home does not exist. 
Men have done the conquering, but women 
have done a great deal of the rest in new 
countries. 

I have spoken thus far of the woman col- 
onist who has engaged in the cultivation of 
the soil or the utilization of the products of 
the country. There is, however, another 
class of women colonists equally precious— 
the wives and the sisters who have gone to 
lighten the burdens and share the exile of 
husbands and brothers, aad who have con- 
tributed by their presence to the comfort 
and happiness of the community. The re- 
sponsibility of this class of women colonists 
has been great, but they have shown them- 
selves equal to their mission. The white 
woman has borne her burden as well as the 
white man, and deserves the credit for it. 


FIELD FOR PROFIT. 

Aside from the question of duty or senti- 
ment, women have, perhaps, had a selfish 
interest in becoming colonists. Certainly 
this has been the case with the women of the 
old world. Forced to eke out a miserable 
existence in crowded cities, women have 
found that they could profitably emigrate to 
new 8s, where competition is less flerce 
and the means of obtaining a Hvelihood more 
within the reach of every one. Women in 
these cases have really had more interest 
in emigrating than men. In new countries 
the courageous woman is received with joy. 
She is considered a ministering angel, and is 
supposed to bring with her the charm of 
the mother country, which no colonist, how- 
ever far away, forgets. If these are not 
sufficient reasons, then it is the novelty, the 
change, the glimpse of the world, the inter- 
est in the participation imthe building up of 
a new empire that have attracted so many 
women beyond the seas. 

In Tonquin, Cochin-China, Java, the 
Straits Settlement, India, Cashmere, Af- 
shanistan, Madagascar, Tunis, Abyssinia, 
and the Philippines—everywhere—I have 
found courageous women, many of them 
carving out brilliant futures for themselves 
and their posterity. 


COLONY AT TONQUIN. 


In This Dependency of France Wom- 

en Have Been Successful and Have 

Become Recognized as an Influential 
Factor. 

ROM a climatic point of view the 

women of Tonquin have the best of it. 

The climate is comparatively healthy, 

and comprises a winter season of near- 

ly six months, when fires are necessary. 


During these delightful months one is re-_ 


minded of Nice. | 

However brave the plucky women of Ton- 
quin are, the colony itself is a huge joke. 
France was never intended to be a colonizing 
nation, and the way the government goes 
about colonization is proof enough that there 
is no profit for either France or the French 
people to be derived from the venture. Of- 
ficers, soldiers, and government officials 
swarm in Tonquin, but the real colonists are 
curiosities owing to the rarity. 


ys 


peans 1,300 are in government service. This 
in itself saps the life of the colony. Although 
Tonquin has had the benefit of the experi- 
ence gained in a half dozen other colonies, 
the ,administrators have not profited one 
whit by the lesson learned—or at least that 
should have been learned. Most of the 
French colonization has been done on paper, 
and the first and great mistake made by the 
government is in considering the colonial ad- 
ministration as a war office and allowing the 
Minister to play the réle of a War Minister 
in regard to his civil officials and colonists 
who come under his control. 

To prosper a colonial ministry should bea 
commercial ministry, and the commercial, 
not the military, spirit should pervade the 
administration. In Tonquin, however, the 
spy system flourishes. There is a “* cabinet 
noir’ for the inspection of suspected letters. 
People are worried about form and are really 
prevented from colonizing by the difficulties 
put in their way, and are terrorized by the 
amount of ‘“‘red tape” which is rolled 


born cultivators of the soil, arbitrary Gov- 
ernors grind them down with heavy taxes 


Military men are allowed to beat and abuse 


tive labor and pay for it with brutality go 
unpunished; a general chaos reigns which a 
censored press cannot reveal. , 

Worse even than the abuse of the nativ 
is the disgraceful traffic in human flesh 
which has gone on during the present and 
previous administrations under the guise of 
** commercial enterprise,’’ which is a way of 
concealing slavery or the selling to commer- 
cial houses of France of a large number of 
natives, who are taken in droves to other 
colonies, where they are practically sold to 
planters at so much ahead. For every able- 
bodied native delivered the thrifty commer- 
cial houses receive a prize in money. 

The recruiting of these miserable men in 
Tonquin is done by Chinese contractors, who 
go among the people inducing them to sign 
contracts to emigrate. The contracts are in 
French, and the unfortunate natives sign 
without a knowledge of what they ard agree- 
ing to do. Once their signatures are affixed 
to the contract the French law is invoked 
to force the men to allow themselves to be 


at Haiphong when 200 men were thus re- 
cruited and kept in a fenced square until 
the boat arrived to bear them away. By 
some lucky chance a number. of them es- 
caped to the wilderness, where they are 
obliged to remain, as they are considered 
outlaws. This is what the French call col- 
onizing and civilization. | 

The whole system is wrong from the be- 
ginning, and when it is too late France will 
‘wake up to the immense harm done in her 
distant colonies by too much administration, 
particularly the military kind of adminis- 
tration, which scares away the honest col- 
onist, who, while respecting the soldiery, 
has a horror of those who play at it, and 
justly consider that one War office and ad- 
ministration is enough. 


SUCCESSES OF WOMEN. 

Of the women’ who have ventured to Ton- 
quin there are at least a half-dozen who have 
contributed largely to the prosperity of the 
country. 

The best newspaper is owned, managed, 
and written by a woman, who, having ac- 
companied her husband in his exile,’ was 
left a widow without resources by his sudden 
ceuth. Forced to support herself, she found- 
ed the successful paper she now directs, and 
in less than ten years has made a smali 
fortune, which enables her to live in excel- 
lent style in the capitai city, Hanoi. 


novelist and government commissioner, was 
one of the pioneer women in Tonquin. When 
the Laos was opened up she courageously 
accompanied her husband into this wild land, 
to reach which requires a voyage of over 
forty days and forty nights, all through for- 
ests and wilderness, across unbridged rivers, 
up and down mountains, and in the swamps 
and jungles. There is not even a comfort- 
able method of locomotion, as the entire 
journey must be made either on horseback 
or in-“ Fickshaws” carried by Chinese por- 
ters.

DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY. 


Tremendous difficulties were placed in the 
path of the French women who first colonized 
in Tonquin. There was the great distance ° 
from the mother country, the lack of neces- 
sary food, the insufficiency of houses, the 
lack of proper means of transportation, and 
in addition the rather discouraging recep- 
tion women at first received from the male 
population of Tonquin. The low standard of 
morality in the colony during its early set- 
tlement was also a great hindrance to the 
emigration of the better class of women into 
Tonquin. Men of the highest authority and 
position . lived openly with native women, 
and the presence of respectable European 
women under’ such circumstances was not 


pleasant to them, and they showed it in the 


many little ways that such things can be 
demonstrated. 

To the adventuress type of women, how- 
ever, a warm welcome was accorded, and 
hey found Tonquin agreeable and 
but the serious, Substantial, desirable, hones 
class of women staid at home and shunned 


his recent publications Jules 
Lemaitre reproaches French women for their 
lack of enterprise in not emigrating to new 
lands, but from personal experience I have 
found that wherever Frenchwomen have 
been allowed to colonize.and have been prop- 
erly received they are as energetic and enter- 
prising as it is possible to be—ihdeed, have 
shown remarkable qualities, more so, in fact, 


than the men of their country. 


WEEDING THEM OUT. 

In the weeding out of the objectionable 
element of women in Tonquin an immense 
amount of good has been done during the 
last few years by Mme. Bichot, wife of the 
commanding General fn the colony. Before 
Mme. Bichot’s time the few respectable 
women who were in Tonquin shrank from 
frequenting public receptions and soirées, 
even when given in official circles, as it was 
impossible to meet the majority of the 


women present.

Gently 
they made their presence felt. A more de- 
sirable moral tone was at once established. 
People began to realize that to be received 
by one of the most charming hostesses in 
the colony they must maintain a proper line 
officers and functionaries who 
had-left their wives and families in France 
learned that they.could bring them to Ton- 
quin and pe sure of finding the proper circle 
of frienés for them. The entire social 
régime underwent a change, I doubt if any 
ether woman has done as much moral good 


‘work, and she has always had a kind word 
for the lonely, discouraged women, whom 
she has sustained by comforting them in 
preventing them from giving 
desire to sacrifice everything 
‘and return home. 


WOMEN IN COMMERCE. 

Im the trades and in cotflmerce many wom- 
en have succeede@inTonquin. Indeed, néar- 
ly all the stores are Owned and run by wom- 
en, while school teachers and dressmakers 
make comfortable livings. | 

One beautiful young woman has a planta- 
tion entirely devoted to potato growing. This 
homely vegetable is a luxury in the Orient, 
as the natives have never cultivated it. Po- 
tato growing under such circumstances is 
more than ordinarily profitable. 

In Tonquin a woman may obtain a “ con- 
cession ’’—that: is to say, a tract of la1d— 
upon asking for it and signifying her inten- 
She has no land fees 
to pay and may take possession at once. 
If at the end of three years the tract has 
been put into cultivation it becomes her ab- 
solute property. The Tonquinois, or native, 
labor is cheap, and the men, 48 a rule, are 
docile. Thereis no trouble in directing them. 
Women have, therefore, had ‘every,opportu- 
nity to become successful planters. — 

The question of the money required to 
colonize in Tonquin is interesting as a mat- 
ter of comparison, and may be taken as a 
basis, as a rule, for the amount. necessary 
to colonize in any tropical country. 

Women emigrating to Tonquin for the pur- 
pose of exercising a trade or @ profession 
need at least $400 to cover the expenses of 
the voyage, incidental expenses, and the 
cost of establishing a home upon arriving. 
If a woman contents herself wi 
ucts of the country she can live cheaply, 
but she Must content herself With fish, 
Chickens, eggs, and the vegetables and [ruils 
of the country, Mille and butter are import- 
ed luxuries which only those who are well 
indulge jn. Wine, however, is not 

uch more sive than in Europe, 
bread is ae. same price as it is all 
over the world.

GET QUICK RETURNS, 


A great advantage women have enjoyed 


in colonizing in Tonquin from a monetary 
point. of view is the rapidity with which 
land can be made profitable. By growing 
rice on a part of the plantation the’planter 
is at once able ‘to net something: like 15 os 
20 per cent on her capital, and as rice can 
be cultivated immediately she can afford to 
wait the time required to put the soil in eon- 
dition to grow tea, coffee, tobacco, or other 
products. Cattle and poultry; raising is an- 
other way in which parts of plantations have 
been utilized and there are “ cattle’ queens ”’ 
in Tonquin. 


Many women who. have accompanied their 


husbands to Tonquin directiagricultural and 
industrial enterprises, while the men occupy 
themselves with military’or official duties. 
The government allows each plantation a 
small troop of native soldiers called ‘* mi- 
lice” to guarantee the planter the security 
of his establishment. fo 


NATIVE CONVENTS. | 


-What is rather curious in Tonquin is the 
number of female religious establishments, 
belonging to diverse French congregations, 
which are built side by side with the Tonquin- 
ois convents. Odd as it may seem, there are 
Buddhist orders of nyns, which have funda- 
mental rules almost [jke those of European 
convents. These native establishments are 
most curious. ] visited one near Hahol, and 
the superior gave me,an unusual kind of a 
passport as a farewel} present—a passport 
to heaven. 


Converted native women make excellent 


nuns, and readily adapt themselves to the 
rules of Catholic commugities. The people, 
while not naturally inclined to religion, even 
of'a pagan kind, are Keenly susceptible to 
good treatment, and embrace Christianity 
out of sheer gratitude totheir charitable 
friends.

The women all 
insist on wearing silk and satin dresses and 
kid gloves when they fairly adhere to the 
skin with the moisture and the heat. ; 


ENTERTAINMENT FUNDS. 

All this social “* va et vient,” as the French 
say, seems absurd, but it really contributes 
to the prosperity of any new country. In- 
deed, when Tonquin was first opened up the 
French government realized that in order to 
persuade the French people to emigrate 
something must be done to amuse them fh 
the new country, so a provision of money 
was set aside which was to be allowed each 
high official in order to enable him to enter- 
tain. The officials, however, have accepted 
the addition to their incomes, not in the spir- 
it the government intended, but as a part of 
their regular salary, which they have a right 
to put in their private pockets. 

When I was in Hanoi the principal govern- 
ment functionary had never opened his house 
to the public. Great discontent prevailed in 
consequence, and at last one courageous 
woman undertook to mildly hint to the wife 
of the inhospitable official in question that 
the public had a right to expect at least one 
ball each year. 

“What!” exclaimed the official’s help- 
mate, ‘give a ball! Why the ballroom in 
Government House is my nursery.” 

Needless to say, there was no ball, and 
the official paid off his social obligations by 
giving a bad dinner to the men of Hanoi at 
the only hotel in the city. 

Fortunately the commanding Genera! had 
a better — of his duty and social obli- 
gations and en ertained freely, invited every 
one, and allowed the regimental band to 
give a concert twice a week in the public 
gardens. 


IN MADAGASCAR. 


Slavery and Misrule Have Sway.in the 
French Colony There, and Women 
Find’ a Work to Perform in Aiding 
and Pacifying the Natives. 
ADAGASCAR, which already counts 
among its white population a con- 
siderable number of women, is one 
of the most unhealthy spots on the 
globe. Fever and dysentéry work havoc 
among all classes of the inhabitants. 
This, however, has not prevented French 
women from going to the colony, even before 


it was under complete subjugation. As a 
rule, the women were the wives and daugh- 
ters of men colonists. 

In Madagascar women have had a double 
mission, that of colonists and that of pacifi- 


’ eators or mediators between the natives and 


their conquerors. The French occupation 
of the land of the Hovas has been one con- 
tinuous, rigorous, military eampaign. The 
natives have learned to know their rulers 
by their arms, their cruelty, and their op- 
n. Despotism of the most abominable 
gort has characterized every day of the 
French reign. The unfortunate Hovas have 


seen their country devastated, their property 
seized, their political organization destroyed, 


their Queen carried into captivity. They 


have submitted through fear, but they have 
an innate hatred for everything French, and 
are only waiting an opportunity to be re-

RACE OF FEMINISTS. 


The Hovas as a race are well worth study, 
and are one of the most curiously interesting 
races of people in the world, Women of ad- 
vance@® notions would call them feminists, 
for they allow their women an absolute 
equality with men even in the matter of 
crime, which the civilized world permits 
men to indulge in but refuses to tolerate in 
women. | 

The Hovas claim to be a royal race, the 

descendants of the ancient seigneurs. who 
conquered the country, and they have @ pro- 
found contempt for the proconsulate of Gen- 
eral Gallieni, of the “ sons of the 
pavement,” as they politely term their 
French Governors. In the estimation: of 
these people their own last Queen, Rana 
volo, was a parvenu—a sort. of a Louis 
Phillippe in skirts—but the French are worse 
in the opinion of the proud Hovas, who form. 
the rich cast and formerly owned'the jand. 
_ There is an absolute equality between the’ 
two sexes. What is admissible for one #~ 
toleratéd ify the other. Girl children are as 
welcome as boy babies. This is particu- 
larly remarkable, as the black and yellow 
races usually consider the birth of a girl 
infant in the light of a misfortune. Mater- 
nity is the glory of the Hova woman. Their 
manner of regarding the birth of a child fs 
almost poetic. 

The'eHova men never attach the least im- 

ce to what their wives may have done 
in the past. The green-eyed monster is 
never retrospective—indeed, to be jealous of 
a woman’s past would render the husband 
ridiculous in the eyes of his cast. However, 
oncethe marriage union has been regularly 
established and a family founded the’ con- 
duct of the wife must be beyond reproach. 


SLAVES BOUGHT AND SOLD. 
Officially slavery no longer exists in Made 
agascar, but, as in Tonquin, in practice hus 
man beings are bought and sold. Curiously 
enough, after the French government openly 
proclaimed the abolition of slavery in Mad- 


| agascar, General Gallieni, the governmént 


agent, when he went to take charge of the 
country, asked the home office this remarke 
able question. 

“I wish to know who is responsible for 
the abolition of slavery, which may have ® 
bad effect upon the security of the country 
which is my mission to establish? For this 
reason ft is necessary that the responsibility 
in the slavery question be well established.” 

The home office replied that the govern- 
ment, through the Minister of Colonies, had 
issued the anti-slavery proclamation, where- 
upon General Gallieni sent the following 
scandalous circular to all the native Gov- 
ernors: 

“You have received the official journal; 
you have seen the decree proclaiming the 
emancipation of slaves; and you have a 
this posted up in the form of a placard all 
over the country. This must surprise thé 
people. Convoke them in a public reunion 
to beg them not to grow excited over noth- 
ing, because they abuse the sense of this 
decision—a simple verbal formula in usage 
among Europeans, but having no conse 
quences in Madagascar.

TRAVEL DIFFICULT. | 
Traversing different parts of Madagascar 
is a most difficult feat, though rather amus-~- 
ing, if one can endure the fatigue. There 
ure neither carriages nor trains, and one 
must make the journey, however long, tn 
ungainly chairs, carried by native “ coolies ” 
who trot along at an even pace, 


or 
It takes at least eight porters to carry 


a 
chair, and eight more to change off with 


them along the route, and one is obliged toe 


travel about with this retinue. It is easy to 
realize the dauntiess courage which French 


women who have been colonized must have 


to undertake the voyages neces- 
sary to penetrate Into the interior country. 
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NDER the sociological division I have { 


gathered some subjects which belong 
elsewhere, but which are intimately 
related to the social side. 

The statistics or records kept by an in- 
stitution are usually meager and are al- 
most valueless to the sociologist. Such as | 
could be secured from these are the follow- 
ing: 

Regarding the crimes - for which these 
women are incarcerated the Blackwell's Is- 
land records show the typical workhouse. | 
Taking the number incarcerated for the 
three summier months of 1899, we have 1,451. 
“Of this number 942 were for disorderly con-: 
duct, 369 for intoxication, 122 for vagrancy, 
12 for petit larceny, 8 for keeping disorderly 
houses. Typical of the penitentiary may be 
used Joliet. Of 88 prisoners, 19 were for 
robbery,. 28 for larceny, murder 17, man- 
slaughter 6, burglary 11, receiving stolen 
goods 1, keeping girls 2, forgery 2, assault 1, 
conspiracy 1. The nationality is given in 
each case, but I refrain from using this be- 
causeJ am unable to secure the population of 
the particular nationality and its percentage 
df crimihals. The civil condition of: the 
3/451 workhouse prisoners shows that 1,012 
are married and 439 single. The proportion 
of divorces and separations is large. Out of 
twenty of these 1,451 which I measured four- 
teen of which were married, there were eight 
divorced and three widowed. 

In ascertaining the social condition and the 
kind of influence actirig. upon these people I 

ve laid stress upon the occupation. Of 
the 1,451, 1,298 were doniestics, 125 house- 
Keepers, eight laundresses; seven cooks, 


~ three dressmakers, fwd ‘ach of operators, 


laborers, and peddlers, and one each of ac- 
tresses, seamstresses, and musicians. It is 
true that occupation is often a matter of 
necessity, not of choice, and that there are 
widely varying degrees of intelligence and 
morality in the same occupation. But grant- 
ing this, there is, after all, a commor prin- 
ciple. Let us take domestics or laundresses 
as an illuStration,; using the urban type. 
There are certain requirements of them 
individually and asaclass. Certain training 
and proficiency are required. This is one 
common factor. They are subjected to sim- 
lar social environment and similar oppor- 
tunities. Some may. be better and some 
Worse, but this is‘a second comfhon factor. 
Whether in the occupation by choice or ne- 
Cessity there is a certain congenfality with it 

certain capacity which limits them to 
it—else. they drift into idleness or create 
new opportunities. There is approximately 
the same quality of education, and they are 
subjected to similar temptations and enjoy

INFLUENCE OF OCCUPATION 


The deficient education, lack of 
training, peculiar temptation, and 
attitude toward things contribute amo 
other things to determine the 
Moral standard.

ably because here the degree of self-respect 
is lower and there is more abandon. Crim- 
inal women recognize, this caste among 
themselves, and the women at the peniten- 
tiary at Blackwell’s always spoke slightingly 
and contemptuously of the workhouse pris- 
oners. Often the workhouse people would 
answer my questions regarding their habits 
in such phrases as these: * O, my yes,"’ “ of 
course,” “like a trooper” (swearing), 
“surg.” Contrasted with this is a woman 
who was illegitimate and had an iMegitimate 
child, who had known but little training ex- 
cept that of the street and was a peddier by 
occupation. Upon asking her if she swore 
she said, in the most aggrieved, sanctimon- 
ious way, ‘'O, no, I seldom have any bad 
thoughts.’’ This is probably more than the 
average citizen could say, eyen granting a 
difference in standards. , 

From the workhouse the following is the 
result: Out of thirty people measured 
twenty-seven used alcohol,.seven chewed 
tobacco, eight smoked, thirteen swore, fif- 
teen used snuff, and about seven-eighths 
were immoral. Probably the number who 
take snuff is too small, for it is used exten- 
sively. The utmost vigilance cannot keep 
it out, for it is smuggled in im the clothing 
and by visitors. It is med as a substitute 
for alcohol and tobaccos’ In epe institution 
the matron said: “ 


maintain discipline, the women are sp iIr-: 
ritable and unruly. We find it better to let 
them have it.’” Of course when women 
are sent to these institutions for periods 
varying from ten days to six months any

inmates. Out of fifty-five women the records 
show twenty-seven who swear, eighteen 
who smoke, five who use tobacco, twenty- 
nine who use alcohol. From twenty meas- 
ured I find alcohol, six; chewing tobacco, 
one; smoking, three; snuff, seven, Snuff is 
more rigorously excluded from the peni- 
tentiaries. | 


THE MARITAL RELATION. 

Of a tahle of eighty-six women compiled. 
from the penitentiary records, fifty were 
married. Out of another table of forty- 
nine women, thirty-five were married and 
eleven were divorced. This would tend to 
indicate that more married than unmarried 
women find their way into these places. If 
the number of children is taken into consid- 
eration another interesting fact comes out. 
In the case of forty-four married women, I 
find an aggregate of forty-eight children, a 
fraction over one to each woman. The 
thirty-three married women measured have 
only twenty-eight children, less than an 
average of one each. These results may vary 
with locality. From the number of cases in- 
vestigated and recorded nearly two-thirds 
of the criminals are married, and, bearing 
in mind the fecundity of the class from 
which criminals. come, the proportion of 
children is small. | 

In some instances, however, investigation 
shows that the habitual frequenters of the 
workhouses may have a number of children, 
many of these being found in refuge homes. 
In cities ike Cincinnati, where there is often 
& large number of progeny in each family, 
the same order from court which sends the 
mother to the workhouse will convey the 
children to the refuge. 

From the paragraphs referring.io the. 
letters written by these women, it will be 
seen that only a small percentage go to 
relatives, showing that home ties are weak- 
ened, or do not exist. 

The statement is often made that when 
women become degraded they are more so 
than are men. So far as recidivisin goes, 
I find that out of seventy-one women at 
Joliet, thirty-four, or not quite one-haif, 
have been previously arrested. They have 
reached the penitentiary, as their previous 
arrests show, by the routes of bad associates. 

While I have made a careful study of the 
religion of these people, and while it might 
show that superstition and ignorance are 
more closely related to some religions, or 
that those involving emotional elements 
appeal more strongly to this class, yet they 
are interrelated with nationality, and their 
value is not sufficient to Warrant arousing 
a war of differing opinions. 

The statement is so often made that crim- 
inals are not uneducated. If by education 
one means merely readihg and writing this 
might be granted, but if one judges by the 
degree of school attendance, by the char- 
acter of the letters written, by the associa- 
tion. of ideas, and by the way in which things 


‘are thought out and about, the conclusion 


must be different. Out of ninety-five women 
(penitentiary) thirty-four reported “‘ com- 
mon school,” thirteen read and write, eleven 
illiterate, limited twenty-one, convent five, 
high school one. I. found that “ common 
school’ might mean barely able to read or 
the fluency of &® grammar grade. Out o* 
sixty women measured and who represent 
the best among the criminal class, I obtained

Nevertheless 
It indicates in each case the same moral 
tone, the same degree of fastidiousness, 
worse in woman because of unaccustomed- 
ness. When we say women-are worse than 
men we fail to judge them by the same 
standard and apply a woman's standard, 
which is manifestly illogical. Furthermore, 
we fail to realize that the standards of

woman we persistently do 80 according to 
the standard with which we are familiar. 
In judging it seems to me we should do so 
according to what others in, that stratum.

We read the account of the rebellion of.

Food for the moralist who bewails idle- 
ness will be found in the facts gleaned about 
‘the industriousness of these women, The 
causes predisposing to idieness may be bio- 
logical Or’ svcial, but it is certainly a factor 
in this problem. Out of 115 persons, 60 ad- 
mitted that they were idle before the com- 
mission. oftheir crime. Matrons in charge 
of the womeh and who have come to know 
the: old ‘offenders well state that about two-- 
thirds of them are idle. when arrested, 
Whethér Jt ig by choice or by necessity can- 
nbdt always be learned. Sometimes the in- 
dividudliaby nature lazy, but it is more often 
due to the impossibility of securing work. or 
to her lack of interest in the only kind of 
work she is fitted todo.

RELIGIOUS STRAINS. 


One rather surprising fact is that morall- 
ty is so distinct from religion in the lives 
of these women. Many are devout church 
members, weuld not neglect 4 prayer, and 
yet they will plan revenge and plot crimes, 
asking God to aid them in their successful 
execution. A well-known inebriate, whose 
moral sense was in no wise hurt by being 
found drunk in the gutter, was a most devout 
adherent of the Episcopal service and spoke 
enthusiastically of its points of beauty, ap- 
preciating all of its form andluxury as only 


one of her education and training could, 


In thre women the writer has seen there bas 
been this: strong vein of religion, with a les- 
ser concept of morality. This mayor may 
not be true of the normal classes. | 
The series of wishes from the reform 
school show immaturity of mind and many 


of them are characteristically children’s 


wishes. They refer mostly to the desire up- 
Through these 


shown the persistency with which these girls 
cling to their homes and parents, even when 
so degraded. Thus, a large proportion of 
them are for letters, asking for visits from 
parents. There are many wishes for mental 
and mora! improvement, due to the pres- 
ence of the school and their awakening 
mental activity. 

It may be interesting to note some of the 
facts gleaned from the letters written by 
these people. Varying with the institu- 
tion somewhat, the rule is that prisoners 
may write home once a month, and upon 
holidays. From two groups of these letters, 
containing seventy-one and sixty-one let- 
ters, I made a tabulatien of the things writ- 
ten about, also some abstracts. Out of 400 
women, and with the privilege of writing 
only once a month (the material and stamps 
| being furnished by the State), the percent- 
age of letters, sixty-one and seventy-one, is 
small, less than one-sixth of the total. This 
can be explained at least partly by the fact 
that many cannot read and write; the sen- 
tences of many are short; many do not wish 
others to know they are in the workhouse; 
few have relatives and friends, to whom they 
write, except for favors. There is only a 
small variety topics treated of in each 


letter. 


thirty-six are addressed to friends, twenty 
being male and sixteen female; twenty-six 
to relatives, sixteen male and ten female; 
eight, business letters. From the tone of 
the letters I should judge that many of the 
*“ friends ’’ were associates within their line 
of living. Often’the writers included/sev- 
eral topics in a letter, but they were gen- 


the purpose of making a request. The let- 
ters contained the following, the number 
referring to the people using them: Ask- 
ing others to write, 19; to use influence for 
release, 18; for money, 18; reference to re- 
forming, 14; desire for visits, 13; expressions 
of affection, 12; desire for work, 12; refer- 
ence fo illness, 12; joy at receiving mail, 8; 
desire for clothes, 8; reference to drink, 6; 
regret for the past, 6; expression of pride, 
4; rebuke or sarcasm, 4; loneliness, 3; ref- 
erence to children, 2; to forgiveness, 2; de- 
sire for reading, 2. 

The .result from the second series was: 
Request for clothes, 32; for letters, 15; for 
visits, 15; reference to illness, 14; gratitude 
for letters, 13; requests for money, 13; desire 
for work, 13; for release from workhouse, 11; 
regret at being in workhouse, 11; expression 
of affection, 11; of grief and suffering, 10; 
reference to children, 9; to reform, 9; to 
pride, 8; loneliness, 4; for reading, 3; forgive- 
ness, 2; domestic trouble, 2; anger or sar- 
casm, 1. 

The references to illness are large because 
of the diseased condition in which many of 
them arrive; and they use it as an appeal to 
sympathy in order to secure release. The 
number referring to clothing is so large be- 
cause of the condition in which they arrive 
and of their desire to look respectable when 
sober. The articles of clothing most asked 
for are skirts, hats, and corsets. 

The expressions of affection nearly always 
are addressed to husband or children, rarely 
to friends. 

e mp is usually asked for in small quan- 
es. 

Pride occurs most frequently in the letters 
to relatives and employers. 

The business letters are petitions for re- 
lease or requests for positions. 


SPECIMEN LETTERS. 


The following are extracts from the letters 
and will show many facts: 

I write you asking you not to refuse the dollar 
I asked for, as I shall need it on the 11th of 
‘August to get a room for it, and as soon as I 
can get my work back again I can send it to 
you. I know I will be on the streets again if 
you don’t help me a little. . If you only 
knew how I have to get along without a pro- 
tector since I was left alone. It is all well for 
people as has means to live, but it seems as 
though I would never get along without some 
one there. I'm going out in September without 
ore cent or a shelter; do, for God's sake, send 
me a dollar or I'll be on the streets again. 
Every time I think of mother not g ‘ing mea 
trade, it was such a sin. 

This shows clearly the desire to lead a dif- 
ferent life, and yet habit is so strong, and 
the environment so unfavorable, that any 
money received is often the means of send- 
ing these women back to the workhouse 
within a few days. 

Will you please be kind enough to send m=: my 
onelt and pawn tickets? I know that you don’t 
egre; you would not.even waste two cents on 
sending me a letter for fear it would disgrace 
you in the eyes of some of your high-toned 

” friends: am sorry I can’t write just how I feel. 
I would give them the uttermost sentiments of 
my mind. I never thought you could act in the 
way you have. However. it is better now that 
I know, as I can get work and take care of my- 
self, if God spares me to get over my trouble. 
This letter is from a young woman to a 

male friend. The tenor is milder than it. 

would have been had not the rules of the 
institution prohibited all profanity and other 
objectionable language. This letter brings 
out a noteworthy fact. The matrons say 

.that during the first part of their sentences 

these women seem friendless, but a few days 

before their release they are looked up by 
friends and some small presents brought to 

them. 

I got into trouble simple and I got three 
months and I did not have time to say any- 
thing. I was taken before Judge —— for the 
first time in my life, so I heard that if any one 
had any influence they could get you out, it be- 
ing the first time, so I thought on you. I hope 
I am not making myself too bold, but I am so 
heart broken that I don’t know what I ans do- 
ing, s0 forgive me and remember a miserable 
sinner.*’ 

This letter is written to a comparative 
stranger. From the reform school I have 
some 100 letters written to me, and the man- 
ner of signing is interesting.

This is a mild expression of the feeling 
many of the women have toward the police 
and the courts:

I have fully made up 
my mind to leave liquor alone in the future and 
lead a different life. It is not from choice that 
I do wrong, but drink gets the best of me when I 
take it. 

This undoubtedly represents the state of

I was érrested on 
Tuesday evening, for my duughter Elsie went tq 
the hospital last week under a fearful operation. 
I was happy at home until she went away, and 
then tt completely upset me. I was caring for 
the house and the baby when my daughter’s hus- 
band came in with a bad temper, and commenced 
to talk to me without any cause and spoke so 
unkind to» me that I was compelled to leave the 
house. I do not want my child to know of this, 
for it would kill her under the circumstances, 
Do please come and see me, for I almost crazy, 
and I know you can make it all right. Do, for 
God’s sake, come as soon as you can, for lam 
so worried about Elske. Please come as soon aa 
you can, for God will bless you for being kind to 
a poor, weary mother. 


LEARNED A LESSON. 


This letter was written to one of the city 
missionaries who work among these women 
and assist them in obtaining paroles and 


positions. 

The law you sent me here under (my first 
term) will be up on Sept. 11. In the meantime 
my home in B—— I've not heard from, nor my 
clothing, and I've got no way to let a poor old 
widowed mother know of my being in this 
place, and a few days’ freedom now will make 
a world of difference. She is, or was. in poor 
health, having heart trouble. I'd mo ~-way 
breaking the news to her. I Was tmmocent t 
a certain extent, guilty to the extent of'wishing 
to see scenes I'd never witnessed before—and 
more. I’ve learned a lesson. I’ve been ill eve? 
since being here, and almost crazy about home, 
as my mother is in the South. What others 
think at home I dare not conjecture. I would 
not ask your leniency before, for I felt I'd 
deserved it. My father was a Master Mason, 
a Knight of Honor and a gentleman. The 
name of my family I’ve kept, but M—— is good 
enough. I was more frightened than intoxi-’ 
cated, sir. That I never was wholly. Hoping 
you will confer a lasting favor wpon a poor 
Southern girl who is absolutely friendless ex- 
copt for the one this place has lost me.

This letter is fllustrative of many that 

are written to the Judges by whom thes« 

women are sentenced.

LATE REALIZATION. 


The following letter is from a wayward 
girl to her brother, who was placed in the 
institution by hér mother toreform her. Be- 
fore attempting reformatory measures the 
writer would suggest that the institution be 
investigated. No place, except the haunts 
of the inmates, are more calculated to ex- 
tend the knowledge of evil and immoraiity 
than are workhouses. The risks run do not 
justify the “ lesson taught ’’: 

See what I’ve come to. I’ve been sick since last 
Wednesday and I do not think I will live to see 
any of you again, if I'm not taken out of here. 
It is something terrible. I don't know how 
mamma could put me into a place like this, 
where the lowest and the mearest of people are. 
It you could see half of what I’ve seen you would 
be heart-broken. Try and make mama with- 
draw the complaint and I'll see if I can’t turn 
over a new leaf. I know I done wrong to carry on 
the way I did in the courtroom, and also the way 
I greeted mamma last week when she came to 
se2 me, but, as you know, I’ve always been 
stubborn, but I can tell you the stubbornness is 
being taken out of me here between the grub and 
no sleep at night. ... 

From the reform school, where the ages 
range from 10 to 18 years, the letters (fifty 
in number) embodied the following: Desire 
to see relatives or return home, 31; .report- 
ing on study or work, 19; reference to out 
of doors, 13; about the school, 14; good reso- 
lutions, 12; reference to. progress in school 
or work, 11; to religion, 7; to music, 4; desire 
to return to the city, 2; desire for excite- 
ment, 1; homesickness, 1. From a lower 
grade (forty letters): Desire to return home 


‘or see parents, 15; reference to work, 7; to 


out of doors, 6; study,4: religion, 4; to the 
school, 3; to music, 1. This lower grade 
contains the dullest, least promising girls. 
No restrictions, excepting the asking for 
candy or food and expressing the desire to 
go out on parole are placed upon what is 
written. 

In proportion to the number of people in- 
carcerated the number of visitors is small. 
This is partly explained by the financial 
condition of these people and because of the 
weak sympathetic ties. Whenever visitors 
do come they almost invariably bring them 
some small article. This does not, however, 
apply to negroes. They seem to be more 
clannish, are better cared for, and secure 
their release sooner. They receive more 
visits as a rule. Another interesting feature 
regarding the negro. is that although they 
come from equally low haunts they are al- 
ways more cleanly and are better

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WOLSELEY AS 


A SCAPEGOAT, 


Ex-Attache Says He Is 
Blamed Wrongly for 
British Reverses. 


1S SHORN OF POWER. 


Long Had Advocated Measures | 
That Might Have Pre- 


vented Losses. _ 


OPPOSED BY POLITICS. 


NGLAND’S Parliament meets this 
week for the first time since the 
humiliating British reverses that 
have signalized the early stages of 
the war with the Transvaal, and it is 

already apparent that it will be in every 
sense of the word a War department session. 
While it is possible that subsequent suc- 
cesses may close the mouths of some critics, 
yet the tone of the recent utterances of the’ 
entire British press, irrespective of party 
‘polities, has been such as to indicate that a 
storm is about to burst over the head of the 
office in Pall Mall and will sweep down upon 
the military authorities from every quarter 
of the House of Commons. 

The English people realize that their army 
costs them annually, within a few million 
dollars, as much as that of Germany, of 
France, or of Russia, while it is nearly 
twice as expensive as that of Austria~Hun- 
gary, and that on the first occasion when it 
has been put into the field against a white 
foe and a civilized power it has been found 
wanting. The British taxpayer is convinced 
that he has not got his money’s worth; that 
through incompetence and mismanagement 
in the expenditure of the nearly $100,000,000 
which he devotes each year to the mainte- 
nance of the army he has been subjected to 
defeats by a handful of farmers. And this 
being the case, he is firmly resolved to ascer- 


tain the identity of the officials responsible ; 


for this condition of affairs and to call them 
to strict account, subjecting the War de- 
partment to a radical process of investiga- 
tion and reform. 


Wolseley as a Scapegoat. 

That the government is disposed to make 
a scapegoat of Field Marshal Lord Wolse- 
ley and to endeavor to place upon his 
shoulders the burden for everything that 
has gone wrong in south Africa is speerens 
from the significant utterance of the Under 
Secretary of State for the War department 
in the weekly newspaper of which he is the 
acknowledged proprietor, to the effect thas 
“it is a public misfortune that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army has not all 
the vigor of his prime,” and again, *‘ equally 
patent is it that in moments of stress great 
disadvantage arises from,the practice of 
English public Nfe to exclude a man from 
places of high authority until he has passed 
the meridian of mental and physical 
strength.” 

Other organs of the administration have 
followed suit, declaring that the blame for 
every mistake that has been made lies at the 


door not of the civilian side of the War de- 


partment. but of the military branch, 
against which latter alone criticism must be 
directed. Mr, Balfour, the First Lord of the 
Treasury, has said as much in his platform 
speeches at Manchester, and finally the ad- 
ministration has issued an intimiation to its 
supporters that it intends to stand together, 
to decline to sacrifice any of its members, 
and if necessary to fall together. 

Now, there are, so far as the general public 
knows, two predominant figures at the 
War department—namely: the Secretary of: 
State for War, who is the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, arid the Commander-in-Chief, who id 
Lord Wolseley. Inasmuch as the govern- 
ment admits that cruel mistakes have been 
made, for which it is necessary to hold some 

‘ one or another responsible, and seeing that 
it makes the cause of the Marquis of Lans- 
downe its own, it naturally follows that it 
will make an attempt to sacrifice Lord Wol- 
seley to the popular fury. 


Lord Lansdowne’s Power. 


Lord Wolseley labors under the disad- 
vantage of possessing no political influence. 


. He is not a favorite at court, and he owes 
his present appointment as Commander+in- 


Chief to a Liberal administration. Lord 
Lansdowne, on the other hand, commands 
an immense amount of political and social 
power. Himself the head of the House of 
Fitzmaurice, he is, through his wife—a sister 
of the Duke of Abercorn—allied to the so- 
called “‘ Hungary Hamiltons” and to the 
Spencer Churchills, while his chief ally and 
representative in the House of Commons, 
the Under Secretary of State for War, is to- 


_ day the stepfather of the young Duke of 


Westminster, who, as the greatest grou 
landlord in the United Kingdom, is Rhie te 
command a degree of territorial influence in 
politics that is absolutely unique. 

Can it be wondered under the circum- 
stances that the government, called upon to 
choose between Lord Lansdowne, the states- 
man, and Lord Wolseley, the battle-scarred 
veteran, should prefer to sacrifice the latter 
to public irritation, not for the good of the 
nation but for the benefit of the Tory- 
Unionist party and administration? 

The position of Lord Wolseley is so little 
understood abroad, and even his own coun- 
trymen are so grossly ignorant of its true 
character, that a few words of explanation 
may help to elucidate the cable dispatches 

' Which for the next few weeks will contain 
brief accounts of the parliamentary conflicts 
which are certain to rage on the subject of 
the British War department. The remarks 
probably will gain in interest from the fact 
that they come from the pen of one who has 
known Lord Wolseley for some twenty years 
or more, who is acquainted with the gen: 
erosity of his character, and who can speak 

insuperable diffic 
he has been handicapped. 


Favors Modern Methods. 
Briefly speaking, ae Wolseley has been 
soldier to realize that th 
¢onditions of raoderr warfare are entirety 
different from those which prevailed in the 
early, part of the century, and even as late 
as the Crimean campaign and the civil war 
in this country. He was the first to ap- 
preciate that war had ceased to be a mere 
question of grit, pluck, and indifference to 
_ the sacrifice of human life, but had devel- 
* oped, on the contrary, into a mathematical 
science. He was the pioneer of the student 
soldiers in England, and precisely in the 
same way that the famous German Field 
Marshal Moltke made a point of following 
the Franco-Austrian, and even the Crimean 
wars, for the purpose of acquiring informa- 
tion, so did Lord Wolseley, at that time a 
young Lieutenant Colonel, follow in per- 
sem all the principal. events of the civil 
war, Sometimes with General Lee and at 
other moments at the headquarters of the 
union army, with the idea of turning the 
knowledge thus obtained to subsequent 
good account in the ,English srmy. 
deed, Wolseley’s book on General Lee is 
regarded by all the War departments of 
the old world as one of the standard works 
on the titanic struggle between the North 
and the South five and thirty years ago. 
On his return to England Wolseley became 
the coworker of old- Lord Cardwell, who 
was the Secretary of State for 
War at the time. and who, known 
to the general public principally as the man 
who abolished the iniquitous purchase ‘of 
officers’ commissions, shares in reality with 
Wolseley the credit of having introduced 
the present short service and reserve sys- 


tem. 

Had Cardwell and Wolseley had their 
way they probably would have introduced 
compulsory military service—that is to say, 
enforced the provisions of the existing 
militia law, at present a dead letter—as the 
‘best means of plecing Great Britain on a 
footing of military equality with the other 
great powers of Burope. But as public 
opinion .was opposed to anything of the 
kind, they tock a leaf.out of the book of 
King Frederick William III. of Prussia.

There 
was never more than the stipulated number 
of men with the colors. But as soon as they 
had completed their military training they 
made way for others, and were enrolled in 
the reserve. The consequence was that when 
the coalition of powers against Napoleon 
took place Prussia was able to put into the 
field under the command of Field Marshal 
Blucher an army, not of 40,000 men, but of 
near 200,000 trained soldiers. 4 

It is thanks tc the adoption of a scheme 


Wolseley that England has been able to put 
into the field in south Africa a well-equipped 
and well-trained army of near 160,000 men 
without reducing the military forces in 
India below their normal strength, and 
without leaving any point of the vast Brit- 
ish Empire lacking its ordinary and ade- 
quate protection. 

At the time of the Crimean war England 
experienced the utmost difficulty in sending 
out an army of 25,000 men to take part in 
the siege of Sebastopol, and when more sol- 
diers were, needed was reduced to the ex- 
tremity of hiring foreign mercenaries, who 
brought in_many cases disgrace and shame 
upon the British flag. Today, thanks to. 
Cardwell and Wolseley, England is able not 
only to dispense with the assistance of for- 
eign mercenaries, but even to hesitate about 
putting any militiamen or volunteer soldiers 
into the field, finding that the reserves, who 
have responded in the most patriotic manner 
to the call upon their services, have supplied 
the crown with all the military strength 
which it needs. 


Their Reforms Opposed. 

It is doubtful whether there are many peo- 
ple, save the personal friends of Lord Wolse- 
ley and Lord Cardwell, who recall the bitter 
opposition which these two men were called 
upon to face in carrying out this work of 
military reform. Lord Cardwell, a gentle, 
sensitive, and high-spirited man, felt so 
crueliy the abuse heaped upon him by people 
of high and low degreé that he may be said 
to have died of a broken heart. Lord Wolse- 
ley, fortunately, was made of sterner stuff, 
and continued his way undismayed by either 
newspaper abuse or by military and political 
intrigue. of his most relentless oppo- 
nents was the old Duke of Cambridge, the 
then Commander-in-Chief, who declared 
that Cardwell and Woleeley between them 


| were ruining the army, and who never neg- 


lected any opportunity of putting obstacles 
in their way or of publicly or privately 
viling them. 

In fact Wolseley may be said to have car- 
ried every reform at the sword’s point. 

Finally it became so apparent to every one 
that the old Duke was a bar to every species 
of military progress and reform that he was 
compelled by the last LAberal administration 
to resign, Wolseley being appointed in his 
place. The Liberal Cabinet, foreseeing the 
possibility of the command-in-chief of the 
army, which is theoretically a prerogative 
of the crown, being vested at some future 
time in the hands of another royal Prince— 
namely: the Duke of Connaught—resolved 
to surround the office with a sufficient num- 
ber of safeguards and restrictions to prevent 
its holder from ever having the power again 
to become such an impediment to the admin- 
istration of the army as was the Duke of 
Cambridge. The consequence is that today 
Lord Wolseley is Commander-in-Chief 
merely in name, is in every sense of the word 
subordinate to the Secretary of State for 
War, and, while possessing more prestige, 
has perhaps even less power and influence 
than the Adjutant General. 


Limits to His Power, 

The Commander-in-Chief today is thing 
more than the technical adviser oa the £ Secre- 
tary of State for War, who may or may not 
accept Lord Wolseley’s recommendations, as 
he sees fit. It is not6rious that for the last 
six months, at any rate, the Commander-in- 
Chief has been persistently ignored by Lord 
Lansdowne, who has turned a deaf ear to 
all his suggestions. Thus all Lord Wolseley’s 
friends ure aware that he urgently and per- 
sistently advised the dispatch, months before 
war was declared, of at least one fully 
equipped army corps to south Africa. He 
was likewise strongly in favor of the un- 
limited enroliment of local colonial forces 
knowing by his former south African ex. 
»} perience tlie value of the services of these 
men, who are inured to all the Boer tactics 
and tricks, besides which their codperation 
appealed to his strong spirit of imperialism.

Combinations of Colors.

They are absolutely in- 
dependent of his control, take no directions 
or even advice from him, and correspond over 
his head directly with the Secretary of State 
for War. Needless to add, he has not been 
consulted with regard to their selection, and 
in the cases of at least three commanders 
now at the front he first learned of their ap- 
pointment through the newspapers. 

} Skill Shown in Mobilization. 

There is but one branch of the military 
administration over which Lord Wolseley 
has enjoyed absolute and undisputed con- 
trol—namely: that of the mobilization and 
of the reserves, and this, it may be pointed 
out, is one feature of the present war which 
has been so entirely successful as to excite 
the warmest degree of admiration at Berlin 
and at other military centers on the con- 
tinent. For it is only military men who are 
aware of the clever organization and the 
skill that have been required not merely to 
mobilize an army of 160,000 men, but alsv 
to convey it, fully equipped, to the field of 
operations more than 7,000 miles away from 
home, in the space of a few weeks. 

Lord Wolseley has frequently been blamed 
for his optimism. But the latter has been 
fully justified ds far as the scheme of re- 
serve and mobilization which he devised and 
created are concerned, while the fact that a 
man should maintain a sunny temperament 
and a hopeful disposition in the face of every 
kind of trial and anndyance is to his credit 
rathe than a matter for criticism. The in- 
quiry has been made as to why he should 
not have taken the step of resigning when 
he found his advice flouted by the Secretary 
of State for War and his every recommenda- 
tion ignored. But in the first place soldiers 
such as Lord Wolseley are not’in the habit 
of abandoning the post of duty, especially 
at the outbreak of a war, while if the pres- 
ent Commander-in-Chief had tendered his 
resignation every time that his counsel had 
been spurned he would never, have been able 

to place the British army upon such a foot- 
ing as that which, despite of its reverses in 
south Africa, it enjoys today. 

It cannot be denied, however, that its 
showing would have been much better had 
his recommendations been followed, instead 
of being pigeonholed like those of his old 
friend and comrade, General Sir William 
Butler, a scientific soldier like himself, who, 
while commander at the Cape, urgently ad- 
vised the placing of the frontiérs.of.Natal 
in a proper state-of defense, pointing out the 
need of heavy’ guns and the fact that th 
Boers were altogether underrated. 

Nothing is more amusing for those who are 
acquainted with the facts of the case than 
to hear people, such as Kipling, Yor instance, 
accuse Lord Wolseley of self-advertisement 
and of currying favor with the press on that 
account. For there is no Pnglish soldier 
now living who has been so constantly and 
consistently abused by the press as the pres- 
ent Commander-in-Chief. . 


ae Gordon Was Not Relieved. | 
Te are two points to which I should li 
to draw attention before concluding ee 
letter. Lord Wolseley has sometimes been 
blamed for not reaching Khartum in time 
to rescue his friend, “China” Gordon. It 
was through no fault of his that the de- 
parture of the expeditionary relief force from 
England was delayed until too late, Mr. 
Gladstone and the late Lord Granville stop- 
ping the way and turning a deaf ear to all 
the mingled entreaties, remonstrances, and 
recommendations of Lord Wolseley and of 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, who then occupied 
& minor office in the Cabinet, but who was 
with Wolseley heart and soul in the matter. 
With regard to the charges of selfishness 
brought against Lord Wolseley, no better 
proof of the falsity of this accusation.can be 
given than the loyalty and devotion with 
which he is regarded by the so-called Wolse- 
ley men, who are the brightest officers of the 
army, and the fact that he risked his sover- 
cign’s favor in a vain attempt to secure ene 
rehabilitation of a particularly gallant, but 
unfortunate comrade—namely: poor Valen- 
tine Baker.

PARTITION 
OF ALASKA. 


Territory of “Seward” May 
- Be Carved Out of Its 
Pan-Handle. 


HOME OF THLINGITS. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—A 
new United States Territory, to be 
called “ Seward,” is the latest. It 
is proposed to “‘ dock ’’ the ragged, 
southeastern tail of our monster 

Alaska, to give this severed appendage a 
full Territorial government, and to name it 
after the statesman who negotiated with 
Russia for the purchase of our arctic pos- 
session. The Senate Committee on Terri- 
tories has the scheme under quiet considera- 
tion, and it is likely to reach bill form at an 
early date. It is believed to embody the 
solution of the knotty Alaskan problem. 

To be more definite, it is proposed to con- 
tinue the long, straight, eastern boundary of 
Alaska through Mount St. Elias to the Pa- 
cific. All belonging to us below this line, or 
what is now known as the “ pan-~handle 
district,’’ is to be included in the new terri- 
tory. With a length of 800 miles and a 
breadth of from 200 to twenty-five miles, it 
will contain a total area greater than that 
of Indian Territory. Nearly half of this 
will consist of islands interspersed with 
wide channels. 

It is the most thickly settled portion of 
Alaska. It contains more than a fourth of 
the population of the entire Territory, of 
which it is but a meager fraction. A major- 
ity of the ent inhabitants and of 
those clamoring for full Territorial rights 
are coflected here. It is proposed to retain 
Sitka as the capital of Seward, in which 
event it will be mecessary to select a new 
seat of government for Alaska proper. While 
-the new Territory would be allowed, besides 
its own Governor, a Legistature and a Dele- 
gate in Congress, the great peninsula above 
would be left with ite present district gov- 
ernment, without a Legislature or Delegate. 


Alaska Must Be Subdivided. 


It is now realized that Alaska, with an 
area perhaps ten times 4s great as that of 
the whole of New England, never can be 
accepted as a single Territory or State. 
Ultimately it must be divided into many 
Territories, and, perhaps, States, and not 
until population advances within these areas 
can their form of government be improved. 
The formation of the new Territory of Sew- 
ard therefore will be but the first of many 
such partitions. It is estimated that in 
the spring and summer there will be 20,000 

ple at Cape Nome. may lay the 
foundation for @ population sufficiently 
permanent to warrant & séparate territorial 
government of their own before long. 

Seward, when plotted off, wil] contain for- 
ty-three villages. Ten years ago this strip 
of coast line, with its many outlying islands, 
_ contained more than 8000 inhabitants. 
Nearly 5,000 of these were men and over 
3,000 were women. But within the last 
decade the gold discoveries have attracted 
thousands of new peopl

The belt is of ivory white cloth, fastened 
at the back with a buckle covered with the 
cloth. The ivory cloth is ‘also introduced 
in the bodice and skirt in the form of round- 
ed shawl revers and side plaits.

shoulders and down the front, the brown 
bodice being cut out to show the heliotrope 
and meeting in front over the bust with a 
huge bow of wide heliotrope velvet ribbon, 
forming a sort of chou. The sleeyes are 
odd, being laid in side plaits and bound about 
with wide bands of ecru lace. The high 
stock is all of the lace, and a band of the 

lace borders the trailing skirt. . 

The big muff is of dark Alaska sable and 
the hat is a stunning affair of gray silk cov- 

ered with swathed folds of gray gauze or 
tulle, the masses of which are held down in 
front by a beautiful ornament of cut steel 
and brilliants. 


Two Simple Gowns. 


Two simple gowns are shown in another 
sketch. One is of navy blue French serge, 
trimmed with rows of black braid and hav- 
ing the bodice cut square at the neck to 
show a collar of crimson cloth spotted with 
black.

Roberts, while the women are often wont to 
take to themselves a plurality of husbands. 
The Edmunds law, if strictly applied here, 
would reap a rich harvest, and it is doubt- 
ful whether any native could come to the 
House of Representatives unchallenged. 
Although slavery became nominally ex- 
tinct upon Mr. Seward’s acquisition of Alas- 
ka, the descendants of slaves are treated as 
such today, being regarded as servants and 
menials. The original slaves were prisoners 
of war. Frequently the prisoners of one 
clan were purchased by members‘of another. 
When the number of wars dwindled under 
the régime of the United States, the supply 
of slaves was kept up by barter with the 
Flat-Head Indians of British Columbia. 
According to a bloodthirsty aboriginal cus- 
| tom of the Thlingits, the slaughter of a slave 
is part of the funeral ceremony of 4 chief 
or of the corner-stone laying of a new house 
built by a man of wealth and rank. In the 
latter ceremony the body of the vassal is 
buried beneath one of the corners of the 
edifice. The body of a dead chief is packed 
in a box and elevated upon poles. A dead 
freedman is cremated upon a funeral pyre; 
but the body of a slave is thrown into the 
sea, like that of a dog. 
Although in villages where there has been 
close contact with the whites such customs 
are no longer permitted, the old people in 
these settlements adhere to their primitive 
beliefs, and those natives scattered outside 
of the white man’s influence practice them 


as far as they can. i 
Believe in Witchcraft. 


Witchcraft is still a part of the religion of 
all. Recently there came to Sitka the report 
that the Indians up at Yakutat, in the north- 
ern end of the proposed Territory,were grow- 
ing uneasy over certain superstitions and 
were arming themselves fora general witch- 
hunt. The Governor, Judge, and Marshal, 
appreciating’ the seriousness of the report, 
made a hasty break for the gunboat sta- 
tioned at Sitka and hurried up the coast. 
They discovered that the natives had cap- 
tured the object of their suspicions and that 
they were making preparations for an elab- 
orate ceremony, during which she was to be 
clubbed to death. Inasmuch as these people 
are in uncommon dread of a vessel of war, 
the sight of the gunboat put an end to the 
festivities. 

Witch-beating is performed by the 
Thiingits with the aid of what are known as 
“devil's clubs’’—slender, tough stems, 
which grow to be eight feet long and cov- 
ered with long, sharp thorns. The natives 
also beat themselves with these as an exter- 
nal treatment for rheumatism. 

A man who recently returned from a scien- 
tific study of southeastern Alaska—the part 
in discussion—recently gave a graphic de- 
scription of a “‘ potlatch,’’ one of the most re- 
markable of Thiingit ceremonies. It con- 
sists primarily of a grand, free distribution 
of any and all kinds of property. Drinking. 
feasting, dancing, and gambling enter into it 
generously. The various purposes of such 
festivities are that the one providing it may 
become chief, gain high rank in Thiingit 
society, make reparation for some injury, 
take some one’s daughter to wife, insure 
thé good luck of a new house, or celebrate 
some happy event. 


An Alaskan “ Potlatch. ” 


The “‘ potilatch in question was held at 
Sitka as a jubilee in honor of the triumphal 
homecoming of a party of hair seal hunters, 
blessed with unusual luck. After the par- 
ticipants, painted and adorned with rugs 
and masks, had indulged in a fantastic dance 
in front of the “ ranch,” or Indian quarter, 
they ran about wildly, exchanging gifts on 
all sides, regardless of the utility of. the 
thing given or their opinions of those upon 
whom bestowed. | 

One native went about with an armful of 
stockings, handing them indiscriminately to 
men and women, each of whom received only 
one. Another, who had paid $72 at a store 
for a dozen blankets, made them worthless 
by tearing them into narrow strips and dis- 
tributed the fragments one at a time. Over 
a hundred bolts of calico were purchased 
and similarly disposed of. The increase of 
business at the stores a5 4 result of this one 
day’s performance amounted to over $2,000.

Agriculture and Foods. 


Uncle Sam recently instituted a weather 
observation station and an agricultural ex- 
periment station in this interesting strip of 
Alaska, and it !s believed that from now on 
great agricultural improvement will take 
place. The white Alaskans now live mostly 
on potatoes, turnips, cabbages, lettuce, peas, 
radishes, and rutabagas, as far as fresh vege- 
tables are concerned. The flour, sugar, and 
other prepared food materials imported for 
their uses are fast supplementing the dried 
fish and meats preserved in seal oil—former 
staples of the native diet. A still popular 
food of the natives, known as “ thlakusk,”’ 
is made from marine algae. 

The present boom in fox furs for woman's 
winter wear has awakened what appears to 
be a promising animal industry upon the 
small islands along the Alaskan coast. Blue 
foxes by the hundreds are being brought 
from the mainland, placed upon these 
islands, and propagated for their furs. Per- 
sons wishing to embark upon this industry 
may rent almost any of the smaller islands 
from the Treasury department for $100 a 
year. On each must be placed a keeper sup- 
plied with sufficient food to last from one 
season to another. The foxes feed upon 
dried fish and corn meal. They burrow be- 
neath rocks and trees and need no housing. 
Buildings on each island are required, how- 
ver. for storing their food and curing their 

ides.

torney General Griggs says that the 

new building for the Department 

of Justice, erected according to 

the plans already accepted, will 
cost half a million dollars more than was ex- 
pected, the total expenditure required being 
$1,500,000. Fortunately the government owns 
the site—a plot of ground just opposite the 
Treasury, respecting which, with its imme- 
— surroundings, some amusing stories are 
told. 

Commodore Rodgers a generation ago 
brought to Washington from Spain four 
Andalusian jackasses—no ordinary animals, 
be it understood, but jackasses of high de- 
gree and purest lineage. At that time such 
beasts were greatly wanted for breeding 
purposes in this country, and the long-eared 
quartet excited a vast deal of admiration. 
Henry Clay saw them and, being himself 
interested in the rearing of fine stock, was 
most anxious to possess one—so much 80, 
indeed, that he offered as a “swap ”’ a large 
lot of land near the corner of Pennsylvania 
avenue and Madison place, valued today at 
about $60,000.

This building, now at length pulled down, 
was a musty old structure, the extreme 
dilapidation of which was not realized yntil 
it was actually razed. The discovery then 
was made that it had been for a long time 
in an unsafe and even dangerous condition, 
Not a few queer stories are associated with 
the ancient pile, though it was for so long 
a time the home of dry lawyers and@ 
storage place for yet drier law books.

ANTIAGO DE CUBA is the oldest 
community of white people on the 
American continent, and it is a fine 
place to build a city. Columbus in- 
spected the beautiful bay at that 
place on his second voyage, admired its 
scenery. and predicted Its subsequent value. 
In the year 1511 the Spanish founded a set- 
tlement.there, nearly four centuries ago. It 


fs an ideally Spanish 
than Spain—but it is artistically uncom fort- 


able and picturesquely dirty, for in all its 
long existence it was never cleaned under 
Spanish law or rulers. | 

But the Yankees came on an eventful 
occasion in July of the year 1 and for 
the hoary community of flowers and filth 
there followed a transformation scene of a 
kind almost beyond comprehension. For the 
victorious American General, in his first 


_ hour of possession, ordered the city to be 


“cleaned and kept clean.” The order has 
been obeyed *to this day. And now, after 
are fore year of American rule, Santiago is 
probably as clean and healthy as any city 
in the world, though for many decades it 


was rated by travelers as the third dirtiest 


and unwholesome city of presumed civil- 

ized nations. 

Done by a Chicago Man. 
An4é*tt is‘a Chieago man, George M. Bar- 

bour, to whom General Wood gave the order 

to clean Santiago, and who since that time 


has been the head of the Cuban city’s sant- 


tary department. 

This present cleanliness has been accom- 
plished in a city of 70,000 or more people 
having no sewer system or drainage outlets; 
having a feeble burlesque of a water-supply 
works, which was built more to suit the 
whims of church priests and the luxurious 
official leeches, and a few favored wealthy 
residents, tian for the needs of the real 
public; with fully one-third of the 140 miles 
of ite streets utterly impassable from years 
of washes by floods, and never repaired; 
where for ages all families had swept or 
thrown ‘their daily household refuse and 
filth into the narrow, slimy, heated, rankly 
malodorous streets; where every house had 
its open vault for refuse, generally built in 
or next to the kitchen; and where the mean- 
ifig of the word clean was not understood. 

In all its existence Santiago never had a 
panit system nor employé for such de- 
cent ciPilized needs, nor any street cleaners, 
nor law for such purpose. It was a marvel- 
ous revelation to these people that any such 
law could be made and enforced, The only 
street cleaners—the scavenger force—that 
made it possible for human existence thére 
were the countless, buzzards that in great 
flocks waddled about the streets, and the 
thousands of dogs. 

But the end of such a state of things at 
last came. On July 19, 1898, about the noon 
hour, the American army entered Santiago, 
and within twenty-four hours General Leon- 
ard Wood, Colonel of the famous “ Rough 
Riders,” was appointed Military Goternor 
of the city and suburbs. The task before 
him was really perplexing and formidable. 


Orders the City Cleaned. : 

It was on the day following, July 20, that 
George M. Barbour of Chicago, having ar- 
rived in the harbor the evening previous, re- 
ported to General Wood, and found him a des- 
perately busy man, but calm in his method, 
seated at an old desk in a dingy, badly 
lighted room in the “‘ palace,”’ with his sev- 
eral staff officers gathered around a couple 
of tables near his desk. Following General 
Wood's cordial welcome, Mr. Barbour was 
asked to outline his proposition to organize. 
a sanitary force for cleaning the city, and 
did so, 

All right, cutit short. You’lldo. Report 
to me at 6 o'clock tomorrow morning and 
be ready to pitch in,’ said the General. 
** Meantime,” he added, “ you had better 
take a glance around the streets.”’ 

Such was the appointment and simple, brief 
order given to undertake the cleaning and 
purifying of the city. And so it happened 
that to Mr. Barbour fell the pleasing honor, 
thanks to General Wood, of being the first 
American civic appointee in Cuba by Amer- 
ican authority, and to be intrusted with the 
duty of organizing the first civil department 
established theré under the flag of the United 
States. Also it transpires that he is now 
considerably the longest in time on duty of 
all Americans in Cuba, with not a day of 
fliness or absence on vacation or furlough 
up to date. 

The city has a normal population and 
for about 70,000 people. Fully 140,- 

souls were then erowded in its limits, in- 
cluding three distinct and not overfriendly 
elements—Spanish, Cubans, and the Amer- 
icans; who were the’ real peace preservers, 
for the sentiments of the Spanish and Cu- 
bans were intensely antagonistic to each 
other. 

Santiago’s Then Population. 


Civilians were few. Everybody apparent- 
ly was in full or partial uniform, and a 
native who wore no machete or camp haver- 
gack was rare. The population was about 
as follows:

Of the natives, especially the reconcen- 


trados, the proportion of children and wom- 
eg, «especially widows, was overwhelmingly 
great. And all were hungry and heipiess. 
It was an evidence of Weyler’s idea of war. 
But aid was at last at hand under the Amer- 
ican flag. The Red Cross steamers and the 
great. fleet of immense transports of the 
army were hourly pouring into the beau- 
tiful harbor. Quartermaster depart- 


ment was seizing the wharfs and nearby 


great warehouses. Thousands of natives 
were given. work and sure pay in rushing 
the vast cargoes of food, medicines, cloth- 
ing, and other necessities on shore. 

Two days from the hour of occupation 


thrown into the countless outstretched 
hands of the doubting, starving, wildly 
frantic multitudes that fought for a space 
at the doors of the relief stores. It was 
many days before the hungry were at ldst 
fed to a calm and reasoning condition. 

But of the sanitary state of things. The 
filth was everywhere and astoundingly 
abundant. The innumerable odors, the 
stench of dead dogs, mules, horses, and 
humans was sickening. Some narrow 
streets were absolutely impassable, the 
stench was sogreat.. 


Filth and Dead Animals. 

In the now attractive plaza fronting the 
official palace was a vast pile of reeking 
filth. Another, even worse, was in frort of 
the Anglo-American club. Each in due time 
filled a dozen army wagon boxes. Hundreds 
of similar piles lay in the streets, vacant 
lots, house-yards, and stables, and the nu- 
merous hillside gulleys peculiar in Santiago. 
Fully one hundred horses and mules lay 
dead in the streets about the city. In one 
stable that had been occupied as a barracks 
by the Spanish artillery were found about 
twenty mules abandoned by their cowardly 
keepers, unfed, unwatered, starving. Sev- 
eral were dead. The number of dead dogs 
was mystifying until it was explained that 
for weeks previous the hilarious Spanish 
soldiers quartered in town had enjoyed prac- 
ticing their sharpshooting skill by potting 
at the dogs. 

Everywhere were seen small groups car- 
rying the dead to the cemetery. These 
could scarcely be described as “ funerals,” 
for the dead were mostly inclosed in rude 
boxes and carried balanced on the heads wf 
men. Fully one hundred dead people were 
then lying abandoned in the tenements— 
‘even in someé respectable dwellings—in all 
parts of the city. The people were dying at 
the rate of from 150 to upwards of 200 daily, 
often alone—children separated from their 

nts, or strangers of the rural recon- 
centrados—friendless and unknown. 

And in great flocks in the streets or circling 
in vast numbers just over the roofs of the 
city were those sinister indicators of filth 
and disease, the buzzards. And yet they 
were then the only sanitary aids and friends 
to the people of that city. 


Beginning of the Task. 

The task of cleaning the city bega 
July 22. At 6 o’clock that ® 
Barbour found in the Plaga des Armes a 
crowd of 1,000 men and more, eagerly await- 
ing him. Their anxiety was great to be 
given a broom or shovel and be “counted 
in” for $1 and one ration of food a day. — 

All were employed. Mr. Barbour after- 
wards found that among them were lawyers, 
merchants, professors, doctors, and many 
others of intelligence and high social stand- 
nay who needed-food and would not beg 
for it. | 

Men were sufficient, but how to get tools 
for the work was the next perplexing prob- 
lem. The hardware stores were sought and 
some interesting facts were learned. Street 
push’ brooms, squilgees, scrapers, and such 
street cleaning implements familiar in all 
American cities were unknown there. Even 
the light garden rake, the simple thin+blade 
hoe, and the common barnyard pitchfork 
were not to be had. Nobody ever had used 
such things there. Of wheelbarrows about 
a dozen were found in the entire city. Nota 
shovel could be obtained in any store, and 
it ‘was explained that some weeks before 
the Spanish officers had seized everything 
of the shovel kind—and never paid for them 
—for use in digging the great network of 
trenches to: keep out the Yankee invaders. 
When this had been done the shovels were 
cast away where they quit thelr work. 

Army wagons and details of men were 
promptly sent out along those trenches, and 
about 400 shovels were gathered in. The 
festering bodies of two Spanish soldiers 
were ene en in the deep underbrush, 
where they probably craw 
wounded, and died. 

And of wagons? All of the few in the 
United States army service were impera- 
tively needed to haul the daily supply of 
_food to the American camps, to the large 
army of Spanish prisoners, and the multi- 
tude of famished reconcentrados. 

It was fully a week later when General 
Wood at last succeeded in capturing three 
fine four-mule army wagons, ready for use, 
and then the removal of piles of filth was 
begun in earnest. Manuel Gomez, a resident 
of Bantiago, who had lived years in the 
United States and whose handsome wife 
was a Philadelphia girl, came forward with 
a proposition of help, and soon succeeded in 
gathering about two dozen of the clumsy 
carts found everywhere in use there. Hach 
could just about haul a barrelful for a load. 


Purified by Fire. 
Petroleum, of which quite a stock was 
found, was poured into the gutters all about 
the city—in fact the entire surfaces of some 
streets were drenched with it—and set on 
fire, which proved an effective purifying 


method. 

In dwelliggs and outbuildings, where dead 
humans ere found, the bodies were 
drenched with chloride, rolled into old 
blankets or bags, bundled out, and piled on 
the carts. When a load of four or five had 
been collected it was hauled toa field, where

The good citizens returned from their 
hiding places. Women began to appear on 
the strects, somewhat timidly at first. The 
pretty Plaza des Armes was neatly cleaned. 
The erican regimental! band gave evening 
music the people. Peace, order, cleanli- 
ness, and health at last surely prevailed, and 
they do to this day. 

When the streets were finally cleaned to a 
fairly respectable condition another task 
was found requiring prompt attention. The 
thousands of interior ‘ patios,’ or courts—or, 
as known in America, the backyards—were 
found, with but rare exceptions, of either 
hovel or mansion, to be overladen with lng 
years’ accumulations of garbage. 

From their condition it was apparent that 
the ideas of decency, cleanliness, 
modesty, and health were far lower than 
those found among any tribe of Indians in 
America. 

Having no sewers—nothing whatever to an- 
swer such purpose—all families and business 
concerns simply threw all slops and refuse 
into the streets. From long-established cus- 
tom this was, and still is, done at night. At 
present fully 180,000 gallons nightly is thus 
disposed of. It is bad for the streets and for 
the gullies wherein it mostly finally settles, 
but ite dangers as a source of disease and 
bad ‘odors are now eliminated by the street 
sprinklers, using chemically charged water, 
and by the special disinfecting carts, which 
constantly go about drenching the street 
gutters with preparations of chlorides and 
a= a so that no vile odor is notice- 
able. 

Cleaning the dirty yards or order- 
ing the tenants to do so, at first was bitterly 
resented by many—in fact, was welcomed by 
fewe The order was generally regarded as 
an intrusion on personal rights. 


Resent Interference. . 


Said a prominent merchant to Mr. Barbour 
at one time: “ You Americans are queer. 
I do not understand you. You are proud 
of your liberty and right to do as you please, 
yet here you come to me, walk into my place 
and tell me I must clean my yard and side- 
walk, and how and whenI mustdoit. Why, 


the lards never would dare do such a 
thing. But it is a good order and I will 
obey it.” And he did. 


. Said another, a Cuban Captain, whose 
nodest house with its narrow interior 
“ patio” in the rear was found reeking with 
a vast accumulation of the filth of many 
years; when he was visited and ordered to 
clean the place: ‘“‘ What? You come into 
my house and order me what I shall do in 
my own house? I tell you this is all mine. 
Here my father owned and lived. Here his 
father owned and lived. Here I was born. 
Here my wife and her brother and my sister 
all live. We are well. We are neveg sick. 
I like this smell. If the neighbors all around 
like it not they can go away. Here I stay. 
Go out of my house! Go quick! American 
liberty! Bah!’’ 

But he finally cleaned his house and his 
wife and the able brother and sister helped 
energetically. But it required a lively epi- 
sode of fists and whips to beat it into his 
head—literally—that the order was for the 
good of the people and must be promptly 
obeyed. And there were many other simi- 
lar cases—perhaps eighty—where the whip 
and force had to be used to win the argu- 
ment. There were no police courts there in 
those days to sustain and enforce such civic 
orders; no “$5 and costs,” no precedents, 
and no law of such purpose was known of 
by them. 


All Is Different Now. 


It ts all different now. The houses of all 
are clean. The law and its good purpose 
and benefits to all are now visible and under- 
stood, and the efforts exerted in those days 
apparently are sincerely appreciated and 
valued by all citizens of Santiago and by all 
native visitors, too. It is a revelation to 
them of American ideas and methods for 
the good of the people, and of how and for 
whom public money should be expended, 

Santiago is now & healthy, clean, and 
quaintly attractive city—none more so any- 
where. It is divided into sanitary districts, 
each under a native foreman, and the em- 
ployés are nearly all natives, who have been 
found as efficient as any laborers. They 
are neatly uniformed, fairly well drilled, 
and quite satisfied—in fact, are proud of their 
duties. The supply of equipments, imple- 
ments, and teams is complete, and includes 
the latest and best for all needs and pu 
of the hundreds of employés of the Sanitary 
department none has died, or even been ill, 
and of the many mules—all large, American 
animals—not one has died. Several large,
